ly, raigned a Etng named Dioniſius, Whole 
diſcretion in Gouernmment, and ſingular Miſe 
dome, in ruling is mighty a Nation, made fhe 
ſplendant Fame of his cendune to ſpꝛsa it ſelfe 
9 the vttecmott confines of all the Mozlo: and most Coun 


tries 
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ties made tontinuall traff que thither, by reaſon of the god 
and g9u:table Lawes he had inftituted fo the peace aad quiet 
of bts whole Countrey. 

Amongſt the reff of his externall bleſſings, whereof he injog⸗ 
ed abnadance, his Court was mcah renowned by the excæ⸗ 
ding beautie, and vertnous guifts cf Olivia big Nacene, by 
whom be bad on: cnely Pavguter named Liur21a, Whoſe rare 
Deante ſo farre excelled all otget Ladies, that the was eſtee⸗ 
med (in thaſe parts ef he wozld) the onely Paragon fez beans 
tie; beũdes, the vert. eus quantities, and pzecicus gtufts of 
Hature,wheretoith her mn ind was abaud nitlęg atozned, did ſo 

ach t xteli her high commendatiens, tac many Pitnces of 
8 Conntttes did travaile thither to attac bet Leue. In- 
ſamach, that by continua accciſc cf mt ſſttange Knights 
the Court of Die mſius daitpinctesſedin D'gmtie, who gane, 
mott courteous entertainment to +11, as beſt be fitted their he- 
Nuts, and accozded with his moſt Lonnteons wile done. 
Amonadt the reſt of the Anigdts that came to be Epe ⸗wit⸗ 
neſſes of the Beautie of Liuran ut fog unet the young Pzince 
Partiinus, Sonne and heire to he King of Bohemia, to artiue 
in the confines of Thefalie, being acccmpanted with diners 
Nob!lezof his Fathers Court. Who hauing Le foze heard of 
the fame of Dioniſius, the courteous centert.i1ament he gane 
ento Strangers, and the erceeding beaatie of bte Daughter 
1.14-ana, determmed to transll thifther, totrpdis Foztune fo 
winnc her Lone, as alſo to be partaker of bis bountte, being 
dzuwne thereunte by a verinous inclination to imitate bis 
honozable examples. And calling vnto hem ene of his Knigbts 
named O-1!tus, willed im to goe fo Dioniũus his Court, and 
to fignifie vats his Paßeſtie that he was teſirous to viſtte 
bim, if {o be it would pleaſe his Pighnes to accept of him as a 
One d. 
Oriſtus m king all pefſivie ſpsed,ſoons arriued at the City 
of Thebes, where ths King then kept bis Court, and being 
ad nitted his pzeſence, deltgered his Peſſage. Which wh-n 
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ling le gratulate the P;inces kindneſſe; and withall, de ſtting 
him to certi ſie his Lozd, that he ſhould be maſt heartily wel- 
ts me, whareupon Ol iſtus departed. 

Diouiſius pzeſentip willing his Noablemen to be in readi⸗ 
nes the next day, foz he pur poled to met the Pzince himſe lte 
And in the meane time he commanded all pzeparation that 
Might be deuiſed to be made in tcadineſle, fog his moe heneu⸗ 
rable entertammment. 

Earely the next mozning, Dioniſius attended by his Goble 
men, rade tw3th to met the inte, ſomt the miles from the 
Cittc, whom veing met, he moſt toutng!y imbzaced and wel⸗ 
cam med with exceeding great ccuttefie. 

Pariimus matuailing very much at this vne rpeded kindines 
ia hin, ſapd: Holt high and magmficeut King, being alts- 
ether vawozthy of this pcur excecdiaig fauour, molt hunbdle 
lutreat your pardoa to my pzeſumption, dcfiring you to im- 
pute mp raſhnes to my yenth, which hath attempted this vol2- 
nede, withaut aay hope in the lcaſt degree, howto delerte 
(ach kindgeſſe. 

Dioaiſſus taking him by the hand, deſ red him (6 leans oc 
thole ſpeeches, fvz that he eſtcemed bis Contt ant Country 
inſuffictent to entertaine him accozding as be defired, telling 
him that be was the n:ctt welcome gueſt to his Court, that: 
might be: wherewith they joyfully de parte towards the 
Titie, but as thep rode, they heard a moft gricaoys greane 
the thicket of a TA @d hard vp, UWhere:ipon Diun'tius com- 
manded his knayts ts beſet the TYL@ad an cacry Ude. htm: cls, 
Paritmus. and divers Noble men, centred the Thicket, whore 
der faundan armed Lnght noft grievcully Wennded 2 At 
which pitttfall ſpea acle, Dioniſius alighted from bis Yozr, 

e wed hits Face, and knew him to be his cruſty Batgyt Os, 
whom he moſt d. arelę leued. Ind witb all ſpet he comman⸗ 
ved him to ve conneped to the Court, that his own: PYpd.1- 

ans might lyke to him, and bind vp his wounds. : 
An the meaae time, the Alg, Paris, and deuets ather 
waights, made vere uligent ſearch inthe Md, bat _ 
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find no creature there, hereby to know any cerfsinty bow 
grits they'd be thus weuded. And departing thus diſcoaten- 
ted, on a ſobatac the King was certified that there was great 
hope ef his recouerte, who ſpcahing to Parttmirs, fatd; Poſt 
noble Pzinte, A hope tors milchance bath net di quicted pom, 
to} 3 W94i:t be (03rp ven ſhould conceiue any occaſion of ſadnes 
tgercat, bt ing A truſt by that tinte Olicis be reconered, ue 
Dall eaſtip come to the knowledge thercof. 

3p Lozd replredPiimus, 3 haue ne cauſe te be greeuce 
fo; my part, but to ſee pour Daekic hereby di'oueted. In⸗ 
d20 ſatd ODioniſias, it ſomewhat grieueth me, becauſe Oſiris ts 
on: that J Hue, being well wozthy thereof, fo2 bis vertues doe 
tarre rcd many mens, of whole faith and fdelttie I hang 
bad ſufficient trpall, that a moese loyal! Knight cannot be 
found, Bye this time they were come to the 1Ballace gate, 
where was the Quene with all her traine of Ladies, to wel - 
came Pari mus, which was ſuch a mot pleaſing fight to behold 
that the Þ;tnce with the ſudaine vicwof their beautie, was 
d211enin:oa depeftubo, from which de was remued by the 
Quzne, who moſt aracicufly came and welcommed him, fax 
ing: In all kindneſſe, J bio your Ponoar welcome inte 

'2<9alie, where wa will indeauour to teqnite pour friendſhip 
con ming Unto vs. 

Hoſt vertuous Pzincefſe (quo th hæ) fo2 this 7cur honcu⸗ 
ele faucir, both my ſelife and all that is mine, ſhall be con- 
inaally bound to doe you all dutitall ſetuice. The great glo- 
pot the Pallace made Pariſmus to matuaile, this hononrabte 
entertainment, the ſumptuous banquets, the rare Puſſicke, 
and gallant ſhowes,tw tedious to rehearie , made tim thinke 
that Fame hadaltogether darkened the glozp of that plate, 
(0 that all his ſences were greatly refrethed with the varietie 
of ſeuerall delights. 

At lach time as Bing Dioniſius, and the P unte entred the 
Court, ! anrana hearing of the Pzinces comming, tanding at 
ber Chamber window, viewed them well, and knew, 02 a: 
igaft thought that to be Paritmus;that came with her Father

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and the Qaeene, attended by a gatlant trains of Bnights, and 
calling der Maid Leda vnto her, ſhe ſaid: ſarelp this ts the 
fameus Bnigbt Fart mus, (which both come with my aig”. 
the Patrice of Bohemia 7 Pes (quoth Leda) A thinke ſc, fz 
a moz2e gallant Umaht did J ncner behold, Wherewich the 
crnalen colour in Lucas cheekes began to reuiue: which 
Leda percetat g, 410 : It would become out Court well, to 
haac his peclenc continually, fe; by all lißelghod it cannot 
chuſe but a Bh of fo faite pꝛapoztion, muſt needs be endu⸗ 


ed with as erc Hent gulkts. Ahr, quoth Laurana, this Court 


cannot lang centam? ſuch gueſts: whereupon pꝛeſentiꝝ ſhe 
Song to diaet, telt ena ſddden a kind efalteration in all ber 
parts, which £24922 very ſtrange vato her, foz euen then Tone 
beg ante landle in hor tender heart, which as yet (he did not 
well vacecitand, but atterwards grew to a burning heate, as 
Hail zercaſter be declared. 

She ved ſel dome to go abꝛoad, but ſometimes pꝛiuately 
foz rect catian, te; ſuch was her chaſt reſoluc that ſhe delighted 
zn nothing bat vertacus meditations. 0 

To relate the cenlerence the Bing and parimus had, were 


to tedions, and impectinent tothe Hiſtozz. But the inc 


much maruailing he ceuld not tee Laurana, (s fumeu: fog he. 
Be aut ie, was hereby dza one inte many dee pe cogitattons, bo 
which thoughts, and remembzance of the long journey he hid 
palled, onele ts behold her perſon, and now could net be aſfu- 
red ge has ſe tene the beautie he expected, was fallen into (uch 
n (ad ſtudy, that in a manner he nepther heard what was ſpo⸗ 
ken, no2 tegarded were he was. At the l aff, reutulng his ſen» 
tes that were dalled with paſſton, de ſuddenly ighcd, and lun ⸗ 
ling (ald, (fcaring leaſt nis beauineſſe had beennoted,) pour 
Pazjefſtte mar peraduentute aste my (adnefſe : the remen;- 
tzance of ronr Knights (mary, make th ine ſtudę how be ſhculd 
be ſo gi ieuouſię Wounded. and no man found that ſheuld ad 
the ſame, ( which woꝛds v8 onely ipake to excuſs timſelfe. ) 
Sucely, anſwerev the Bing, ſome man by ſecret treachs tte 
bath wzaught him that harme, which (withoat doubt \at ir:230

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terucatient time we (ball flnde out the truth theree?, which I 
would cect with all lpæd, but that A hope ts be aſcertained by 
bimſelfe, whom my Phrſittans ſap, is in gapeſtats ef amend 
ment.

Dinner being faily ended, Diontiius, Pateunus, and the 
Nunc, walked inte a moſk pleaſant Garden, where after a 
while he was entertained with a mol? coftly and rare Ban⸗ 
quet, pʒouide d in an Arbour o2 XBaizgaeung houſe, adjopuing 
to a Stoue fraunht with many pleatant Bit os, whoſe [wat 
hatmonꝝ much aug mented the pleaſute cf the platt, ail things 
being mot artificially contrived fez delight, which when Pa- 
il mus beheld, he then began to think with himſelke, how wall 
A ſe the Pꝛinceſſe Laurana, fe: trboſe ſight J haut vnderta⸗ 
benthis my tranatle , whoſe delightfall pꝛeſence would re- 
freth wp ty2ep ſences, and likew!'z cxpell theſe inward cares 
wherewith J am thus perpliered. 

But when he law none tut the King and Qusne, he began 
to ware much trouvled in his minde, to thinke whatmight be 
y-canſe, that the whoſe fame had long nc come to his know- 
ledge, was not to be ſ&ne, that by conTrained mirch, he pat 
away the time in \uch Banqueting and other paſtime, as the 
King entertaiged him withal!, which wers ſuch, as he much 
wonezed at. Aud night being come, with all fatelinefethat 
might be, he was by them conducted te bis Lodging, which 
was moſt ſumptuoufty adozned with molt pꝛecious and rich 
Vanzings, that the place ſ@med a anew Paradico, foz there 
wanted nothing that might epther delight the tate oz eps. As 
(03 Lodgings fo; his Boble-mea, Knights and followers, they 
were placed in ſuch manner, that they ſæmed by thoir ſcitua⸗ 
tion to be Guardiahs to their Lozds perſon : hamng then ta- 
— — leane of the King and Aue, bs batoke zimſelie to 
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CAP. II. 

Wow Pari mus ha ving ſojourned ſome dayes inthe Theſſali- 
i Court, being fruſtrated of ſeeing the Princeſſe Lawrane, 
imparted his minde to Oriſtus, one of his Knights, by 
whoſe meanes afterwards he cane to a fight ot her. And 
what afterwards happened. 


q Fter Pariſmus was come fo his Chamber, he 
called to him Oriftus,ths ongly man wham de 
truſted, and asked him how he liked p Court 
of Dioniſius. Sy Loꝛzd (quoth he) the (mall 
centinuaute J haue bad therein, anght be ſut᷑· 


| 2 2 ficient toercn's me from cenſuring therof,bac 


to ſatie ie your demand, J doe eſtæ me and thinke of it, as a 
molt rencwned and hencuratie place. But ſaid Pariimits, 
what if thy Leze Hould here purchaſe that which hall be 
woe then death vnto him, vnle le he haue temedy: SAhat 
wouldeſt thou then thinke? J would my Loꝛd (caid he) (prate 
m opimos, ił I knew whence the ougmall cf that euill Youlo 
pꝛocæ d. From my (cite ſaid Pari mus, fo; thus it is. Then, I 
am ſure Hift heard of the renowmed Laurana, and ot the hono⸗ 
able repozt that is ſpzead of her beauty and v:rtues, which 
d;jacth me into wany thoughts, tecanſe J cannot behold that 
veautie; thereteze I impart my minde to the, as to the onely 
man J truſt, that vnleſſe 3 can b the meanes haus ſame hope 
et comfozt, F will cot ce the houre of my natimtic, and re⸗ 
maine hereafter in continnall griete: therefoze counſell me 
what J were beſt to dee hercin, 

Pe Lo2d (fa!d Oriſtus) ince it hath pleaſed pour highnt Ce 
i0 muth ta favour me, as to chuſe ms to be yoar ade herein, 
I will moſt faithfully and ſpeedily doe to the vttcrmotll, to ac⸗ 
cempliſh your defire. IJ pzay the then dae it (ſaid Pariſmus) 
with all ſpæd, fo my reſtle ſſe paſſions require counſe ll. J haue 
(ſais O:1ftus) ſome acquarntance with Loꝛd Remus, who is 
*reatly fauozed of the Bing, continnally re ident inthe Cerrt, 
ane 
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and well beloned cf all, by whoſe meanes J doe not doubt but 
Loth to haue ſome certaine knowledge of the P2zincefle, as 
atſoſ@ne'co bzing you to her ſpech ; and accozding as you 
haue put me in truſt, o J Su ble all the meanes I can to pur - 
chaſe your content, 

Mach part of the Night being pat, Pariſmus betoake him⸗ 
ſelio to tis teſt, and Oriſtus to his Lodging. Jn the Poz- 
ring Dmedniſtus being earely vp, ved his accuſtomed manner 
to vifit ks Gueſts ; And comming to Pariſmus Chamber, ha 
fond hem not there, but walking in a Galletie thereto adjop- 
ning, and (aluting him, fald; Noble Pzince , if ron are not 
weary of p2ur late journey, A went® tequeſt your company to

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geen Bunting this dar, foz that J haue appointed to mat a 


N:vle Friend of mins at the Fozreſk of Red Deere, (fg2 ſo it 
Was called, foz the aboundance of thoſe Beaſts that the Couns 
ticy bz@deth ) where pea ſhall ſ& that paſttme the Bounds 
can make. Which Pariſmus kindly accepted. Oriſtus he taxed 
zind, to the end to bzing his purpoſe to cect, and walking 
ins the Garden, he chanced accozding to his deſire, to met 
with Lez) Remus, who h iutng (alated him, ſaid he was 
gas to finde him at lexſure, to haue (ome conference with 
um about their acquaintancs : ſe that walking inta a ſolita- 
ie Ji boar, talking ok diners matters, it chanced the Pꝛin⸗ 
b5 Laurana thinking ts recreate her lelte in the Garden, foz 
tat de thought all the Aables had bene gone with the King 
her Father on hunting, chanced to come accompanted with 
her Paiden Leda, vnts the ſolitary place where L 02d Remus 
and O iſtus were then talking, and eſpying Lo2d Remus wha 
ſhe pzeſently knew. Py Lo2d (quoth ſhe) 4 had thought you 
dad bene on hun ing this dap, dat J ſ peut mind? is buſted 
with ſome other exerciſes. Peſt noble P2zinceſſe ( quoth he) it 
J had gone on hunting, I ſhould haue left this henszable Lo2d 
without company, ſo that I thought it my daty to ke pe him 
fcom better ſtudies. with my homely talke : ſo ſhe kindly ſas 
lyting them, told Oriſtus de was welcome to her Fathers 
Tourt, and therewith departed:

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Qusth Ociftus, Py Lo2d, is this the Prince lle Laurana, of 
whom A haus heard ſu6h rars cammendati ens in Bohemia ? if 
is ſaid he, the very ſame, and the moſt vertaons and courteous 
Ladis that liasth chisday,who very ſeldome commeth abzoad, 
but continaally gineth hor mtad te pzaciſe excellent quali · 
tios-among® other dertueus Ladyes-Duriagthistheir taike, 
they had walked avout the Mallace, to the end that Oriſtus 
might behold the ſfatriinefſe thercof , who hantng ſ@ns all 
things, and kuowing which was Luurauacs leogtng, was in 
ſome meaſars comfozted by that knowledge. 

Thas the day being (pent,and the King returned frem hun⸗ 
ting, Pariſmus came ta Oriftus, anvrequired of him, if he had 
heard of Laurana and what comſozt there was foz him. Dy 
Lo2d ( quoth he ) J baus behuld her, and heard her heauen- 
le boxce, which is able to aKonth any man with her orca@ving 
beantie, relating vnte him all the conferencs hes had with 
Len Remus, which didgreatiy rejorcs him ts hears, and (s 
betwke himſelfs ts his ref, where he ſpont the malt part of 
the night, in meditating how to come ts talke, ez haue a fg 
of her. 

Ueoryoarely the next Pozaing, taking a books in his hand, 
he went into the Garden that was vudsr Lauranacs Cham- 
ber Ain, where haning walked xa while, hs eſpyed her 
loking out, that he Tad as ons halfs amazed, ts doho(d her 
wonderfull veauty, ſoz though he had nent ſ@no her boſc;e, 
pet dis fancis him it was He, which Hs porcouing, 
Upping backs, called Leda vute her, agking hor, if the knew 
the Knight that walked tndsr der Window, who certified 
her it was the Paincs of Bohemia : whoreat Laurana biuſht 
ſo excadingix, that her heart famed ts leape within ber, then 
ſecrotly loking out, ſhe diligently behold him, taking ſach 
genecall view of his comelineſſe, that p:eſontly her (ancis be- 
ran to commend hts perſon, faling in her ſoife a kinde of de- 
light to beholy him: but Pariſmus (@ing der gens, began ta 
rep2ous himſelfe of folly, that by his rahnefſe had vopzined 
Amſelfe of her aght. oy

And ſtudping bow to bzing that abont, hs began ts weigh how 
greatly Pa iſinus was eſte med of Diontſius, and that his 
vertues made him ſs well belcued of all, that to offer him ns 
buſe gpenly, euer p one would condemne him, and therevy 
his honour ſhould the mee increaſe, end be bimſelkfe be evil 
theught of by Dionttus, and cen emned by Liurmna, and pes 
nothing the neter his pu pod determination, 

At length, giuing dis mende over vnto ati wickednefie and 
craeltp, bs thought the bet canrle bee had, was to murtber 
dim by ſome treachery; t etetoze calling vn'o him tho of 61s 
ſernants being Tartarians, he vicd a long circumfance of 


And (peaches vaio them, pꝛemiſing that if they would teat's 
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lo nen tanes how ig rcuenge him onan ene mr that had done 
bim great injury, ce would p;eferre tben te great dig mtp, 
when he rey. une tutto Figs Owne Ceuntre, end inthe mrane 
lime, ye wane giue thum a ty. nm nc punts àmongſt them, 
fo; theilt mamtcnance. 

Dee lunes eeingaredposſgaine and pꝛeferment, bes 
ing paze ud ge dp. froze frattycy wentk pirtozme whatle- 
euer de coe m avcd them, ſo thepmight inck'the mon. car 
then ging dein the mene, eld emtratit was Vaiiimus, 
wo $ad cf late dee him a uc Ai us whelr : ( at wheſs 
name the dil sines began te tare ent von another, as thcugy 
th e h. irgend thei of tex rzemiſe) and that, when as 
Come was be tede e ut on H. whiryg, tecpn.ight wapte 
cpp mtywmilte was sene, and thin accompliſh their 
inte uded wur ther without tulp icton. Tee Willaines beirg 
fully vent den thetr istended mi ſchieke, being Peathcne, 
there lezs the moe eaſily dare with the he pe of reward to 
any treech:re, waited thett connentent teme With enmene⸗ 
able te olutten. Pariious being all that bay in company ef 
the Ging and other Pobles, haiutiig gien bis wird fo qutet- 
nt le, f:2 that be wes ſully alluted of Lauf anges faueut, no- 
{big doubting the trea'en ek Sicanus; told Dionifius, that 
be intended to gor on Hawking, deftiing him tt veuchſafe te 
ſe dis Faulcen flye, which Dioartius pzomy'ed te doe, fo2 that 
Ne Hawke was etemed the beſt ef all other. Likewiſe, Si- 
canus, the Bing f Hunga: 1a, and the P2rnce of Sparta, would 
beate him companys | 

The next mozning terv earcly, Ring Dioniſius, Par1{mns 
and the reit of the company, add;cfied them/elucs to that pay 
Ge, and Firing (pen! moſt part et the day, towarts ths 
Ticnings Partimus lot his Pawke, which he leut d eres 
ding well, be.ng p2ccxred by a Tempeſt that ſoddenly a- 
roſe ; and therebp be ina Wamdzed frem the reft ot his com- 
pany, chancedto hcare the nopſe of her Beis, as he thought, 
inthe Mrd bad by, where he could not rite, and therefoze 
alighted from his Pozlſe, and got in cn fwte: where he was 
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not entred farre, but thoſs villatnes that Sicanus had bhyzed:? 
hauing followed yim all that dap, and now thinking and find- 
ing tits the fiitet opps2tum:y to tze cute their purpolſs, were 
come ints the Ad d and bard at arms heles, who spying 
them, looking with ghabiuil conntcnances as he thought, 
and with their weapons avzu: tbem (the villaines inveed be - 
ing amazed with his very conatenance ) began to call to re- 
m-myzance the late miſghance that Otis bad tectiued inthe

fozce thereof, fo grienet fly wounded him, that he fell fo the 
earth, and befs2e he could cecener hinilelfe, and withall beirg 
diaſutmched of his wea von, ( fez otherwite thoſs ſd : could 
not haue withſteed bis forte) they dad ginen him two 07 thee 
moztall wonnds: and lang that he was now not able to rc 
iit chem, they began to conſult what they Hould doe with 
his Body. 

In tie means time Pariſmus hantng getten breath, Vegan 
to intreat them to ſpare his life, ( fo; th2rats in uch 2 ca(s 
would not pzenatle) pzomifirg fo retard them with great 
kindneTe, if they wonld aot murther him: yer/watdiiig them 
wichatl, that this their de weuld bt hnowne: fog that ſmeb 
We:ckednefſe is commonly reaealed, and alwares efierieuly 
zumched : and he thu had ſer them about that biilany, wonld 
alwayes hate them in bis heart, thongh onfwardl» be might 
p:etenda (help of friendſh:p, telhre them that de was a 
Duce, and able to nꝛe ter and Hcafyre m, v i NH 
that they onlo vo- word to frare Sch ditpitafure, f ber

Wl hich amazed all the company, that a god ſpace they 
Ens w not what to ſap» at lat O::itus (berg filled Utth furp) 
beldle ſtept te Sicanus, and challenged bim as a Willzinz,any 
trattoz,faz conſpiring bis Paſlers death, who being i: kewiſe 
moued with rage, re ke at Oriſtus to haue ſtabbed him likes 
wiſe ; but he tasty aucited the blow, and with his ff Qroks 
bim nutz ſuch violence, that tie bleud tun excætingip from 
bis month, Which his Knights perceiving, vegan todzaw vp-

lwa ſion to all, that Pari'mus bz his mranes was marthered, 
the remembzance whereof, began their ſozrow afreſh. 
The King of Hungaria, and {Pzincs of Sparta, betng much 
aamesd of Sicanus behauiour, in whoſe rompany they came, 
defired Dioniſius not to impate his impiety any way to their 
dichonour, fe; that they would foz euer abhozre him kez that 
monſtrous att, and reff readę to defend him ifener he ſhouls 
ſt and in nad of thetr aye to reuenge this injury: who deter⸗ 
mines to Cay ſtili with Dioniſius (if they coutd) to dzine cut 
of his minds the remembzance of this miſchance. Dio niſius 
being matt extreamely ouercome with rage, and griefe, be- 
gan to take the mur ther of Par iſmus with ſach ſozrow,that ha 
detetmincd to ſpend the ret ofhis dayes out of the company 
cf all men, and the next mozning ( gining delay no ſcope to 
hinder his purpoſe ) hautng di guiſed himſeife that he covly 
not be knowne , in Palmsrs wads he departed ſecretiy 
from the Court: and firſt roke his conrſe to tranel! into Bo- 
hemia, to heare whether pariimus Father had knowledge cf 
the death ol his ſonne, 02 no- Dinner time being come, Dio- 
- rifius was wanting, which made the Quane marnaile, foz 
that he was not went to be abſent, but thinking he was gn | 
alone by hiumſelfe to meditate, made no great enqutry: but 
after Dinner, going her ſelte to ſa ke him, could by ao means

Theſe newes of Sicanus de pattuxe and c Lioniſius want 
happened in two dapes, per urithet of them was come to the 
knowledge of Laurana, whoz;.bſcnted het ce from all como 
pany, Up rea en of the cxtreame care the ciiturcd fog Pan- 
mus: Sicanus treaſon, ant Pa imus murther was concealcy 
from her by Leda, ha loued her dengely, ons therefo;e 
would not let it come to her hearing: but contrary to Laura» 
naes thought and Ledaes expeaattien, Olivia the Quencme 
to het lodging, wzinging her hands, and mahing a great la- 
mentation, and eſping her, ſaid : O daughter, what Soil be» 
tide us: That willatne Sifauus hauing mutthercs Pariimus, 
bath uke wiſe deſtroped the Father. Laurana bearing her $0-

the g gaue eder fo2 ſuch as were mainted and hauing viewed- 
their whole troupes, found but a thouſand T heffalians miſſing, 
and with great joy went to the Pallate: where they were jop- 
fully recetued by the Q#nc and Laurana, and relating the 
whs le c:rcumTince of their explot, their chiefeſt talke was 
cf the wozihy foztitube of the Blacke knight, 

Sicanus en the other ſide, ſa ing bhium(ſcife ſe b2tuſed with the 
fall he receined, and all his Perſians ſo weakened, and ſuch 
a multitude of them Nlatne , departed towards the Campe, 
on the Plaines of Phartalia, being not able to letge befoze 
the City Malles, by reaſon the ground was ſo wet with the

tie City was round begtrt with Douloters. The Bing of Per - 
ia himſelte l vpon a Pill hard by the City, in a Tent moſt 
richly and rarely contriued: and all the Tents of his Contrt- 
butat ies round about him; witch made ſuch a ſhew, as though 
a whole multitade of Nations had ben? gathered together to 
deſtroy the whole earth: which when the Theſſalians beheld, 
they conjectured that vnleſle Sod ſhould raiſe ſome extraezdi⸗ 
nary uccour to ayde them, it were impoſſible foz them long to 
wi thſtand this mighty tote: but pet foe hops they had in 
fhe Ring ef Hung ria and D nnce of Sparta, wha were gone in⸗ 
tn their Countries fo pꝛepare Douldters to arde the Auen 
and Lavrana, and the ti mc of their pzomtſed returne was als 
moſt come. ä 
The Bing of Bobemia lie wiſe hauing knowledge ef the 
Perfians being in The'saly, being vaged with hope fo te- 
aence his ſons death, muffered = all his \s;ces,and gache — 
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64 Ile famous Hiſtoric of Pariſmus, Parr. I- 
cut of them a mighty band of cxpcrt ſoulziers: who were malt 
de ſtcous to deale w the PerEans, becauſe of all Nations, they 
ya:cd them moſt, the one halfe marched vince the conduct of 
Dionius, and the other fifty thouſand he led him ſelle: and 
hauing all th'ngs in a readinifle, within a ſhozt ſpace they ar- 
riucd an the Coaſt of Theſſaly. Dioniſius by his ſpves, hauing 
knowledge where the Perſtan Campe lay, conuc red his men 
ſecretly ints the Mod, where Pariſmus Caue was: and the 
King of Bohemia, with his fifty thorſand, marthed oucr the 
Plaines of Phacialia, and ancamped themſclues neare vnto 
the City, and yard by the Perſlans : but (@ne the Ling cf 
Fe: (ia had knewledge of the Kiag of Bohemia. The ſame dap 
the Pzince of Sparta had landed thzefcoze theuſand men at 
Armes, all vnder his owne conduc, and encamped on the 0- 
ther ſide of the Perſians. The King of Hungaria likrwiſe 
with 5 6000. ſouldiers had piiched his Campe en the back of 
the Perffans; ſothat they were exuironed round with 15che- 
mians, Bungarians and Dpartans,and be foze them the City, 
TAbhich much amazed the Perſiaas,but pet by reaſon of their 
multitudes they thought themſe lues ſecure. 

Olivia, Laurana, and the Theſſalian Logds, ſeeing (ach a 
multitude of @oulvters cncamped ſo neare the Perſians , 
thought them likewiſe to be Enemies: and being much 
diſquieted, ſent out a Pellenger toenquire the truth thereof: 
wha returning with joy, certified them. that oneip the blew 
Weats were Pe: hans, t the red Tents, the Bohemians the 
white Tents, the Spartans; the grane Tents, the Punga⸗ 
rians fozces; Which newes lo comfaztzd the Nuanc , that 
ſhe could not tell howẽ to containe her (clfe,from exceding te ; 
ecing, had not Dioniſius bene wanting. Laurana eſpectaliy 
bearing that Par iſmus Father was tome to defend her, and 
revenge bis Sonnes wong, ( whom all men thought to haut 
bene dead) continually pzaiſed Ged, and pzayed fo; the pze- 
ſe tuation of that wozthy King, and oftentimes, her petitions 
p20c@ded from ſuch kinde bertue, that together with the re- 
memb wince of his great kindne ſſe, her Fathers lea, and Pa- 
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ritmus abſence, the Chzyſtall tearcs ranne with aboundance 

downe her crunſon chæ ks, like dzops of Pear le: at laſt, the 

Qacene called onc of her Scntlemen, to goe with a mc late 

cf thankes vnto the Campes of her friends, tut Oi iſtus di fire 

that he might be the mellenger, wham the QAutne well liked 

of ; who departed out of the Cup dnto the King of Bohemia, 
| being hits Lozd, and une ung downe did his meſſage from the 
Zacene : the King knowing him, and withall remembzing 
that he was the encly man whom Pariſmus moft eſtæmed, 
mot ki;rdly welcommed him, with teares fo; griefe trickling 
downe his white beard, and not able toſpeake one wozpb with 
extreame care fo the death of his nne. 

Oriſtus like wiſe, was ſo moved to {& ts King ſo kinde, 
that he could vſe no wozds but (ozrowfull ſadne ſſe, and hauing 
laluted the King st Hungaria and the Þ2liice of Sparta, retur - 
ned vnto the Quene. 

Dioniſius bad ſo ſecretly ledged his Tronpes in the Medes 
that the Perſians dad no knowledge of his being there, but 
would oftentimes diſguiſe himſelte into the Palmers TW ads, 
and (0 behold the City, how it was encem pa fed with Sout- 
dicrs, which troke (ach ſczrow to his heart, to e is Ccun- 
trey ready to be waſted, his Dub je as in diſtreſſe, his Que nc 
and his faire Daughter, ready to be urpiſed and taken vy 
the Enemtes, and ſuch a multitude of ble dy minded Pers 
ans, vnto whom he neuer had done wong, ready to deftrop 
all things, that he could not reframe from crclaming again 
Foztune and his own deſtinies that had alotted him ſuch mil- 
chance: and hauing diligently ne wed the Campe, he eſpyrd 
the Tents of the Hungarian Ring, and of the Prince cf Sparta, 
who had giuen him their faithful! pzomile to arte bim agarnT 
the Perſans: and thercfoze was ſomewhat coinfogied with 
their pꝛeſence. 

At laſt he eſpted Oſiris comming towards the Cr'r, who had 
p22paredin a reahinefe twelue thouſany Theſſauan e- 
men, and had lofged them ſome twelue miles from the City, 


ans knowing him to be a man of me care curteſte, ge ſayd. 
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vnto him: Wozthy Knight, might J be ſo bold as aske this 
onc queltion,wherefozeluch a multitade of ſculdiers haue be- 
girt this Citie: = | 

Oliris mol conrteouſly anſwered : Father, thoſe with the 
blew Tents are the Pergans, who wi:hout any jult quarrel! 
are come to deſtroy thts Country, Thole with the red Tents 
are vader the king of Bohemia, come in reuenge «l his Sons 
dea th againtt the Perſians. The granc and white Tents are 
the Auig of Hungaria and Paince of Sparta, who are come to 
ande the I heilahtans. Jnded we are but a handtull in re$pect 
ef the Perfans, but the greateſt gope we haue is in God, and 
we are alſo mach comfazeed by the ade of a black Anight( toz 
{s we call him, to that he is vuknowne) whoſe valour ts able 
to diſcomt᷑oꝝt a mul itude of Pcrtians, who haue altcaby tas * 
ed of his inunctvie fozce : ts2 fitſt ge New thee of the tous 
tet Per ſiaus in thzæ angle combates, and at laſt, he defended 
bamiciſe againſt a multitude of them, who like cowards came 
running vpon him, but at laſt he was apded by Loo Remus 
and O- iſtus, who (@ing his perſon ſo tndangercd by fo vne- 
quall a company, iucp out of the City with their power (but 
del a they cout come to him. de dad ſlaine fozty Perſiaus) at 
wich time, by the alliſtance of that wozthy Kmght, there dy- 
ed of Pertians almoſt fifty theuſand: Amongſt the reſt, this 
black knight enccuntred Sicanus of Peri1a, and at one blow, 
oucr:y2zew both hoe and man, that dad he not ben taken vp, 
be gad then bin crooen ta death: but this is our care, that we 
know not what is become ct him, fog he pzimiy got himſelfe 
from zt h of tte acid, Ahileſt Oſicis was telliig this news 
vnto the Palmer, digers were gathered about him to heare 
bis taite, by watch me mes, the repoztof the viacke Knight 
came to the tinowicdge of the King cf Bohemia, the King of 
H1'g ria, and ge Bunce cf Sparta, (0 that the whole multi⸗

zrmed himlelſe in the black Armour, and haſted tawards the 
Tit: where he was na ſ{cner came, but ſering ſuch an altera⸗ 
ton, he was ſo perplexed to (@ ſuch a cempanꝑ of enemies un- 
compaſting the perlon of hts vctoned, that witheut any further 
adutſe, he determined to2Eattllt the whole multttude, and (a 
dye amongſt his enemies. 

At laſt calling to minde the fogzmer paCed Laue betwir: 
him and Lurana, he thought it an vndutiſuil part to defircp 
gimſelfe, whom Ge ſo tender ly louet:and taking to himlelte a 
moe t ayd reſdiution, he came into the Perſians Campe, and 
viewed the ſame; next he eipyed the greene Tents, and tht - 
ther he went: and comming to one of the Souldters, dermal: - 
ded whoſe Tent that was, whs anſwered him, that it was 
the Kings of Hungaria, and from thence he went vnto the 
white Tents, and asked of a Þouldier whoſe that was, who 
told him, that it was the Wainces af Sparta : at laſt he eſpren 
he red Tents, which he very well knew ts be his Fathers, 

which cauſed an extreame feare in him, le ſt his Father ſhento 
de alſs come again the Theſſalians, and comming thither, he 
met with one ef his Fathers knights, of whom ye demanded 
de cauſe of the comming of the Bohemian king inte Thefia!: ? 
The kaight pzcſently thought that he was the blacke knight, 
of whom ſuch generall commendation had beenc giuen, and

ide: which nowes (9 reuiued Pariiinus; chat is joy f med to 
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The per ſiansagall this while viewed the behauicur of the 
blacke Knight, and likewiſe the knawledge ef his comming. 
was come to the heating of the whotcKeoid, which cauſed mas 
nv thaulants tols;ſake their Tents to foltow him, whtch be 
no ſ@ner behold, batgetting himſelfe into the modeſt of the 
Dlatne, which was betwixtthe two Campes, and wauing his 
ſpeate aboue his creſt, challenged the Perſians, who behol- 
ding their terrour came ag un te tozment them, ſtob ſtaring 
on one anther : Atiafk, ene Brant, a mighty ſtrong Knight, 
bclonaing to the Boſphoze of Thrace, one of the Contributas 
ries, buckled on bis Armcur , and mounting hamſelfe, came 
out to mat the Blacke Knight, who no ſoner cſpped him, but 
putting Spurs to his hozſe enceuntred the Periian with ſuch 
fury,that with the blow ef his ſpeare which hit him fall in the 
ſight ofhis Beuer, and Hiacring ints ſmall pieces, ſtruck inte 
bis Bzaine, wherewith he tumbled frem dis hozſe dead: which 
the Perſi ns ſæing, none of them would come fœzth at that 
time, ſo that the Black Knight de parted greatly difcontented 
that ze could make no farther pz2vfe cf his valcur , leauing 
thouſands pzaifing him, ſome commending his perſen, (ome his 
comelinetTc,ſome his curtcfte, and all his pzoweſle * and as he 
was going towards the Caue, he eſpped a trope of Soldiers 
that lap Roden in thoſe woods, which made him wonder great- 
ip, but would not enquire of any. detauſe he knew them to be 
bis Sabjeas by their flags: fo pziuilp getting ints the Caue, 
be declared to the Out⸗lawes what a multitude of Souldters 
were come zato the Conntrey.

What diftrefſe and terrour is this, that Jenbare koz the 
want of my .deare Pariſmus;wheo J canact ſuppoſe to be liuir g 
becanſe he is thas long abſent, who J know would not be cut 
of my company,ifhe might enjoy the ſame; but my Deſtinies 
by his want doe intend ts wozke my ouerthzow, yet ne- 
nertheleſſe, were J but aſſured he were lining , then chould 
my heart ve at qutet, fo2 J know he would pzeſcrae his life 
fe: mpſake: oz were IJ but aſſured thathe were dead, then 
would J ſone reſolne to follow him, that my fainting 
Shot might enzoy his eompany: and knew he but how 
dearely J leued bim, then J am ſure that he would ſone re- 
turne, bat he hath beretofoze met with ſome falſe Creſſed, 
and therefoze he one abſenteth bimſeife, to make tryall of 
my Truth, were IJ but fare that this were the effec uall cauſc 
of his abſence, then would J ref in quiet, but my luckleffe 
Stars bode me noſuch gov foziume.

honiſius very eare p the next dap allet the 
Battell fought agatnſt the Per ſiaus, came 
Amarctzing with his troupes (of whom vet 
few were mifſing towards the Catyp,from 
from whence befound the Perſians remo- 
ued further by halle a mile: foz they ba⸗ 
tung viewed. their fozces , feund them (s. 
much weakened, by the laſt dayes infinite laughter, that they 
thought themſelues ſcarce able ts refit another aſſault , and 
thprefo;e began to intrench themſcluus: WP which meanes 
doe of the Theſlalian party had fre acteſſe to the Citie, and 
by the appointment of Dioni ſius, all the @onlHers were con- 
ue ed inta the City, every Band lodg:d ſeuetally by them⸗ 
ſelues, all things being oꝛdeted fo2 a ſudda int aſſault (if need 
could ſo require.) The Bohemian King requeſted the King 
of Hungaria, and P2ince cf Spar to, to goe with him to the Pal- 
lace, to viſite the Qua ne, amongit;whom was Diomiius , not 
ret knowne to ane tut to the Bobemian King, they marched 
iatheir Armour, with Dꝛums and Trumpets. 
The Qune haulag knowledge of their comming, came ts 
met them in mowping attyze, and with ber Lauraga , and 
the

and the Lady [{abclila,( who had all this while remained with 
Olivia, and all the The(lalian Lozds, ſhewing by their ont- 
ward habite,thetr inward (ozrow, toz want of him that was 
amongt them: 15y that time they were met, and mott kintly 
ſaluted each other, the Quen g:mng them meft hearty thanks 
foz their friendſhip, and they pꝛoteſting neuer to fo2ſake ber 
in time of ned. Olivia matuailed who that might be that cans 
cealedhimſelfe, which both Laurana and ail the teſt viligeat - 
i” obſeraed, and being vzawne b: that meanes into heauy a cs · 
gitation of her loſt L 03d, che vttered the le ſpæches. 
poſt wozthy King of Bohemia, J am ſorzy that the King 
of Thetlaly is wanting, to g:ue honour to pour imple enter- 
tainment, whoſe abſcaceis melt gricusus vato vs, being eur 
onely defence and comfozt, by which meanes we cannot giue 
you ſuch a joyfull welcome, as we ſhould, if cur Dun were not 
darkened, but are compelled by our plaints ts make peu par- 
takers ofour Woe:as alſo the death of that noble Pusce peut 
valiant Don, (being vafogtuaately acted in cur Court, ) hath 
lo cuerwhelmed vs with care, that gen canast expect onghte 
from vs but ſighes and mourning, that all the entertaimmen: 
wecangine, is to bid you welcome to a Fcalt of ſczrow : 
TWherewith che and the vertucus Laurana, chewing a counte » 
nance full oſ milde pitie, ſta d weæ ping and lamenting, that all 
the whole company were grieued to ſ their ſozrow, which 
E:ucke ſuch a dape impꝛe ion of pitte into Dioniſius heart. 
that with the teares ſtanding in bis eres. he vndzated his Hil- 
met, and comming ſuddainly to Olivia, ſatd : Deare Qaenc, 
behold one ſalue to cure your ſozrow ; The Naene and Lau- 
rana were ſo amazed, that they could not tell whether they 
might gine credit to their eyes 02 no, but at laſt wtth inc> vn 
ſpeakeable oy Olivia imb23ced bim, that ttdelighted all t. 
vehold their kinde refjoyetngs. 
Laurana knaling down did her hambis tuty, and Dic- 
niſius ſ#irg her kneling, and with blabbertd chxkes as he 
thought bewailiag his abſeace, mo wilingly twke her — 
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and killed ter, wich be had ncuer befoze done, ſince he was 
A cbild: which lo taulches Lauranacs paſſionate heart, tbat 
her joy foz his returne, ard griefc fo; Pariimus want, Might 
be cempated to two mighty Fozces, Uriuing to oue t waſtet 
cach other. The Lozbs of 1hetlalie were ſa remacd with 
the pzeſence of their King, that twenty thouſand Poſts of Per- 
ſiaus cculd not daunt theit vadaunted hearte, ſuch mirth and 
re} pcing was thzougheut the whole City, that fozeuer after 
they kept that foz a Bolyand Fe ſtiuall dap: ſo excæding was 
the Citizens jop, that the Belis rung, the Dzums and runs 
vets leunded, and they made tonefites and trrumphs thzoughs 
out the whole City : the noyſe whereof made the Perſians to 
wender, and were aſt onicht to (@ them in ſuch mitth, and (e 
uttle to regard their f:2ces, which voub!s were (cone ended by 
the newes of Dioniſius returne, whom leave now inhis 
cwne Ceurt, in great jop, welcomming the ſtrangers, and 
bimſelfe weltemmed by his Bub ſeas. 

Pariſmus the ſame dap, was came out of his Caue in Pal- 
mers Weds, becauſe he kncw he ſhould not haue occaſion to 
vſe his Armes, and comming te the City, he found the Perſi- 
ans dill dged, and all the reſt within the Malles, and hearing 
the joy that was made he maruatled what might be the cauſe, 
and eaſily got ints the City,(becauſe vnder that habit he was 
not miſtrnlted,) and ſone had knowledge of Dioniſius his re- 
turne, whieh he had heard of befoze. He began then to thinke 
with himſelfe in this ſ(02t,how vnkind am J, that will not ma- 
nikeſt my lelfe vnto my drate and vertuous Laurana, whom I 
know endureth much ſozrow foz my ſake, ſhe will ker pe me 
being aline ſecret from men, and why then may I not cont 
fozt her and my ſelfe, by hauing ſome pzinate conference with 
her, and with this reſolution he went to the Pallace, and 
there walked vp anddowne not haning a fight of Laurana , 
no; Leda her Maide all the day, noz poſſibly knowing how te 
— to giue her knowledge of his being there without ſaſpis 
tion. 

Thys be ſtayed vntill it began to be dathe, and hauing no 
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other meanes, t leapt cuer a mightphigh fone wall inte the 
Garden, where diners times he had enjoged the [wet pze- 
ſence of his beloned: and there hid himſelke in a little Groue 
that was by Art made foz pleaſure, wherunto feldome any 
tame, in which Grone he was conſtrained to ſtay moſt part 
of the night, by reaſon that the Ktng of Bohemia, and the reſt,

Deare 
L cue (quoth he) account roultſo lately when (J ten) J 
thought thele thꝛer da pes ſince J ſaw you, to be longer tren 
thaw peares:by which peches ſhe peccetaed that another had 
ouet heard theit appeintment, and vp that meanes decciucd 
her, which made her grow ſo much in loathing of her pzelent 
Duiter, that euer after the ſhunned his company, and bent her 
minde wholly to meditate how to know him that had trapt 
het lone, vowing neuer to loue any but him, and teſoluing ne - 
uer to enjop an quiet, dntill che had knowledge what he was. 
Par ii mus was no ſoner come fogth otthe S archants does, re · 
joycing at his laſt pleaſant banquet, but pzeſently he haſted to 
his Cane, where he found the Dut-lawes, ſadly expecting his 
refurne, of whom being #indip welcommed, he bete ke him ⸗ 

ſeife to his reſt, and the contented meditation of the $Þar- 
chants daughter, had not the remembzance of Lauranacs Uet - 


tues ſome what reſtrataed his affection, he had falne to ale 


and diſſolute conceit. But calling to minde her perfcctions,and 
his vnconTant Aa, be tozmented himſelfe with grie fe, that he 
bad done her that wzang:but pet it troubled his mind the leſſe 
becauſe he kyew it was not reuesled to any but himſelfe anc - 
ly, and likewiſe ſomewhat it viged his minde of ingratitude, 
if he ould altogether ſoz\ake Violetta, from whom hc had ta 
ken the beff Jewell che had: in which dinerfittcs of thoughts 
gde ſpent that moznings repoſe. 

The Bing of Perſia calling his Contributaries all together 
by the adniſe of a!l,concluded to ſend into Pertia foz mozs F02- 
ces, as alis to reque ſt diuers cf his alliance to ayde him, in te 
wenge of ſuch injurious wzongs,as he alledged he and his Don 
Sicanus, had ſuſtained at Dioniſius hands. This meTage being 
a ſecretly diſpatched, that the Theſſalians be d no knowledge 
thereof, by which meanes they continued in great ſetaritte 
and jop foz the great victozy, they with the apde of the blacke 
Knight had made againſt the Perſians : yea ſo ſecure would 
*bey haue beue (had not the remembzarice of Pari mus death 
{amewhat calmed their ec ding jor)that the Perfians might 
man: 
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many times haue (urpzized them, but the Blacks Knight was 
Kill lach a let vato them, that their encuntes ceuld attempt no⸗ 
thing nut he weuld diſcauet it, by which meanes the Iheſla- 
ans had knowledge thereaf. Pan dayes contumed the Per⸗ 
fians beſoze the Walles of Thebes, neuer giuing any alault, 
03 once comming fozth of theit Trenches, which canſed the 
ThcCaitans td ccant them halfe vanquiſhed, During which 
ume, Pariſmus(knowne by the name ol the blacke knight) did 
fi3ht many bꝛaue combats W the Perkans, by which meanes 
the Court ef Dioniſius was fillcd with the reſounding ecchoes 
cf exceeding pꝛaiſes made in commendation of his pzowelle 
and vaconquered Chiualiy, but moſt of all they wondꝛed at his 
ſrancenetlle to be knowne, and the rather, koz that nene 
cguld learne where he made his abode, knowing that it could 
nat be farre from the Citie. 

Te Perſian Peſſenger made ſach expedition in perfoz- 
ming his mel ige, that in ſhozt ſpace there were gathered to⸗ 
gether of ſundzy Rations, ansther mightp Armp: firſt came 
the King of Natolia, be ing neare ly allyed tothe Perſian, with 
a great Army of Kateltans, the King of Lybia, with thirty 
thonſand L pbtans, and the King of Licia, with fozty thauland 
men at atmes, and of Phrygia twenty thouſand ; and to re- 
paire the decayed Campe of the King ot Pe: (ia, came fiftts 
tzaufand. This laſt Army (one landed in | tictialy, and pits 
chcd their Tents oa the plaine of Pharſalia, of whoſe appzoach 
both the Perians and ThefEalians had knowledge, to the 
comfozt ofthe one, and to the diſcomfozt and terrour of the c⸗ 
ther t by meanes whereof, the TheTalians being befoze in 
mitth, began to ware carefull of their eſtate: and therefoze 
ſent twenty thouſand Pogſemen well armed out of che Citp, to 
this end, that at all times they might ſuccc2 them with a freſh 
ſupply, fo2 that they knew they hould ned all the helpe thep 
could poſſible make: who being abzoad, fone tœke o2der that 
the Perſians in their Roades could ſcarcely flude any Cattell 
92 aay other Wants, 

Theſe gew Foꝛces being all joyned ivgether with the Pere 

Cans 
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ſtans beſet the City anew with double Trenches and Foztt- 
cations round abeut, ſo that there could nene paſſe in 02 
out, which cauſed Dioniſius and the Bobemian King, hauing 
made (uruey cf their ſtoze,to confider that there was nat pz4- 
ui ſion enough within the City fo ſuch a numbet of Soulviers . 
foz one moneth, making account that it was the ane ly courſe, 
erther valiantly to zine backe the enemy, 92 ignominierfly ta 
abide the:c mercy,t therefoze determined the next day to iſſue 
out vpon them, which they in policte did, not with hope ta 
vinquiſh inch an army, but to let the Per{zans know, that 
they were not diſcouraged with their hege multituves ; which 
purpoſe of theirs was thus furthered by the Blacke Knight, 
who careiy on the next mozning had buckicd en his Armour, 
and was come befoze the Tents ef the Perlians, and eſpying 
ſuch a huge and mighty multitude of new-come Souldiers, 
that already had vnited they; fozces with the Perſians, and 
by enquiryhe ſwne learned who they were, and therefoze rc 
ſolued to v'e his wonted manner of chattenge: which when the 
Perſian King beheld, be made relaticn thereof vnts the King 
of Natolia, as alſo what valiant aas the Blacke Knight had 
done, entring ſo farre tn cemmendation of him, that the King 
of Lycia ſtanding by, being of a pzoud and haughty aiſpeſt- 
tion, began to diſdaine to heare him ſo highly commended, 
thinking bimſelfs abls to conquer and overcome any, fo; bs 
was eſtæemed to be one cfthe bet Knights in the TWo21d : 
which made him reply vnts the Ring of Per ſia in this ſozt,that 
be would {cone pꝛmue that there was no Knight in Theilaly 
able to Tombat the King of Lycia:therfoze arming him'elfe, 
he went fezth to met the Blacke knight. who no ſ@ner ſaw 
dim, but be ſet ſpurres to his He e, and ran at him with ſuch 
fozce, that he enerthzew both hozſe and man to the ground: the 
King of Lycaſeing bimſelfe thus fopled, ſcone got vp and 
dz: w his ſwozd, but the Blacke knight diſdaintng ta cope a» 
ny further with him, whom he had already conquered, turned 
his hoꝛſe, and rode from im, which ſo vered the King of Licia, 
being inraged to ſe his ſhame, and with anguiſy - — 
| 1 
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bzuiſe he ceceiued in the fall, that be wonld haue murthere d 
bumſelfe, but that his Knights hindered dim. 


CHAP. XIII. 

How Pari n met with P o{ipus of Phrygia, and knowing 
the device in his Armour, retuſed to combate with him: & 
how a peace with certaine conditions, was concluded be- 
twixt the Kings ot Pera and 7 heſſaly. 


A Ariimus being ready foz the nert encoan⸗ 
7 7A . ter, gere was in the Tent of Phrygia, two 

N A Knights eſta med p ent men in the wozld 
2 42 2 foz valeur, one whercof had befoze time 
18 ] ſerued the Perſian King in his Martes a- 
b © 2 gainft Bohemia, whoſe name wasPolipus, 
die other named Zoylus, whoſe match 02 
t all in Armes, he had neuer met withall, being withall ſq 
vamercifull and tyrannous, that by his treachery in fight her 
Lad ſubdued many thouſand knights in bis traue ls. This Pol- 
lipus was defirous fo try his face againT the Blacke Bnight, 
and ſ@ne mounted himſelle, be ing a moft gallant pzspoztioned 
and comely knight. The blacke Knight being ſtill ready fo2 a- 
ny encounter, met Poll ipus with ſuch fozce, that both thetr 
ſcaues were (hinered in pieces, the blacke Knight not once 
mouting in his @addle,but Pollipus with the fozce of his blow 
loſt one cf his Eirrops. The blacks Knight hauing dzawne 
bis (wo3d ready to combate Pollipus,eſpyed vyon his Armour 
the deuice of tha Fanicens , and ſuddainty put vy his ſwozpb 
againe, which when Pollipus percetued, be maruaticd theres 
at, and asked him the combvate, the Blacke night ſa id, pars 
don me wo2thy Ar, fe2 J am bound not to combate any that 
weareth that Armoz, and without any no2z2 wozbs de parted. 
Pol/1pus wend2ing thereat,at laſt remembzed, p when he was 
with the Perſian Eing in Bohemia, he made a coucnant with 
Pariſmus, neuer to combate any, that had the denice of the 
bzanch of roſes vpon his Armour, which was Pariimus armo?. 
aud 
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and Pariſmus likewiſe pꝛomiſed him the like, therefaze he 
thought that the black Knight was eyther parif mus himſeike. 
dz ſome Auight whom Primus had beund te the like oath, 
The occaſion at which vow paſſe d vbetwixt Pariimus and Pol. 
lipus was growns though the ercadicg loue that had 
palled betwirt them from their youth being v2ought vp toge- 
ther in the Uninerſtty. Wherefoge Follipus Tudying what he 
might be, and rejoycing that he had is mozthy a Kmght to his 
friend, returned backe to the Per ſians Tent, who tod gazing 
to læ the euent of this Combate,but matuailes that they pars 
de d vo friendly» 

Pollipus being returned, teld the Kings of Perſia and Nato- 
lia, that be retuſed the Combat, the reaſon was as he thought, 
the Blacke knight knew him, otherwiſe ze kncw not what 
might ve the cauſe, Dioniſius, the Ning of Bohemia, Olivia, 
Laurana, and the reſt, all this while wondzed at the Blacke 
knights behantour, but meſt of all to ſ@ him part ſo friendly 
with the Phrygian Angiht. While they were in this aumt⸗ 
ration, thepveyeld the molt valiant Zoylus ready to encoumn- 
ter the Blacke knight, the Perfians row thinking to ſs the 
Blacke knights zownefal!, foz that Zoylus gad vowed neuer 
to depart vatill he had deRroyed hun: with whom the Black 
Knight mct with ſuch aduantage, that mangre the fozce. of 
Zoylus, he ouerthzcw him tothe ground, and gimſeife had ic if 
both his ſtirrops. Zoylus ſane reevneredhis Pezſe;, and with 
furious rage they both met with their wo dzawne : when 
began a malt terrible and cruell vattell, that all that behelvp 
(ame, were amazed at the va laut of bath the Knights, in which 
cruel! manner they continued. foz 2. hourrs ſpace, voth' beim 
grieuenfly hart, but neyther weary noz willing to laut ed: 
at laſt the Blacks knight ſ@med weary,and ene ly warded the 
farioas troakes that Zoylus gane him, Zoyſus not thinking 
gat ge had fetgned , layd an his blowes with ſuch ſwiftnefſe 
and fo:ce, that ali the whole company of the bohaiders, da · 
med the Blacke krught almaſt vanquiſhed : Zoylus fill pur- 


ſaed him with fozcible blumes, and the Blacks Anigbt — 
ar- 
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warded: ale long ther continued ir in this manner, that ſhe Phry- 
gian began to ware weary , and alſs to ſuſped the Blacks 
Knmghts policy, therefoze ſtaying his hand, he ſatd : knight, 
I give thee leave to aske pardon fog thy life, o: elſe be (are 
thou art but dead. 

Lhe Blacks Knight caſting his eyes towards the Tower, 
where his beloged Laurana Rod beholding the cambate, and 
wauing his ſwozd molt couragiovſly abone his head, anſwe- 
red: Nobaffard Phrygian, (quoth he) I (co2ne thy p;offer : 
with which wozds, he ſo freſhly aſſaulted the Phrygian, that 
in ſhozt ſpace he dzaus him how to deniſe to ſaue his life: fo; 
be had mangled and cut his body in many places, that his 
Ded was all coloured with the Bloud that ranne from his 
wounds; which cauſed the Phrygian to thauſt at the Blacke 
Knigbt, with ſuch fozce and fury, that he Woundcd him meſt 
grieugufly on the left ide, which wound, and dot hall the re⸗ 
membzance the Blacke Knight had who beheld the combate, 
cauſed him with both his hands to ſtrike ſuch a deadly blow 
at the Phrygian, that lighting full on bis Beuer, the fazce 
and vigour thereof, beth vnbuckled the ſame, and his (wozd 
cut off his right eate, and wounded him ſo ſoze in the ſace, that 
be fell en his Hozſe ne cke ſence leſſe, the biacke Knight Croke 
ansther blow at him with ſuch maine fozce, that had not the 
Phrygians YazſeEarted with the glimmering fight cf the 
Swo0zy comming,hehad there parted his head from his Honl- 
ders, and his Pozſe ran loſs about the fle lds; at laſt the Phry- 
gian began to reconer bimſelfe , and loking about him, he 
efpyed Pariſmus with his @wozy unt vp, and bim elfe with - 
outa Weapon,that what with ſhame and fury, he was almoſt 
made. | 

Thefe Combatants were na ſnet parted, but the Theſſa- 
lian Pozſemen by a pziny Watch-wo2d from out the Citie, 
ruſhed ſudyainly vpon the Perfians at bnawares, who erpec- 
Ced ne ſuch matter, andhadtheir mindes otherwiſe buſie d, fo 
that befoze they could be in armes to defend theme lus s,. the 
Theſſalians had made a great flanghter amougſt them, _ 
the 
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the black knight perteiuing, though he were rrieucuſly worn ; 
ded, made ſuch hauocke among the Perſians, that all men dee- 
med him rather to be a Dtncil then a moztall Creature, with 
whom Pollipus met, but wonld-not once offer to effend him. 

Dioniſius, the Bohemian King, the Bing of Hungaria, the 
Pꝛince of Sparta, Lozd Remus, Oſinis, and Oriſtus likewiſe 
ued out vpn the Perſtan Fozces in ſeucral! Troupes, 
whtch ſo amazed the Ratolians, ÞPh2ngians, and the othe r 
Nations of the Arinte, that they marnailed whence the 
Theſſalians could haue ſuch ard, but their commirg amongit 
them on ſuch a fuddain, made ſg crue ll and mighty a laughter 
that by that time the day was ended, they had Caine of the 
Perflans fifty thouſand, which canſed them ener after to be 
moze circumſpect and wary, All the Boaldiers-being retire 
into their places, the Blacke knight likewiſe witheꝛew him 
ſeife towards the Md, Pollipus haning all this dap very dt - 
ligentip followed htm, being almaſt come to the Weds ſide, 
ſet ſpurres ta his eʒſe, and ouertoke the Blacke knight'who 
. cſpping him, aged his comming, and knowing him ts be the 
knight with whom he had combated to day, by the thꝛe Faul⸗ 
cans on his Armeur, moſt hindi ſaluted him, and de manded 
what might be the canſe of his comming vato him. Whore - 
plyed thus : Post wozthy Knight ( quoth he) my humble 
ſutt vnto you ts, that pau would vouchſafe me ſs much fauour, 
as to let me underſtand the canſe pou refuſed the Combate 
with me this day ? Gentle Knight(quoth Pariſinus you muff 
needs pardon me fo2 that, vnttlt J know whether you are the 
— Pollipus of Phrygia, whom J javgSyorn to be by tha(ſc 

rmes. 

Indad (quoth he) I am the ſaid Pollipus, and the chiefctt 
cagſe of my commint vntv you, is my earneft dellre tete #6 
quainted with yew, though vnwozthy, ſoz that J know von 
could not come tothe kimowſedge of me, but by the vertustis 
pariſmus, who is now dead, in whele defence if ven beate 
atmes J will with you doe my endeuour to revenge bis veath 
againd mine vwhe Country, foz J am thertunto _ 
— ozthd 
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Werthe night (quoth he) if peu will vouchſafe to take 
. ſuch lim ple ente rtainement as my pœꝛe lotging doth affozd, 4 
will make knane vnts cu your Whole de fre, which Pollipus 
willingly accepted, and being come ts the Caue, Pollipus mar- 
uailed to ſas ſo woʒth a night in ſuch an obſcure place, buc 
being came in, he was (@ne vnalmed, and then Pariſmus knew 
vim to be his Frier d, and taking him by the hand, led him a⸗ 
de, and then made himſelfe knowne vnto him: whereat 
Dollipus wondzed,and ſo with exceeting joy me ſt levingly em 
bzaced him: and after @ypper was ende d, (which was pzo- 
ui de d by the Dat-lawes, and cleanely dꝛeſt by the Damczell) 
Pariſmus Declared vnto him the whole circum ſtance of his 
Z:agcdy,wherewith Pollipus was ſo inwardly vered to heate 
ol Sicanus falſhod, that he vou ed fo2 ener to rt maine his p2o- 
& ſced enc mp thep continued in the Caue all the nig bt, tze ene 
recouming bnts the ather their fozepaſſed ſt iendſt ip, at laſt it 
was toiic lude d betwirt them, that Polhpus ſhould cent inue 
there, and thercloze pʒouidi d him other armcut, that thereby 
be might not be knowne. 

It was ſome the lot kes (pace bit fee Pat iſmus could reco- 
ucr his wounds, during which time the Theflalians had tect i- 
ued much dammage by their enemies, growing into feare of 
Famine, fog that their ticuals began to ware ſtant, the it ecu- 
rage being likewiſe ſomewhat abated, becauſe they ſaw not 
the Blacke Linight in all that time come into the fleld, as his 
wonted manner was: therefoze they concluded by a general 
con'ent fo Parly with the King of Per ſia, and appointed Lo 
Remus fo be the Peſſenget: who coming to the Perfian Ring, 
told him, that Dioniſius King of Theffaly, did deſire to patlev 
wild his Pighneſie, whom he knew not that he had any way 
oFeaded. CWaboſe Beflage the Perſian King kindly eccepter, 
and upon his kingly pꝛomiſe pzotefted to continue a Truce foz 
that dapappointing the place of ma ting, lo be cn the Greene 
Be feʒe the Wc Gate of the City: Whither te tame with the 
Kings that were with him, and Sicanus his @cnne 7 hither 
alſo Dioniſius, and the Air g of Bohemia, Þith all the refit ef 
| the 
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the Patentites onthe Theſſalian party likewiſe came. Pane 
things being alledged on both ſtdes, p one in accuſation of Si- 
canus, the other in defence of his innocencę, at laſt by conſent 
of all, a peace was concluded fe twenty dayes, and on the 
twentieth dap, it was concluded that this contreucrfie ſhould 
be dectded by battell, and the canditions were theſe ; That if 
Dioniſius caald not being th: knights to cembate with thzæ 
of the Perſtans, that then he (houid acknowledge himſelte 
ſubjed to the Perſian Ring, and alſs ſhould deltuer to $:canus, 
his faite Daug5ter Laurana,to bs at his diſpcfition, and Sica- 
nus to enjoy the Crowne atter his death: and if the Thetlel. 
ans ſhould canquer the Per ſia i Knights, then immediatele the 
Ver ſian hould remone his fozces, and Sicanus ſhould ackngws 
[edge the truth of the fac, vpon which conditions the Peace 
was concluded, and firmely ratified, by the gencrall Dathes of 
both the Kings of Perſia and Theſſalie. 

Daring which time of peace,Paritmus and Pollipus weulp 
vnally come abzoad both armed in white armoz, with plumes 
of white feathers, and white Steds, gallantly atttred,and be - 
held the Perſians and Theſſalians continnally eue ry dap c: m- 
bating fo; tryall of theit manhood, but ſtil the Phzygian Zoy- 
us, and the two Perſtans,Brandor and Ramon,boze away the 
vids ze, that the Theſſalians would ns moze encounter with 
them: which dꝛaue Dioniſius ints ſuch a dæpe Rtuby what 
nights to p:onide againſt the appointed day of combate, al- 
together de ſpattiug of the blacke Knight, \a3 that he had not 
ven ſene a long time amongſt them, and alia becanſe Oritius 
and Oliris were fo gtituouſiy hart, that it was impoſſible fo; 
them ts reconer their health by the time appeinted. Pariſmus 
hearing of this concluſion, old Pollipus, that if he would ac- 
company him to be one of Lauranaes Champions, be would 
be foz tuet bound to requite that curtefle: Which gentle re queſt 
pollipus kindly accepted. Che third that Pari inus had appctn- 
ted, was one of the Dnt4awes that pzeferucd his life, whoſe 
valour exte ded mot of the Knights in Theſſaly, though be ens 
tured (ome ſecret diſgraces. 
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Lasrana maruatled that during (he time ef theſe Mars co 
ing famous, as they could nat chuſe bett be fpzcad then gh 
mod part a the Maid che could heart nonews of Pariimus, 
nde ing bim new fo: a ccrtaine truthto ve dead, to2 otherwiſe 
he rhoaght it could not be, fog the linew it the lcall te pot of 
. thoſe {Wars were come ts his hearing, he would roturne to 
avd her frem Sicanus,whon the le much athozred,thatit was 
a gricfe to her to heare him named: withail femembging en 
Wat perill, voth her Father, her Country, and her ſelſe were 

bꝛoug ht by his tyzanny, and that this miſery excading all the 
reſt, was now falne vpon her, that he muT unde Champi⸗ 
ons to defendher, ozelie ſhe mull be th2all to hum, which was 
moze grieusus bntso her,then ten theuſand deaths: tte remem « 
b:ance of which ertremittes, cauſed her to burſt fozth in theſe 
cxclamaticns: Poſt vahappy and accurſed warte that I 
am, how can I exclaime ſufficiently againſt my bard Delli 
mes, that haue bzongbt me in danger of him, whom. J m2 - 
tall hate, whole very name is odtous in my hearing, who by 
bis treachery hath robbed me of my hearts delight, and contt- 
mall wozkes my endlefſe ts2ment : had my valncky ſtartes 
allotted me to ſome vatimely death, oz otherwiſe wzought my 
miſery, then I cauis haue enoured this marty2dome with pa; 
tience, and quietly have ſuffered the extreameſt calamite, but 
my euill Dettiny, farre excedeth all miſery, and bath ſhut me 
from all hope of comfozt.m this my afliction, by the death of 
my vertuous 02D, and deart fricnd Pariſmus, whoſe Gheſt 
is buſted with diuine contemplattons , and not tozment. d as 
- Jam with tempozalbvexations. J would willingty fellow 
bim to Elizium, there to retaine the fruition of his Beaucnly 
company, but my deſtimes likewiſe haue allotted me a co- 
i wards heart, not daring to execute my will vpon my ſelfe : 
my fo2ward minde tikewiſe oilwadeth me by many impoſſi- 
ble perſwaſions, tha tin this extremity J know not whoſe 
6 avde to in ploʒe: my Fariſmus is dead, my Fathers nights 
mangled tea my ſake, and all things ſa contrary to god ſuc- 
ceſſe, that vnleſſe A be deliuered from this Tyzant Sicanus, vy 
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ſome admirable and ſtcrange meanes, J muſt of neceſſitie 
fail inta his loathſome power, whoſe her pentine breath doth 
infect my heart with deadly feare. With theſe and ſuch like 
crclamations, Laurana tezmented her ſelfe cantinnallp: At 
laſt the appointed day of Combate was come, againſt which 
time (by the appointment ef Dioniſius) there were fately 
Scatfeſos erected fo; the beholders, one fo; the Ring of ber 
ia at the ane end, and the other foz Dionitius and the Thefſa- 
lan Peres. 


CHAP. XIIII. 

How Pari mus and Polli ps, and one of the Out-lawes ſent 
Dina the Virgin to the Court at Thebes with a meſſage, & 
how they tought a Battell againſt three of the ber ſians, ac. 
cording to the peace concluded. And how Sic n α refufed 
to performe the condition of the Peace, whereupon Pa- 
mus unknowne challenged him the Combare. 


Be Night befoze the Combatants ſhould met. 
Pari/mus with connſelt of Pollipus, atitred Di- 
na the Nir gin like a Fozteſt Kimpy, in matt 
rich appatell, and ſent her vnto the Court of 
Dionilius, with theſe Uerſes witten. 


In time of need doe not deſpaire, 

diſtreſſed wrong ſhall conqueſt have: 
Though yet unknowne, the Knight is by, 

that *gainſt thy toes doth combare crave. 
Treaſons reward is open ſhame, 

the loſt from death may be preſerved :

Che Damzell being inftructed of Pariſmus what the ſheuſ 
doe, made all hafte vnto the Pallace,where ſe was noſoner 
come, but ths was conducted ints the great Ball, where was 
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Dioniſias, Olivia, the King of Bohem'a, and the Bing of 
Hungatia, with bis faite Qua ne A: mica,tye Pꝛince of Spar- 
ra, and the Lady i{abella his Suffer, with a number of otter 
Los and gallent L dies, who Leyoidir g the Danizell, mar - 
nailed with what mm: fu ge ſhe came, who Leirg vetcge the 
Bing, hamelp reuc tenciug ber [cite vpon het knee, told him, 
that the had a: Peilage to deliuer dato the Peincrife Law ana, 
who being ſent oz, the Da3uiozell pꝛeſented vnto ber a Seuts 
chion. where:n was p22rralecd a Linght, weunted Ly tbyze 
flaucs, and a deſcriptien hoo therfcoiiered his bodp as d 4d, 
with Poile, and vudetaenth, how ige ſame Knight wa 

f. und by another night, aud carried to a Cane, which was 
dene in mclt erquiũte manner. Laurana having a while vicw⸗ 
ed the ſame, and read the Tirrics wetten vndetneath, dcituic - 
red the ſane vitro the Bing: who bouing likewiſe read the 
Herſes, moſt kindle thanking the Dame zell foz her paines re - 
ferrcdihe anfwer to his Daughter, who wiiled the Daniczell 
fo Canific vnte the Knight that ſent her, that (he did inc ſt wil- 
lingly accept him fo2 her Champion, willing her to deliuer vn- 
ts hum a rich embzopoered Dcarffe, which the requeſted hee 


would weare foz het ſake. The Damc ze il hauing receiucd her 


Pe ſlage, and rich reward, departed. 

As ſœne as ſhe was gene, all the C:urt was com ſezted by 
this Beffage, and p;eparcd to atty;e themſe lues in thetr 
ſtatelpeſt Robes the next dap, the moze to Tiſcourage the C/ 
nemp. This Damezeil ſone teturned to Pariſmus, ant deli - 
ue red the Pellage Laurana had (ent bim, and the Scarffe 
witch ſhe requeſted him ts weare as bet fausur, vt ich bc kiſt 
d rekiſt. be cauſe it came from the melt vertuous PI re As 
of his effe gion.

and mercifull, as he was no wa? to be cqualled, and pet 
bearing 4 mind? ſo farre (rom p2ide, that the diſtatned not 
tys meanelt perſon in Theilalie, whoſe Nopall perſonage ſæ - 
med an Omament to ail che whole Auemblfp. The King cf 
Per(ia, the Nacola: Bing, the King of Licia and ! ybia, were 
ſeated on the Scaffold, and ncrt vnder them the Perſtan 
© antrivutaries, which when the Thcſſalians beheld, they 
ſuppoſed one part of the Moto was come ts de Arcy them. 
The Perfin nights came into the Lifts, the firſt being the 
valiant Zoylus , attpzed all in red, with maT rich Capa - 
riſons of veaten Gold, with a Plume of rcd Feathers be- 
ſpangled with Gold, next came the valiant Brandor , and 
Ramon, attyzedin moſt rich colours of blew, nothing dif- 
ferinx becauſe they were Bzethzen, who gallantip managed 
thetr Steds with ſuch fearure, that one would haue jurged 
thzx comelyer Kntghts could not haue bene found, and ran- 
ging thꝛes 02 foure times about the Lifts, but ſa ing nos Enc- 
wie app2oaching , they ftzred and gazed as if they thought 
ſcozne to ſtay the Theflalians comming: but Care, gaze, and 
ftay they might, foz the Theſſalian Champions, came not an 
boure after that, which dzaue Dioniſius ints ſach an a- 
gonie , that he could haue tone his batre from his Meat, 
fearing leſt the ÞcT:ge the Damozell bꝛeught, might be de- 
mſed by the Perſians to delude hin withall, that he and aſl 
the re were dztue info uch an extaſie, that they ſate like men 
amazed, not knawing how oz which way tz ſaue themſelues 
from diſhonour. 

Laurana likewiſe (120 hor erpegatien crc Meds and deubt⸗ 
ling now the wezſt, wared faint with inward griefe, and 
the liuely red began ts lade out of her Chakes, that che had 
falne from the place where the late, had ſhe not beene teuiued 
with aſaddaine owt the people made, who eſpyed the thae 
Chipians come galloping along — plataes, which ſe renwer 
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the rebated hearts of the TheTaltans, that they ſe med like 
men ne wle rauſcd item death to life. The ſodaine reJoyriny 
ſomewhat daunted the Perſians, becauſe they were befcge 
pe ti wade d they ſhould haue the con que ſt without vattell, and 
alle they feared left tze Blacke night (culo be one of then 
that were the Cembatants. 

Bp this time Pariimus, Pollipus, and the Out law, were 
come to the Liſte, theit Arme urs being filacred all cuer,their 
Apparcli,Plumcs, and Ste ds all white, theit Staues, Capa- 
tilons, and Futnitutes all alike, nothing differing in all their 


DODꝛnaments, but that Parilmus woze the Scatffe Laurana had 


ſent him, and Polli pus in his Cre ſt, a f:cſh bzanch of blomed 
Dalme, and hauing in moſt galiant manner marched twice 03 
th2ice about the Liſts, they came backe to the Kaces end, and 
there attente? to know Dioniſius plcaſute.

K0\ſoner was Dioniſius ſeated againe, but the Trumpet 
{accozding to the wonted manner) began to ſummon theſe 
Champions to the batte ll. Pariſmus ling backe vpen Fau- 
rana (as if from thence he had fetcht his being, ) waued bis 
Lance abone his head, and the Champions met with ſuch 
fury, that ſhivering their Lances into a thouſand peces, they 
palled by without an harme at all, then dʒa wing their ſwoꝛds 
Pariſmus enconntred Zoylus, Pollipus Brandor, and the Out- 
law Ramon, betweene whom began a moft fierce,terrible, and 
$£cvell batteil, that in ſhozt ume their Acmozs flew in pieces, 
and the bloud ran downe abundantly on eyther party, in which 
molt cruell fight, they continned fsz the ſpace of ts houres, 
nepther party ſ@ming toyeld. At la Pariſmus being inca- 
ged at the valour of bis nem, and knowing that it was now

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ns time of dalliance , becauſe he ſaw the Dut-law begin to 
kaint, aCailcd the valiant Zoylus ſo fiercely, that he gonld 
cartel withſtand bis fury, and (za? had dred by the vn⸗ 
conquering arme of Pari mus, but that the Dat-law had te⸗ 
cetued ſuch a wound by the hand ef R:mon, that he fell downe 
dead vnder his Pozſe, which ſome what refreſhed Zoylus, fog 
tha: Ramon taking the aduantage, alſo aNCayled Pariſmus), 
which dzaue him to his vttermoſt (ſyif:s, At laſt he eſpycd a 
pæce of Aringur bzoken from Rimons arme, in which place 
he gaue him uch a wound, thathelet his Pozſe raines fall, 
and his ®ted being at liberty, began ta wander diſo;derly 
avout the lis Zovius in the meane time, being well refreſhed 
with the apde of Ramon, Atrke (ach a fozcible bl: wat Parit. 
mus, that it pierced his Armoz on his let Arme, and ighted 
ſo fall on is Th1gy, that he was grieudulle Waunded, which 
- blow, turned Farumus (ences into that extreame fury , that 
with all his fozce, ſtriking with both h1s hands at Zoylus, be 
ſnot: h:m on the head with ſuch fury, that be fell down from 
dis Þozſe : at which blow all the field Gowted, and Fari{mus 
Swozd turf, 

During which time, the other two Cham pious continued 
the Comiate moſt bzaueip, and with much commendation, 
but greatly to the diladuantage of Brandor, who was mighty 
ſtrong, and a big · vened Knight, and ſtruc ke his tlgwes with 
inch fo zce, that had not Pollipus ximbly anopded them, he could 
not haue endured his fight, At laſt Pollipus hamng eſpyed his 
aduaatage,thzuft at Brandor with ſach fozce, that the @wozd 
lighting full on a bꝛoken place ef his Armour, ran quite tho- 
raw his , and he fell downe arke dead: by which time, 
Ramon had reconercd his ſences : and ſæ ing Pariſmus ts haue 
vauquiſhed Zoylus,aCapied him weaponicile as he was) and 
wounded hin in two oz thzæ places, but ſone pariſmus got 
within hem, claſped him in his armes, and with maine fozce 
thzew him fozth of his ſaddle, and in tbe fall burft hes Golder 
whereof hedyed: Wherewtth the whole aJembty gaue ſuch a» 


nother chout that the earth ſemed ts ſhake with the vovces, 
pꝛe . 
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p;:ſcntly the whole States cn the Theg⸗lian party, conduc? 
the Combvatarts with all (al-miitty, tnfo a moſt rich Pauil⸗ 
Non, erected onelę leg the ſeme purpote : where they were ng 
foner arttued but Dionitins molt lovingly embzaced them in 
ts armes, and With infinite carteſtcs thanked them fo; there 
paines deſiting them to vaarme tocmſt lues, that htis.Þbyſiti/ 
aus might ſearch their wounds, which ther refuſed to dee, vn⸗ 
tell the conditt ens and ceuenasts cf the combate were perfo;- 
med by the Bing of Perfia, Who heating their juſt reqieT, 
(could not in that honourable afſembly ſo much diſhoncur 
dimſelſe as to bꝛeake his wozd ) pzeſen'ly gaue oder that all 
his Fozces ſhould be diſmiſt, And alſo calling Sicanus vato 
hem, commanded him vpon the dutp and reuerence he boze vn⸗ 
to him, to conf fe the certainty inde d, whether he oz anp bp 
bis pꝛocurement, had flatne Pariſmus. P Lozd and Father 
{quoth he) by the teuerence J ewe your Wajeſtp, and the 
reſt of the Aings in this aſſemily, vnder you honeurable c82s 
retttons, J den unce him fo2 a Utllain and a Traptoꝛ, that ac 
cut th me fe; Pari mus murther. 

In the like reverence te this moſt Bonourable Agemble 
{ quoth Pai iſimus,)J returne that villaine and Craptozto thy 
lelke S1canus : fo that thou lxeſt, fo2 thou hyz:DÞ th;e of thy 
Tartarians,W pꝛomiſes of great p2eferment,who the ſame dap 
that Pari{oms was milfing, murthered him moſt treacherocfl» 
in the Mod hereby, my ſeife feund his body, and bere I tand 
to p208e againlt the, that like a Tyllataand a Traytoz then 
didſt this decd : In whoſe behalfe, J dare the to the Combat, 
and foꝛaſmuch as thou thinkeft Partimus had ro fitends fo2 to 
maintain his juſt quarrell,J charge the as thou art a Knight, 
and honoureſt Armes, not to refuſe the Combate: wbich chal- 
lenge Sicanus in great tage ercepted, t paeſentiy went to arme 
bimſelfe,thinking that he might eaſily be suertome, ſo iat he 
Was already grienouſly weunted. Doe what Dioniſſus and 
the King of Bohemia could, Pariſmus ili demanded theCem - 
vate, whoſe conſtancie and reſclution they marnaited at, and 
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tee whole aſſmebly were ſo deſiteus of his cor qut ſt, that with 
appluuds and commendations, they cr'olled his henourat le 
re olu 10.1. 

L2urana ſæing Fer Champion ready to vndertake a freſh 
battell, came ta him, and with hearty thankes fez his bonot⸗ 
table paines taking in her behalfe, defiredhim to deſiſt from 
the C2-naate,foz that it might much endanger his perſon, ba- 
rilmas lighting from his Moꝛzſe, rc uctently kiſſed het hand che

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The Blacke night at the fi:@ encounter, burſt two of the 
Tombattants ribbes, and in choꝛzt time with fozcible blowes, 
beat him from h's Bozſe,andaltghted to haue parted his head 
from his ſhoulders, but the King of Perſia ſ@ing his Benne 
in that perill, vanne tothe plate, and deſired the black knight 
fo ſpare his life, which he obtained: And valacing his Pel⸗ 
met ts giue him bzeath, found that it was net Sicanus, but 
another Knight that he had hy2ed in bis Cead, fo; that him- 
ſelfe durſt not met ſo valiant a Knight hand to hand: TUbich 
Pariſmus ſ@ing, in great rage would heue Caine dim, but he 
was diſſwaded by Pollipus. This cowardl ic ſt was ſo edious, 
that euer after Sicanus was accounteb the molt recreant 
Kaight lining, but being of a ſhameleſſe diſpoſition, he no- 
thing regarded the ſame.

King, wWhoſo well liked the Blacke Kmghts behautour, that 
they reſolued to fay ſome daycs there, as well to be acquain- 
ted with this valiant Knight,as alſo to doe him all the honour 
they could, though by his valour they had loſt the v:cozy. The 
Arets where they paſſed, were by the Citizens ſtrowed with 
flowers, the Mindowes and dozes, and Pouſe tops, were

The Uing of Ver{ia 
and all the te ſt of his party like wiſe came vnte t im, and deſi⸗ 
red him ts temit all diſcon:ent, that had paſſed betwirt them,

{ipus, ail admiting the wonderſull vertues of Paritmus : and 
recon ating the famous aas he had done, ſæ med to be rauithed 
in mint with jop that it was he, that had ſo honcurabip deſen⸗ 
ded himſe lie againſt ali nights that did combats with bim.

ſon, that the teares laB4n her epes, and her heart leapt in 
ter bzeaft.

ſimple judgements with a diuine conceit, 
that the Kingof Natolia wis determined to require and de - 
mand her in marriage of her Father, had ge not bene kept 
da cke by Sicanus, Ws tauſed bis Father the Perſian RAY:

Pariſmus now in like ſozt determined to wezke both his 
ewne and Lauranaes confentment ; and to that purpoſe en a 
c:rtaine time walking very (olicarily in te Kings Garden, 
Kadying how to moue his Fathers got will to this matey; in 
the midff ol his dumps, he was enconntred by the Pzincefſe 
Lau rana, wyo only attended vy Leda, was came Downs al's 
into the Garden ts take the apꝛe, who awaking Pati mus from 
his dumps, with a curtzons greeting, vttercd theſe ſpeches.

Parti! mus ne ner found oppozturuty,but be made his lone 
to Lau-2na,knowne ts tis Father, who was glad of bus Wong 
yertueus bot e, and pꝛonuled him to motion the ſame to Dio- 
niſius, which he pie ent ip did by thts cccafion. As he was wal- 
king alene, he was enceuntiredby Dioniſius and Olivia, the 
Daene, net accompanied bp any :and having kindly! alated 
cach other, Dioniſius vegan to talke of the wozthinefle of Pa. 
riſmus, and telling bim chat bs cſtæemed him the moſt ſoztu⸗ 
nate man liuing, to be the father of ſo vettucus a ch ld, entting 
ſo farre in commendation of him, that the King of Bohemia 
thought he conld haue no fitter time to nition the Parriage 
then that, and there foze anſwered; Þy Led, I thanlie you fe; 
entring into ſuch god liking of my Son, whom IJ cannot diſ⸗ 
commend,foz that he bath well deſeturd honour, tut J haue an 
humble ſute bato peu and the Qutene here pꝛeſent, in his be- 
 Halfe, which if rau will vouchſafe to grant, beth he and A ſhall 
be bound bnto pou foz the ſame. Dioniſius and Olivia earneſt» 
ly requeſtedhim to maniſe ł the ſams. Sr Sonne (ſaith he 
intreated me to requeft pour honcurable fauour, to contra a 
Parriage betwizt him and your moſt vertuous Dunghter, 
vato whom he bath wholly dedicated hisafcaions,that Jam 
now become an humble ſuts2 in his behalft. Dioniſius and the 
Nucne hearing bis requeſt, were ſs excæding glad thereof, 
(being the oaely thing they deſired) that taking the King of 
Bohemia by the hand, they told him they were highly conten- 
ted it hoald be ſo. 

Zhus all things falling out ts their contentments, they 
parted fog that time : Dioniſius the next _ aſlembler all bis 
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Counſe ll and Noblemen together, and there menttoned the 
Contract vnto them, who mo} willingly conſented thereto, 
by meanes whereof, the newes of this Parriage was ſa ne 
pabliſhed, that it came to the hearing of $:canus, who being 
inraged with griefe and came, abandoned the company of all 
Knights, and in hozt time grew to ſuch a deſperate conteit 
of his impayzed honour , that with gricfe- thereof he dyed, 
which bzought ſome Peauineſſe to the King of Per ſia, and the 
reſt: tut his death was ſone foꝛgotten, fo; that his Father e - 
ſtemed him not wozthy the name and eſtimation of a King, 
ard had lately growns into great diſlike of him, and altoge - 
ther fancured the next Son Lennilus, who farre erceiled h:s 
b2ather Sicanus in vertuons qualities. 
The ſolemnization of Pariſmus Martiage was appointed to 
begin within fozty dayes, ts the baſpeakable joy of Theflalie, 
but eſpecially of the two poung P2inces, in which time Dio- 
niſius ſent Peſſengers fo innite thither many Kings and Po- 
tentates, by meanes whereof. the ſame of theſe Puptials was 
fpzead in molt plates of the wozld,and many hundzed Knights 
determined to met there to doe honour to Dioniſius, whoſe 
vertues by repozt, had bene made knownre vnto them. To 
this Parriage came the famous Emperozof Conftantinople, 
with many other wozthy Knights. The Emperozs Bonne of 
Greece,named Sicheus, with many valiant Knights : Ptolo- 
mie the Kings ſonne of Egyp?, the King of Frize, famcus fe; 
Chinalry,and the moſt famous Champion of the wozld, Gui - 
do ef Thrace : with many others ta tedious ta rehearſe, who 
en the appotntcd day, were royally entertained by Dionitus. 
Pariſmus and Laurana were with all ſelemnitis bzought 
vatothe Temple of Diana, where their Rites were perfozmed 
with admirable Pompe, the Bzidegreame being accompanied 
with above eight Kings, and the 1Bzive being led by two Em⸗ 
perours, and attended by QDuenes and many Ladies of great 
2cconnt:the Rites and ſolemaities being perfozmed with ſuch 
dignity, that it excelled the atelineſſe at Hecuba, Que ne of

Thus all things being ended foz that ea7,the night appzcav | 
ched, moſt pact wherof, was ipenc in Paskes and menꝑ ether 
Caurtip paſtimes net dle fle to ichearic: and at laſt, the Vaide 
was conducted to her B.ide⸗ chamber by the Que ne of Hun- 
v2'14, and the Quæns cf Sparta. Where we ltaue ter to het 
exca ding content to ente rtaine her Telcued Faritmus : who 
be haued himſelke ſo kindly that night, that Lauranaes foztrefle 
of Uirgiaity was battered downe, and he bad the ſcaling of 
that {wat Fozt andſpotieſſe ptrity,and of a vertuens Tiigin 
{he became a chaſt Mile, and that night he made her the haps 
py mother et a gwbly Bop, as ſhall heteaſtet be declared, 

Dioniſius fag the mo2e topall entertainment of the States 
there aſſembled, cauſed a moſt lately Tilt to be ereacd on a 
3vdl2 Greene be ſoze the Pallace Gate, the ſtages being moſt 
cunningly made by expert wozkemen, and pzeclaimeda Try- 
umph to be made there fog ſeuen dapes, againſt all commers, 
fLye ürſt dares Crpumph, the Paince of Sparta and his 
Untghte held as chiefe Challengers, who appeared be foze the 
whole aſſembly of Statce, who were ſeated vpon the Dcaf- 
falos, in ſuch royail manner, that the giozy of them ſæmet to 
crcell the ſtately Pompe of the mighty Penarch A'exander, 
Amongſt the reft, Liurana was ſcatedin a Chatire of State, 
Ccowned with an Impertall Diademe, as Lady ef the Re- 
uels: wh3 had pzepared ſeucrall guitts toz the Conquercurs, 
(hinting lite golden PV, and her eres twinkling like two 
Light lhining Eavres, that her beauty made the whole afſem- 
vix of Erange Knights admire her excellency. The Pzince 
of Sparta had his Tent pitcht at the firſt entiing into the 
Lifts, being os white as nulke, chewing his ſingls efkate,on 
the top whycrecf, was artificially framed a Golden Sunne, 
which with his ſplendez veautifled the Lifts. This daycs 
Trrumph was perfozmed by the P2ince of Sparta, and his 
knights with erceding valour, himſeife hauing vnhozſed 
abeue fozty Knights of ſtrange Countries, and had ginen to 
bim by the 25;ive a paire of filner Gleues, made by the cun⸗ 
ningeſt wozkman in the Mezid.

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Thus in great royalty,to y exceding pleaſure of the behel⸗ 
ders, was the firſt day (ſpent, till the darke euening cauſed the 
Lintghts gine oner, ( betake themſelues to theit night» repoſe. 
Early the nerf mozning,the knights were ſummoned ts the 
Lis, by the ſound of Trumpets, the chicfe Champion (o: 
that day, was Led Remus of Thedlalie, rich meuntc> vpon 
a Theilaliarv@tadof Jroagray, bis Ten: pitch: neare vnto 
the other, being ofthe colour of the Raine-vow : oa the top 
wjereof,was artificially framed a ſwift ruaning Bart, wher⸗ 
by the Country of Theſlaly was famous ; befozz him went 
foure Pages richly attyzed,carrying (sme ſtuetall (cutchions : 
on the firlt, was poztraited his Miſtreſſe Piaute: on the ſe· 
cand, the ſfluer Danes, ſignifying his innocencp, farre froin 
vaineoGentation ; on the third, a blading heart: and on the 
laſt, a man (@ming deſperate: who behaved himſelſe with no 
leCe valour then the Pꝛince of Sparta, to the great joy of his 
Lady Iſabella. The third day the wozthy Knight Pollipus was 
chiefe challenger, who had his Cent richly pitcht ouer againſt 
_ the Sage, being of the colour of bloud, on the top wherof cad 
a Lion R1mpant,his ted furniſhed with coſtly habiliments 
of beaten Gold, his armour after the Py2ygian manaer, whoſe 
matchleſſe chtaalry vnhozſed that day an hundzed knights, and 
wonne the Þztze from all the Knights that encountred him. 
The fonrth day L92dOiris of Thealy, was chisfe Chalien- 
ger, whoſe Tent was pitcht in manner of a hollow tre, from 
whence he iſlued, ſo artifictally ouerſpꝛead with mole, that he 
ſemed to be nothing but a lumpe thereof, running vp and 
downe the Field, but ſo honourably behauing himſelfe, that 
he was allotted that dayes conque ſt. The fit day Þ zince Len- 
nilus, Don to the Bing of Perita, was chiefe challenger, whoſe 
tent was of the colour of the iky,his abiliments was of the ca- 
loar of Azare,beſet with Cars of Goto, who behaued bumſeife 
with great hanour molt part of that dap:but at laſt he was en- 
countred be the valtant King ot Frize,by whom he was vnho2- 
ſed,by reaſon that his ted ſtambled,and ſo the conque ſt retur- 
ned to the adnec'e partie. The Bing of Fcize vnhozſed after- 
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wards many wozthy Knights to his exceving commendation. 

The ſirt day, the Bing of Prize was challenged cuer the ad- 
uerſe party, who had not continued leng, but he was vahoz- 
ſet by the King of Lib1a, who meſt part of that day bate away 
the Puze, batillhe was enceuntred by Guido of Thrace, 
and by him vnhozſed: Guido foz that day bare away the 
Pit, hauing vnho27ed many hund ed Knights, and was like - 
ly to atchteue the chief: {| Hanour of the Turnament. The 
feauenth day Guido ef Thrace came with great tryumph into 
the Lifts, hauing his Tent pitcht in fall view of the whole 
Aſſembly being of the colour of baght Gold, ſuppozted by 
foure Elephants, himſelfe monnted vpon a ccloured Stæd, 
molt richly behung with habili ments ef veaten gold, who bc - 
baued him(ſelfs moſt part of that dap, ts the ſhame of the The!- 
ſalian and Per han Knights, that the whole aſſembly admired 
his valiantneſſe. Which Pollipus ſœing, notwithſtanding dis 
dayes tryumph was paſt, yet he armed himſelfe, and enconn- 
tredGuido moſt bzauelę. The fit ſt crriere they met and b20ke 
their ſtaues onely : tkewiſe they had ſeme flue oz ſixe conrſes 
mo2e, in which mangre all the fozce Guido vſed, he could not 
once moue 02 diſaduantage Poliipus, Pollipus likewiſe was 
extreamely vered that he could not vnhozſe Guido, that each 
of them being ſufficiently ftirred fo wzath , advzeſed thems 
ſelues foz another encounter, when they met with luch fury, 
that they were both vnhozſed, which Guido ſ@ing, fozgetting 
where he was, and viſdaining to be encountred by Pollipus 
any longer, dzew his ſwozd. and Pollipus did the like, whereuy⸗ 
on they began to cembate, which Dioniſius eſpping, comman- 
ved his Yeralds to patt them, and being both mounted againe 
ready to make further tryall fo2 the vidoʒx: the Judges con- 
fidering the miſchiefe that might ariſe ( foz that there began 
to be a tumalt in the fie ld) ſought to appeaſe the Champions, 
and d{ſwaded them te giue euer and (9 let the honozs of thoſe 
Erpamphs ref to both of them, which Guido in great diſ⸗ 
— refuſed, without hearing what anſwer Pollipus would 
Make 
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Lanrana bythe aduiſe of Pariſmus, fent Peſſengers fo Pol- 
ſinus, te rt que ſt him foz her ſake, to giue Guido leaue to end 
that dapes challenge, foz that he himſelfe had ſufficiently 
Gown his Anighte ly Chiualtry.withalt the ſent him one of her 
gloues.. Mheſe command Pollipuspzefentlyosbeyed, being a 
night ofcrceding courteſie, whereby he wanne moze Hotonr 
then Guido could atchicue by the conqueſt. The reft of that 
day Guido vnhozſed many Knights, and was like to carry a 
way the honour of the Trynmph, maugreall the Knights that 
afterwards enceuntred him, which aricued Pariſmus to be- 
hold. Mithall noting his pꝛide he ſecret ly ſtele from th: tage 
and pzeſently armed himſelfe,tn arm oux that he had canſed to 
be made of purpoſe, ſæ ming ts be eld, toꝛne, and ruſty, but yct 
of as go pꝛote as might be, deing made of the pureſt Lydian 
ta le, his hanli ments and furnitutes ſ@med to be ſuch as had 
bene layde vp bauſed feurn winters, and all ta be eaten with 
Moathes, his @ted he made ts trot like a Country Cart hozſe, 
and his Plume was of Ruſſet Feathers : t accompanied with 
ſome thrrty of his Knights, atty2ed like rude country fell:wes 
with battes and Fanes on their neckeg, azdina manner, in 
themtidft of the Thracians Wietones, he entereth ſuddainip 
and rudely into the Lifts, ſeming indad to be 2 very naturall 
Country peaſant, erred by a Company ct tude fellowes to 
make paſtime, and being eſpyed of the pesple, he was welco- 
med with crcevirng ſhowts and laughtets, that now the eyes 
of all the'brholvers were bent vpon him: detng come fo the 
Lif, be offered to run, but Guido diſdatned to cope with ene 
ſo baſe,to whs Pariſmus kmights came and told him, their ma - 
ſer came to run with none but himſelfe, and therefo2e he 
ſbonld eyther bzeake a Lance, 0: elſe they would beate him 
ant of the Field. 

Wherewith Guido with a ſc22nefuil laughter t Re # 
caffe and run at this ruſficke Knighf, who not withſtanding 
bis outward ſhow, encountred Guido ſo valtantiy, that had. 
de not berne an app2oned god Uright, he had meaſured bis 


length on the ground, which ſo vered the Tbracian, that be 
ran 
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ran the ſecond time, thinking then verily to onerth2ow him: 
but it fell ont contrazy to his erpedation, foz he could 
not with ali his power mœue this Country Champion in his 
ſaddle : but at the third courſe, he was himſelfe vnhazſed with 
ſach vialence, that both Pozſe and man lay tumbling on the 
ground. - 

Guido hauing recetued this exceding foyle, in a great rage 
departed the Field, and none of the contrary party encouns 
tred this Knight , but they were all foyled and ouerth;zowne, 
that at laſt, there was none would ran againlt him anp moze: 
which he perceiaing , lighted from his Bozſe, and went vp 
the Scaffold whereas the 5zive ſate, and rudelp offered to 
bane kiſſed her, but ſhe curteory te pꝛoued his boldnce ſle, with 
that all began to laugh at bis rude behamour,and ſome began 
to th zaſt him backe: at laſt he diſcauered himſelfe, and Lau- 
rana knowing bim, wondzed te ſ@ him armed. Thus the 
whcle honour of the Trrumph rebounded to Parilmus, as 
moſt wozthy of the ſame, wis e behautour was ſo highly com- 
mended, that all men much applauded this his la ſt deuice, and 
Guido kuowing him, was not greatly diſcontented to be ſop- 
led by ſo wozthy a Knight. By this. time the Juights blacke 
mantie began to ouerſpzead the whole earth, that Dioniſius 
with the tet of the Kings, conducting Laurana in tryumphant 
manner, haſtsd to the Pallace, where after Dupper was en- 
ded,they continued a god part of the Night in Dancing, and 
other Conrtly PaTimes, their entertainment being lo bo- 
nourable, that they admiredthe exc«ding Royalty of Div::ilius 
Court, where they afterwards continued many dates, (pcn- 
ding the time with many Partiall crerciſcs.

The Einpercurs and 
Kings of Perlia and Natolia be ing pꝛeſent at the comming et 
theſe Dutlawes, greatly pꝛapled Parilmus loz the hencurable 
care be had af thoſe phie people. Amenalt the number of 
Unights there aſe: lcd, the Father cf the Damcezell chance? 
to be pzeſert, wi very diligentlp beheld bts Daughter , but 
knew ber not, foz that fe was mightily altered: but at ial, 
hearing Dionifius make recitall of yer trage dy, and how; that 
O.irts was hurt in ber ceſcue, by ctrrcumTance comparing the 
time of her departure with the (ame, knew ber to be his own? 
Daughter, and in the pꝛeſence of them all, with wa ping eren 
fa; ſop, embꝛaced her, and He with great delight was glad ot 
his pꝛeſence. Pari! mus euer after vſed her Father mot kindly, 
and much eſtamed her, foʒ that he had taken great paines to 
cure his wounds. 

During the ime cf 7ariſmus abade in the Cennticy of 


Theilalie (after that the two Emperours of Conſtantinopie * 
and Greece were departed. with the reſfot the Knights that 141 
tame to the ſolemm ation of the Medding, and itkewiſe the 4 b 
king cf Per ſia. and the reſt cf the fameus Potentates on bis a f 
party, had ſolemnely taken their leave ( Pollipus extepted os 
che chiefs Gourragonurs of the City of Thebes, inntted (heir bl 
King and Qnane, the King of Bohemiu,ihe tipo now marric Ic 
9885 1 
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Pzin-es, the Pꝛinte of Sparta, and the King of Hungaria, and 
bis Zuane, the Lady [labella-Lo;d Remus Pollipus,and ma- 
ny ether Knights, vata a ſolemne FeaT which they pzepared 
inthetr great Pall, called the Counſell houſe ; whoſe gentle 
con: teſie was kinoly accepted, and at the appointed day 
thep all went thither in great Royalty, where they weis (9 
heartily welcommed , and ſo honoarably entertained by the 
Citizens, as it were a tcdious thing ts rehearſe, Such Page- 
ants, ſuch delighttull ſhewes, ſuch Puſicke, and ſuch gencrall 
tryamphing and re joycing, ſuch guiſts and commendations, 
giuen ts the two young P2inces, as the like was neuer pze 
ſented to any Pzince by his Dub jeas befoc in thaſe Negions. 
Among tt the reſt of the Citizens, the Father of Violetta(the 
Damozell whom Pari mus had kindly teceiued, as befeze 1s

neds be great, to loſe the company of ſuch aTured friends, as 
your noble Father and pour ſelfe haue ſhowne pour le lues to 
to be,therefoze fo our laſt fate well, Ce pzay that the Gods 
would p2otper peu in this pour fatirney. 

Laurana and Pariimus hauing receined their bleſungs, with 
moſt heaup hearts thep committed theſe two Pzinces to the 
Seas, who hoiſing Saile with (pxd, launched inte the maine, 
Where they were ſane out of ſight, and Dioaifius and the 
Dune ſadly retarned to 1 hebes, 

The Bug of Bohemia had not ſailed abone two dapes ſpace 
in great hope ſwne to recaucr the Coaſt cf Bohemia, but the 
Andes began to blew alef!, and the Beas to rage and ſwall, 
and ſuch an erceding Tem peſt aroſe, as though the Beauens 
and Earth had'confprred their vtter overthzow, fo that their 
Ships were diſeuered, and their Mariners expected nothing 
out pꝛeſent death: that Pariimus Laurana,and Polligus, were 


dileucred from the reſt ot the company,and they al in deſpaire 


Wer to ſæ them agatae. The cruelty of the tempeſt continucd 
Coz the ſpace of tha dayes, in ſuch raging andertreame (ozf, 
that the Pariners were tompelled to cat thetr @attes, and to 
geaue their Maſts oner-bozd, and by the violence of the Mind 
were dziuen palt their knowiedge, but when the ſtozme cea- 
ſed, the Pariners eſpied a farre off an Aland, and with ſuch 
pzoution as they had (ailcy thither. : 
Pariimus 
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Pariſmus being glad that they bad ſo well eſcaped the fury 
of the Seas, with moſt camfoztable ſpæches, remued the fear- 
\s!l ſpirit of the PzincelTe Laurana from her ſadneſte in thts 
ot. Pere Laurana, fince the Deſtintes hane allotted vs this 
miſchance, ta be thus diſaſt rot ſeueree tram our company, 
and dꝛiuen into an vatnowne place,ccmfo2! your ſelfe in theſe 
ertremities, with hope of better ſuctelle, fo; J doe not doubt 
bat we (hall well reconcr the company of me Loꝛd and Fa» 
ther, who by theſe bitter misfoztunes is ſcucted from vs, and 
I truft the eas will not bs fo vnmercifull, as to d2ench his 
aged peares in theſe ſpacicus gulphs, bat oh, my dare Lau- 
rana, were tou ſafely on ſhoze, then weuld my heart be at 
reſt. 

Dany other ſpeœches he vſed fo comfoꝛt her in her ſadnefſe, 
who was the mo2e comfoztable, fo: that the was in his com - 
pany: They had not long continued in this god hope of reco- 
ue ring Land, but they eſpied a Ship mating towards them 
with all (ped, who being come nete vnto him, they knew him 
to be a Py;ate,who pꝛeſenti began to bod the Ship where- 
in lariſmus was, but the Mariners reſiſted them, where⸗ 
with Pariſmus being vnder hatches, ſone armes himſelfe and 
made ſuch a laughter amongſt the P pꝛates, ( moſt of his owne 
men being ll une) that be with the gelpe of Pollipus, had (one 
deſtroyed the greateſt part of them, andthe reſt palded vnta 
their mercy, ; 

Afterwards they boꝛding the Pyꝛats (who were belenging 
to Andramart of Tartaris, the Scythian Przate, that had fil» 
led the whole wozld with the repozt of bis tyzanny) and bele- 
uing them vpon ſuch pꝛote ſtations and dathes as the villa ina 
made, they connaved all ſach riches, jewels, and p2oviſicns 
as ther had, abe d the Pp2ates chip, koꝛ that their en ve was 
ꝛewdlewenther⸗beaten. And likewiſe baning ſhifted Laar 
a, Leda, and Adon1us, into the (ame, ſanke their obne, and 
p!1ccd ſuch few Bariners as they had left aliue, fe: gouer ; 
nours duet the Pyzates, they nabe towards the 31-1» which 
they ſaw befoze them, and 22 * Umded, determimug there to 
42 refresh 
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refteſh themſelues, where they found the Ceuntrey wat and 
deſslate without any Jahabitants, et well replcniſhed with 
wild Deere and Fowle, of which they got gab ſtozs. 

Pariimus demanded of the rates if they knew that Jland, 
who told him that they gaue it the name of the Deſolate 1.

But the Ppzates hauing awaited ſach con- 
uenient time, by policy conueyed moft of the Bohemian Pa- 
tiners under Patches, ſauing ſeme two oz thza whom they 
ealyouercamec,and faſt bolted down the ſame, and befaze the 
Anights wers returned from killing their Weniſen, they dar 
hopſed ape, and were lanched quite out of ght: theꝝ vnde 
Patches,not yet knowing that they were ſe betrayed.

Poze Adonius ſœing his L ozd in this extreame caſe, vſed 
all the skill that was poſſibte to recover bim to hts ſences, 
and ſeing nothing to 2natle, he began to make fach troful! 
[amentation, as weuld haue made the ſtonp Rockes relent at 
his pittifull exclamation, where Violetca continue d rubbing 
hrs pale chekes with her ſoft hand, a theuſand times kiffing 
his cold lippes, and waſhing the ſame with (alt teares, that 
Poll1pus ſæœing his frit nd in that ſoꝛt raging againſt Foztune, 
and hearing the gricuous lamentation the pe Page made, 
(ftill little (aſpenting who tt was) by viewing their infirm:- 
ttes,molt pʒudentiꝑ gouerned himſeife, and did what he con!? 
with poze Adonius, to trecsuet him, but their tabeur was in 
datne: then he began to meditate on this afflidion: thinking 
that tfhe Honld rage (s exceJinely as Pariſmus ord, ge chould 
ve no whit the noarer any hope ofremedy, but Henip ther2vy 
ziue incouragement and example fo him to continue in that 
ſo:raw, whtch was beyond the compatle ef compare. 

But ſa tag Dariſmus come to Himſelfe, looking like ane 0- 
7ermalkered with care, and ſtating vyon him like a mad man 
eating that his ſodaine griefe had altered his wits, viterer 
theſe ſpeches: Polk noble Paince, ſince it is allottev vnto

was la ſteſlæpe, but at laſt he awaked, and leing Leda we - 
ping, her heart began to falls her, and demanding the cauſe 
of Leda, (hs ccd not anſwer a word, wherewith Laurans 
was dꝛiuen into ſach an crtreame paſſion cf feate, that al! 
her joyats began to fremble and ſhake, bei colour went and 
came: but at the lat, what withintreaties,and th;eatmngs, 
ſhe? cauſed Leda to declite the citcumſtance of their wee, 
. Tauranano ſœnet heard Leda ſay they were betraped to the 
ITar tat 145, and that their Batiaers had in a mutime fl une 
ene another, but there ſhe fell donne dead, that doe what 
Leda could, ſhe was not able to recouer het to her ſences iu a 
god ſpace : but at laſt her bzeath began to make paſſage the⸗ 
row the [wet conduit of het thzeat, and ſhe litted vp het epes, 
l king with ſuch a ghaſt l i pitifull countenance vpen Leda, 

that 
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that ſh? was almoſt afraid to tehoſd her. Then Laurana bes 
g in to teate and deſpoile her gelden ttelles, & dichiut lied her 
faire and pꝛeticus hape, and tent yer coltly Garments from 
ber comely and decate bedp, Wzinging her dands, beaurg 
herb zcabs, and Enectzirg her pzectous head againſt the 
ba 259, that bad not Leda beith all her might hindercd her, the 
h..d three deſteered her ſelte. 

In this ſoztoutull ſozt,ſhe cn the one ſide continued her 12 + 
mentaticns, and Leda onthe other Coe wept her Ml, that the 
£2adutts ef ther eyes were dzycd vp, and not able to ſhed ans 
ther teare, and her heart was ſoze with thzobbrug , and the 
deſperatel, and With a ccnſtanit reſolution, attended tie tem- 
ming ef thoſe U:ilaines, that had vetrared ber, who knowws 
themſelues to be paſt the reach ct the two Bmght', began to 
iet vp the hatches, and called to thode that were below, but 
none made aniwer, which cauſed ene cf (hem to goe downe, 
and feund ail the Bohemian: lye murthered, and with that jor» 
fil tydings, came vp co his fellewer 

One that was the chiefe Captaine oner the reſt, allet ing 
enery one his ſeuerali Office, went downe where Laura 14 
Was, (when he found as is ſaid) making ſuch meane. 
himſelf (natu ithſtanting his bar bar ons di poſition. ceuld ac: 
tektaine from pittying ber griefe: and int teſcatt,wölbeus 
ſpeahing a Wo2d, helcft her, and returned againe wit hu tec 
houres, thinking Ly that time ſhe would hac ceaſed hettem⸗ 
plaints : but the not giuing her thanghts any reſpite of conf» 
deration, but onely to thiake ot Paritmus, (tl continued in 
her ſozrowes, altogether refuſing to be courfo2ted by any per - 
(waſtons, and to two dayes ſpace, v(:eripabftaincd from #1! 
und of ſuſtenance, tp mcanes whereof, ſne was bꝛergot te 
extreame hazard and peritici her life, which cauſcd Leda te 
after theſe petſwaſions. 

Deare Hiltrefls, quoth Sc, if you wand vauckiaſc' te 
- heare me ſpeake, then J wor id notdonvt unt to eaſe peut 
zeart of (ome of the care pou fo impatientip endure, cu 
mob that mp K82d Par iu us, Pollipus, and Alon as, ate ret 
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huing, aud no doubt in god eſtate, but onely ſo2 the lotle 
of eu, to2 whole fake, my Lo2d beritmus will pꝛeſerue his 
te: why ſheuld you then de trop peur ſelſe, that be lo uc 
tenderei g: And not rather vie all peſſible meanes to p2cſerue 
2our ſe lte, vntill you can by ſeme meancs hearc ef im: (oz 
here is no doubt, but that de will ſcarch mil? part of the 
Mozld, bathe well finde you, and by his Aaleur make the 
piace where he commeth !peake of his wozthincfle, ſo that I 
doe not doubt, but it will by ſome; accident oz other come to 
his hearing : then were it vaine foz peu by deſtroping pour 
elle, to de ſtrop him likewiſe, whercas otherwiſe pou may 
dappily met, to both your exce ding comfozts: peur vertues 
baue the power to rule ſtrangers affeaons, let them then re- 
ſtraiue peu from deing pour ſelfe harme. What will Pa. 
rilmus thinke 2? And what thinke pou will be his griefe, 
when he hath trauatled many ſtrange Countries, and endured 
matiythouſand perils in ſearch of you, and in the end findeth 
that vsu haue feulelę made away pour ſelfe, and were the on- 
iv cauſc of his ſozrow? I beſech you deare Piltrefle, cenſi⸗

With theſe fozcible petſwaſtons, Laurana began ſomewhat 
to paciſte her ſelfe,and with a ſctied reſolutien , determined 
to endure what miſery ſoener would light vpon her: and ther 
foze began to confer with Leda abont their hard hay, and mi- 
ſerable eſtate, which dꝛaue her to her vsrp wits end to thinke 
ot. But in the midſt of their thoughts came the Captaine, who 
beholding Lauranacs Majeſticall countenance, and erceding 
baantte,was lo amazed therewith, as he condemned himſe lte 
ok villante, to haue pꝛocuted ſo diuine a creaturts diſcentent. 
Laurana ſæing him ſtand gaz ing vpon her, began boldly te de 
mand of him, what te would haue, e humbly kuc ling, teld her 
that he had pzouided her Dinner, it ſhe pleaſed to taſt thereof,

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Gch che willingly conſented vnto, and began conſiderately to 
recali ger fa2mer ſences, but ret ſa tnwaidly ſozrowigll, as it 
was 4 care berctue in her, ſo ſodainle to cuermaſter her intem⸗ 
pecate griefe,and yet remaine lo full of grieie, that the verre 
(lance of yer tenſes was pet fed ſogrow.

in his rough armes, but de abbozring him, thzuſt him fi o her 
with a diſdatnfall ſcozne, wherewith he began to fawne vpen 
her, as a dog will doe on his maſter, when he hatg bin acw!r 
beaten, and began ta make ſhe wes to then of great weieone 
and kindly b20ugat them to Eately and gezgecus Cyamee:is 
molt tichip furnichtd, and (one all things nadün were tete 
pꝛeſented vato her by ſuch Women as were in the Callie,

ic ife accoꝛting ts the condition of the time and place, and binds 
accepted all their courteſtes, but the lone which Angdiamai t 
made vnto her, ſemed (0 hatekull in der eyes, that it Was sgi 
dito her, then ten thouſand deaths to endure his ght.

Exrly the nert Mozning ſhe was ſaluted by Andramarr, 
we would giue his mind no reſtno; quiet, but in her compa - 
ny, and his loue was fo exce ding towards her, that he could 
not doe any thing that was offenfine to her. In this mic 
vnble kind of ha pp eſtate, Laurana tentinued by the ſpace of 
a Peneth, in which time ſhe had knowledge of a number ct 
Prifoners that this Tyꝛant kept within the Caſtle, by the 
g'tenous ct yes they made, ſome foz want of fad, ſome with 
patnes ef Toꝛtures that he infligeds bpon them, being him⸗ 
ſelke hates of all men, and tgereſpze he bated all Mankinde, 
but ſuch whoſe mindes actozded to his wicke dne lle. 

Lzuranain this time vſes her ſelfe ſo, that che kill deker⸗ 
red his impoztunate inte, and had him ſo tyed in the ſnares of 
Lone, that what che commanded, he would pꝛeſentlp ere- 
cute: but \5 odieus was his lene vnto her heany heart, that 
ſhe was offentimes reaby to ſound with the remembzance 
thereof, but ill by the counſell of Leda, che held itthe beft 
courſe to kepe themfelnes in his faucur, vntill they ceuld 
by ſome means eſcape out of their crue ll hands, where we will 
le aue poꝛe ana in this comfoztieffe plate, amongſt rude 
and vnctaiil people by night and by day, her muſicke being

The miſerable trauaile Pari mu endured in the deſolate I. 
land: and how he was ſuccoured by Antiochus, and atter- 
wards how they were impriſoned in the Iachanted Ca- 
ſtle, by the Inchantrefle Bellona. 


EZ Arilſnus ttauailing many dayes along the 
J Coalts of that deiolate Aland, their fob 
being wilds fruit that grew vpon tres, 
and their dzink the cleate ſauntaine Ma⸗ 
ter, theit lodging the hard and cold earth: 
in which truue ll they beheld many gzbly 
; ancient Townes, but altogether unpes- 
pled,the houſes being foz the molt part tozed with many rich 
and coſtly oznaments, which cauſed theſe two knights greatly 
to marnatle,anddefrous to know the cauſe thereoſ, and re- 
membzing what the Pirates had told them, that in a ſtatelg 
Callle,fcituate in the midtt of the C ountr, it was likely there 
were ſome that inhabited, they determined next to tranaile 
thither : koz they ſaw no hope how to get from that Jland,be- 
ing grswne very weake, by reaſon of thetr faint f, and hard 
lodging: which tranaile pwze Adonius willtnal? endared, 
thinking all patne a pleaſure in his Paſters company, vato 
whom he behaned himſelfe with ſach tender care, that Parit- 


mus would oftentimes extoll and commend him to Pollipus.

in which time they wers often in danger of vzawning, by rea

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ſon ot manp deceitſull quick lands, and often like to bet ami 
to want ot ſuſtenaace, and often in danger to be deucured vs 
wid beaſts, that were abundantly in this Ceuntto, and ver 
neue rthe lelle they were nothing nearer their wilthed erpert: 
tation. At laſt Pariſmus and Pollipus, began vtteily to beſpa;r: 
of euer accompliſhing the means of getting from that vary; 
quented plice, and they tranaiicd all aday andangbt,oncr a 
mizhtp Þlam,whete there was netther water to quench thei: 
thirff, no: ᷑᷑ruꝛt to all age therr hunger. 

Carelp in the Poꝛning, thepc peda mighty Mod, wbere 
they thought (alcheugy there were no other comfozt) pt: 
there thep ſhould nde fruit: but being came thtther , their 


crp-ctation was ftuſtrated fog there was nothing but thoznes 


and Bꝛpers: and ſa thicke, that they could by no meanes en- 
ter the ſame, that there they ſurely expected nothing tut fa, 
michment. And Pariimus, what with ert2emi!y cf hunger, 
and griefe fo2 the l;tſe ef Lauranz, and laſtly, fe Pollipus 
and Adonius ſake,ſate him d:woe vader a migh. y Dake, and 
wih a heauy heart vitered tteſe plaints. 

Dow vncoztunate am 5 avenue all men to be dziuen to this 
erigent of miſerable catamtty,thatkymy ill foztunc baue be- 
trayd the meſt Chalk, Ucrtuous, andbeautifull Lady liuing, 
into the hands of Tyzants, to her endleſſe guiete, and by 
mymeanes haue bought theſe my friends into danger cf 1

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After that they had well ſatisfied their hunger with this 
god cherte, the old man requeſted to know of whence they 
wore, and by what diſaſtred miſchance they were aritned on 
that vahappy Jland.Pariſmus told him how he was Sonne to 
the King of Bohemia, and that his Companion was a Knight 
of Phrygia,rchearfing vnto him all thetr whole miſaduentule, 
and the loſſe of Laurana, vttering the ſame in ſuch dole full 
wiſe, hat the old Hel mit could not refraine from griefe, By 
that time Pariſmus had ended his Tragicall ziſcourſe,it war- 
cd darke, and therefoze the old Permit had bzoaght them vn- 
to their Lodging, which was the ſame Bed whereonhe lard 
bimſcife (there being ns other) on which Pariſmus was ve- 
ry viwiliing to lye, thereby to diſplace this god old man:

Poꝛe Adonius with bluſhing che kes. put c bis appare!!, 
and ſ@med to be abaſhed when be was in his ſhirt, and ten- 
derly leapt ints the bed betwirt theĩe two wo:thy Knights, 
who little ſuſpected that it was Violetta, where ſhe pe ſcule 
lay cloſe at Pariſmus backe, the very (wet touch of whoſe bo ⸗ 
dy (@med to rauiſh her with joy : and on the cther ſide not ac- 
quainted with ſuch Bedfellowes, ſhe le med as it were meta- 
mozphoſed with a kind cf delightfull frare : but had Pollipus 
uno lone it had bene his deare Violetta, he would haue moz2e 
kindly regarded his bedfellow, who ſa med te art if Pollipu: 
did but ſirre, 

Chus they all tœ ke thetr reſt that Night,the two Knights 
onely being glad of this quiet repoſe aftet their long trauaile 
and Adonius haning in his heart a thouſand pelights of joy, by 
touching Pariſmus ſwet bevy, earelyin the mezning, Ado 
mus was bp, being afraid to vncouer her delicate body, but

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with ſpied ſone arayed himſelfe,and had ſo neatly »20nided all 
things again theſs two Knights oald rife, that both of the 
admired his behamour , hauing pzoutved moſt wholeſome 


 Bathesfoz their fat, which did them much eaſe, being they 


were ſoze bzuiſed with trauaile. 
Che god old Hermit, ſa ing theſe wozthy Knights reaty to 
take their leaue ( fo; that they were vawilling te tap to 
trouble him) requeſted them that they would tay with him 
ſoms dayes to refreſh themſelves. God Father (ſaid Pariſ- 
mus) if we be not troubteſome vato you, then will we kay, 
and bing pour ſe lues farther ints your debt. Not ſo woztby 
nights (quoth hs) foz J know yan will not goe from out of 
this country, vnleſſe you will ſtay ſome time with me,fo2 J aſe 
ſare you, there is no meanes but one, which muſt be atchteued 
with much hazard of your liues, which many haue attempted, 
pet neuer could effect. J pzay ysnugead Father,ſaid he, let vs be 
lo much beholding vats you as to know the meanes, fo: were 
it neuer ſodangerons, moſt willingly I ſhall vadertake the 
ſame, ſe ing there is no meanes to eſcape, foz J greatly deſite 
to know what is become of the vertuous Lady Lazuraua: wher - 
with the Hermit began in thts manner. Poſt wozthy Pztince 
quoth he ) Jnow begin to rehearſe a hiſtozp of the moft vile- 
deſt Traitoz lining on the Earth, whoſe name is Druball, 
ſometime a ſubject cf mine, but now my ſupericur, foz knew 
wozthy nights my name is Antiochus, ſometime the vnhap- 
py ruler of this Jland, This Druball ſometime ſetued me, vnto 
whom J committed my ſecrets, 2s the man I moſt truTed, 
who in time grew fo pzoud,that vnder colour of my fausur, he 
could commit many bad actions, wherby he was much hated a 
mong ſt mp Noblemen, and my (ubjcas began to accuſe me as 
acceſſatp ts his euill facts, and fo; that I waz ſo blinded with 
dis flatteries, they began fitly to rebe!l, and being re pꝛoacd 
fo: his miſdemsanout by my elde ſt ſonne. he oſtert d in mp pꝛe⸗ 
ente to haue llaine him, which made him ſo odious, that by 
the impoztunity of my Nobles, A baniſht bim my Court, and 
Tountry,which he toke in ſuch diſdainkull ozt, that ener after 
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he deviſed to do me miſchieke, and jorned himſelke to Bellone, 
19 greꝛtecteneme, which dwelt in a neighbouring Alland, 
the meſt wickede k Hagge liuing vpon the face of the whole 
Garth, vüng Mitch crafts, @ozceries, and Inchantn, ents, to 
Father their purpoſe againſt me: and came vnto this me 
Toant ep, hauing mary Friends; firT wonne many of my 

veces hearts, and afterwards n ade open Wars againſt 
me, and by theic Erength put we to Eight, 

TW honhumng gettin mp Crowne, they tmpziſcned my 
June, and two Dannes,and a Danghter, which J had li- 
uing, but not with Sanding ther could neuer quietty enſop the 
Souernment, bat were oftentimes diffurved by my Sub- 
jets, W3s ttterily refuſed to liue under his Teꝛannę, Tc; 
that be d2ply grew moze odieus amongſt them, {hat by 


- con'innall Marre his Ceuntrep was almct waſted, 


and be the connſe!l of that wicked Yagge Bellona, hee 
with bis Confeveratcs betcke themſclues to a Hountaing 
gerte hard bp, and there foztified themſeluts, and by Witch- 
craft framed an inaincible Caſtle, from Whence ther conti, 
nually iſta:d roth. and varguiſhed and flew molt of gy H- 
men, the reſt remaining now in thetr cuſtodie, in moſt mi e⸗ 
table ſerutud?. 

But net conten'ed with this ſervitude they were o much gi⸗ 
nen to Wineltth fury, that they deſtroped all this whole 
T onntrcr, not ſuffering Pan, Woman,nozg Child, to line, nec, 
ther can im Creature Land bere, but by their Dozcerics , 
thep will deſtrop them. Jn which kinde of cruelty, the p haut 
conttnned many y#res, my (cle haue bene (ecretiy bidden n 
this place, froin whoſe hands J haue bene pzeſcrued all this 
time by dinine operations, and bythe vertue of a Jewell that 
was giuen me by an old Artſman ef Iartaria. The Cale 
wherein they remaine, is diſtant from hence thz# Piles, be⸗ 
ng the gvdiieT thing to the out ward chew, that euer exe be⸗ 
held, where Drubal and Bellona without dꝛead liue in great 
Hirth, continually tozmenting my Quen and po ze Childzen 
With continuall tozments

Now moſt wozthy Knights (quoth he) vnlefCe you can by 
ame meanes ouzrcome theſe Furtes, there is no cther hope 
ta eſcape from hence, foz long you cannot remaine, but they 
wt know of pour being here, fo; all Pallengers doe v{terly 
ſhun this plats, as a hate ſull and omineus Ceaſt. They ha- 
tag heard this Hermits ſtrange viſcourſe, wendered at the 
cruzity af Bellona, and were confcuabed in their thoughts 
with the danger they ſhonld indure ts conquer their Inchant⸗ 
ments, that ſuddainly they could nit cell what td determine 
off: butcraning pardon of Antiochus fog their tude begauiciir 
towards him, whom beſoze they knew not, wott loningiy ſa- 
inted him. Pariſmus ſaid that he would Þ ner! Bemnng with- 
out delay traua: le thitherwards. Pr Lo2d (quoth Pollipus) 
were J (are to abide a thouſand deaths, 5 weuld beate you 
company, foz J wauld not loſe pour ſight, nog abſtaine any 
hazard 702 peur ſake. 

The next Pozmng thcy were earely vp, determining to 
laue Adonius With Antiochus in his © 258, but natwithiTans 
ding all their perſwaſtions, de would not tay, but what with 
teares and humble intreaties, he 9btatned Pariſmus conſent ; 
who was vaiiliing to 5aue him gc, leaſt he might be burt 
in this attempt. Antiochus conducted them, vntill they were 
withtn the ſight of the Caſtle, but then left them returning to 
his Cell, Jauscating and pzaping atter his manner, foz their 
good ſucceſſe. 

When they had well viewed the Caſtle, which was beau⸗ 
tifuiiy ſeated vpona Creng Kecke, incom paſſed with a migh- 
te buge depe Lake, ther (ought round about the ſame , but 
could inde no paſTige th:refo:yamrg neither bzidge noz other 
way ta goc on foot. At lat they heard a little Bell ring within 
the Caſtle, which was bp the Match, by the ſound theresf, gi⸗ 
ung warning ta thoſe that were appointed to kepe the ſame: 
dpon Which noiſe, they a a boat with ſire armed Knights in 
comming towards them:atlone as they were landed, .- 
nus demandad of them, who was lozd of the Caũ le ene ofthe

The Ferry-men ſaing cher fixe Champions ly? welte- 
ring in thetc purple goze, anne towards their Boate, but 
Adouius ſæiug vis ꝙaſt et aud Pol ipus had llaine theit Cne- 
mies, was betoze gotten cowne into the ſame, and ſeing the 
Kowers cemum g towards him, and Pariſmus and Pollipus 
puriaing them, th:uft the ſame paſt theit reach, by which 
means, theę had (one taken theſe flaues, and put them to 
death, why by no meanes would maniſef any thing of the ſe⸗ 
ccets of the Calle. 

And Paritmus comming to Adonias, moſt kindly embzaced 
him, and with cxcading pꝛaiſes, extolled his wiſedome in 
perfozming this cxployt , to Pollipus; who admired toimſo 
great Miſedeme tn ſo yrung patces, but bis Mit and UWiſe- 
dome was ſuch, that had they knowae the party, they would 
haue moze admired his vertue, | 

Vr meanes of this Boate, they had pa ſfage vnts the ther

zeing then at the higheT) that their eres were dazled with 
the (weat that fell from their bzowes, which advantage 
tele Champions ſone elpyed, and withthetr Swozos (ha - 
uing gotten within compalle cf their mighty Haces)ſ@ne en- 
de d thetr wzetched liues, who gaue (ſuch groanes that all ths 
Caltle rang with the noyſe thereof: which cry, ſo amazed 
Druball and Bellona, (being thea at their plcaſure) that they 
came haſtilę running to behold theſe two wozthy Unigtts, 
whs were then entring the Caſtle, and ens ſoner came into 
the inner Court, but they beheld the moſt excellent beautic 
of the Call le, being the moft gozgeons and ſtatele buildings 
that ener they had (ene: where they had not long ſtaped, but 
they beheld Bellona comming towards them, whem they 
thought to haue bene ſome Quene incloſed in that Cattle, 
fa; that ſhe was ecowned with an Imperizl! Diateme : who 
with her ſozceries (0 bewitched their (ences, that (immediate 
ther fell into a dead and ſound lla pe, pꝛeſentiꝑ che comman- 
ved them to be conuaped into a ſtrong Pziſon, and there fct- 
tercd them with Jrous, 

At ſuch time as they awaked, ther were crcadingly a- 
mazed to f& themſelncs in that marmer impziloned: and Pa- 
[1/mus, was ſo cnraged with ertreamt ſozrow, that he tare 
915 haps, and rent his gatmeats, rapled cn his miskoztune, 
cvrled his DeflUnies, and vexed his cwne heart with extreame 
paſſt2ns cf ſozrow, that his ſprech was returned into bitter 
ig hes, and his ſences fo220t their ſe2msr ver tue, and he was 
[2 zeſperately (ad, that no griefe might be compared (8 that 
30 endured, 

Pollipus cn the other ſide, continued his wonted manner of 
enduring afflidion, which was pzelently ts ſtudp how to tie 
umſelſe and his friend from the ſame, which might be accoun- 
ted the rareſt vertue that euer was in a Knight, he only tut; 
22 fozhis releaſe, and neuer raged noz railet againſt himſelte. 
dag other wales diſteper his ſences, but cue rtame his **

The next pozning, bariſmus early came to viſit the

Whete- 
tfs:e they came both vato old Antiochus, to as ke his aduiſe thetr- 
in, wis told them, that ſince it was thetr deſite to de part, he 
would vile all the meanes he could ts purchaſs their content, 
and therefoze went towaid the Dea fide, where td a gadly 
Towne, being lometime tbe chiekeſt of that Counttep, and

Aurana all bis while remained in the J. 
land of Rocks, kindly iutreated (as is be ·

fur pziſed with ſuch deſire to obtaine her 
2 kaueut, that it was a gtiet᷑e to him at any 
time to ſe her (ad, and on a time he came 
vnts her (being in her Chamber, actom- 
panted by Leda her Paide) and haning obtzined her conſent, 
vttered theſe ſpeeches.

campell your conſent,but you li ke wiſe ſ& that my mind is not 
bent to any cruelty, but I haue cuer ſince your arrtuall humbly 
ſued and intreated your friendHtp which J effeem moze vere 
then mp life. Pere you ſhall abide in great quiet and pleaſure, 
not ſubject vuto any, but ſhalt be chtefe Gonernour of this 
Caltle, my ſelfe, and all that is mine.

Laurana hauing heard his ſpe ches, was ſo ſut pʒiſe d with a 
vertuous diſdaine to beare bis flattering, that ſhe was reſol- 
ue d nat td anſwer him at all, but atlaft, the repiyed in this 
ſozt.It is in vaine Tyzant (qusth the fe the to think to pur- 
chaſe any loue at my hands by thy flatteries, therefoze dekiit 
thy (ate, Which is as adious tome as thy (elfe, which zhinkeft 
becanſe by treachery Jam bzought into thy cru ii hands, 4 
will pe ld ta thy allutements: no Tyꝛant, no, india what pu- 
nich ment than canſt vpen me, J will neuet pe ld to ha the 
any fanour,that deſerueſt to be bated of all men: be ſides, thou 
ſ&& my eſtate, vafit to liſten to the allurements of loue:thete⸗ 
fo; e if thou haſt any vertue in tha, (as thou ſhe we ſt thy ſelfe 
to haue none) bew that thou loueft me, by deũiſting to tr double 
me any moze with the haſh ſcund of thy odisus inffruments :

Afterward comming bato a ſider which he had with him, 
named Adamaſia, ze began to vnſold vate her the ſamme of 
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bis affection ta Laurana , and hom aiſdainfally ſhe had vſed 
hun, reque ſting yer counſell to further him therein : who be- 
ing an euill dil pale d creature, and rather ready to intice hum 
ts ctuli then todifl wade bim frem the ſan:e,ſhs pꝛomiſed him 
that it the might haue the cuſtody ot Laurana, the would nat 
dog ut but (one tobzing her co conſent va'o his ecfire,, which 
Andramart was in (aine doubt to ſaffer, foz that he wis loath 
any ſhould haue the keping of her but himtelfe. Bar at laſt, 
being inticed by hope of ovtaining her god will gaue his con- 
ſent, and the wicked Adamaſia had the charge of tne meſt ver- 
tuous Laurana, vnto whom he vafolbed the cauſe of her com- 
ming, vüng many perſwaſons to Laurana, to conſent to lone 
Andramarr, telling her that ſhe was vn'viſe to refufe the gd 
will of hum that was ſs mighty a man. Laurana ſœing a wozſe 
plague then euer the befoze endured, to be now befalae ber, 
by being troubled with ſuch an impudent ſolliciter, was (o 0- 
uetcome with ſozrow and griefe, that this laſt ver tien ſæ .

Adamaſu therefoge purpoling to bing her bufines fo effec. 
fir cauſed Leda to ve pztioned and retraincy from her Pt⸗ 
trelle pzeſence, weich was an inſuppoztable gricfs to der. 
N:rt the cauſed young Paritmenos and his Nzr'e, to be kept 
from his Þ#th:rs knowleoge, and ſuch things as Lau ana had 
vefoze enjoyed fo det ve, were now quite kept from Her, ard 
and ber dpet ſcanted, being ſerued of ſuch as ill agreed with 
ger Ramack?, Lau ana feing her ſelfe thns vſed, began ta 
frare ſome harder meaſure , which very ſhoztly feli cut 
rue: Adamaſia longing te crecute her cruc ity vpon the vers 
nous Lady, came vnts her, and aſking whether as yet ſhe 
would coudt'cend to pzld her loue to Andramart : ſo ( ſais the) 
tis naw no dallping, foz J will epther purchaſe dis content 
op thy conſent, a wozke thy ſo2ritv.

env wav mollified with her gentle intreaties, that in extreamc 
rage the departed, with fall intent to execute het inſatiate 72+ 
uenge en Pariſmenos:but commiag into the Aut fe: Chamber, 
and not finding him no2 bis Aut ſe, che could not tell what ts

Md coatinually he ſpent her time in bemoaning the lee ef 
der Lozd, and the vntimely laughter of Faritmenos, Whigs 
43 thought aCuredly to be dead.

Ndramart all this while continned in god 
hope of Lauranzes fanour, which he was in 
ſome ſazt aſſure d of by Adamaſiacs peiſwa- 
ſion, who continually vſed all the delapes ſhe 
couls to hinder him from viſiting Laurana:

matuailous perplexitp be ſtœd conjectaring what might be 
the occaſion thercof. One while thinking , that ber owne 
impatiency had canſed her vſe that cruelty againſt her ſ(clfe, 
Againe, be began to ſaſpet Adamaſia, fog that he miſt Led 
Lauranacs Gentleweman. 
At laſt Laucana hauing eſpyed him, being abaſhed at his 
laddaine comming, fo; that ſhe was diſtobed, atoſe from ac

to enjoy pour heauenly pzeſcnce, J haue pꝛeſumed to ſhew my 
ſeſfe in year gentle aſpe d, though contraiy to peur command, 
truſting to haue ſome gad hope of pour gentle nede:but contra 
ry to my expectation, J find my ſelfe to be fruffrate of all com» 
fozts, and your (elfe to be in that cquipags, that J know not 
how to utter theſe my ſpeches, noz conjectnre ol the cauſe of 
this pour ſoꝛtow, which dꝛiueth me into a thouſand deubtfull 
cogitations, leaſt J am now moze vnwelcome to pour com - 
pany then I haue deſerved, being altogether ignozant ef 
any cauſe of «ffence that J haue giuen bats peu. Poze he 
weuld haue ſaid, but that Laurana interrupted him in thts 
loz?. 

It til beſ@meth a man of thy ſere to bſe diſſimulation, ſo: 
that the crueK vſags & haue endured cannot be vaknowne to 
the, but pzocurev by thy meanes:and now farther to tozment 
me (that am altogethor reſolued to abids thy greatest fury -) 
then commeſt with diCemblung and counterfeit-flatteries to 
excuſe thy tyzanny, thinking by the counterfeit ignozance te 
par chaſe that which thy tyranny cannot fred. Bat be affy- 
red that Jam wow ſo farre from condiſcending ts conceiue a. 
ay god opinion of the, as it is but in vaine foz the ts btter a. 
ny mozeſpechss ; but thinke and be perſwaded, that by thy 
cruell denites thou haſt giuen me fuch canſe to hate the, that 
I will foz euer eſta me thee the hate ful leſt Tyzant lining, and 
the cruolieſt homicive (hat is in the wozld. 
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Theſe ſpeches bzaue Andramart into ſuch an amazement, 
that with man dathes, vowes and pꝛzote ſtations, ge requeſtcy 
Laurana to man feſt vnto him, the acta ſion of theſe her ſpæ · 
ches, which the was viged to doe, wondzing at the many in⸗ 
tteaties he made, ſo; lhe thcught aſſuredly,it had ban by his 
pecucement, but at laſt, by bis pꝛoteſtations, the ſuſpected 
the contrarp, and began to declare vnto him the manner of her 
vage: Pow lhe was daily whipt and beaten by two old mcr- 
c1{c&: women, and bsto A damaſia hav murdered her Sonne 
Parilinenos , with re me mrance of whoſe dDegth, the vitered 
ſuch abandance cf teares, that Andramare wamltke wiſe rea- 
dy to wer pe to ſæ the ſozrow the endured. This hard vſage 
(qucth Laurana) J haue endured by pour crue ii meanes, be- 
ſides the impztlonment of my @ernant Leda, oz het death, fo; 
that I bane nat of long time ſ@ns her, and now in fraudulent 
manner, I fears me, vou come to ſyill my btond, which is here 
ready to abide pour tyanup. 

Mott vertuous Lady (quoth Andramart) if any ob theſe e- 
uils haue happened by my meanes, 02 any wapes by m con⸗ 
ſent.then ef@eme me the ctuclteT creature lining, then let me 
neuer enjoę any title of pour fauna, which twill be moze grie- 
nous vnto me then a thouſand deaths: then let the'Pcauens 
powze downe thetr vengeance vpon my deteſted carkaſſe, an 
all the faries-of hell cternalip paſlefe my ſoule. Let the Earth 
receive my hate d body inte her bowels, and let me ſoz ener be 
dotefted and abhazred of all creatures.. 

UWhich wozds he had no ſ@ner vitered, but Adamaſia was 
entred Lauranacs chamber,and ſ@ing ber bzother in that rage 
wonld haue departed againe ; but he eſpying der, called yer 
bato him. And Laucana new afaredly perſwading her ſolſe 
that he was ne way guilty of her cruel{ Mage, abhozring ths 
fight al the trꝛanne ſe, ſaid : Behold the executioner of Pari- 
moos tragedy,aid your tyzanny : at which wozds, Andra- 
art Bzew out his fanchion, which he contimnaliy woze about 
him, dotermining ts ens her deteſted life, but ſhe fearing dis 
cruelty, and being terrifigh with his ghaliy countenance, 

an 
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ranne with ſuch ſwifinelTe from his pzeſence, that miſſing her 
ſteps, ſhe lell town a high paite of Caires, and daſhed cat her 
batefull bz aines, and in that manner, accozping te her owne 
wicked life, ſhe deſperately ended her des. 

Andrcamart thinking her death not ſufficient to reuenge the 
cruell tozments Lauraza had indared, in futieus ſozt, ranged 
by anddowne the Caſtle, vatill he had found the old hags that 
had bin Adamaſiacs inſttuments of fary, one of them be im⸗ 
mediately flew, and the other fled tnto the open Court, whom 
he purſacd,and in the ſ{ght of his Piſtreſſe, ( who was behel⸗ 
ding the dead bodyof Adamaſia) at ene blow he pattes her 
curſed headfrom her filthy body. Which in ſame ſozt rejopced 
Laurana ts ſeæ, but he ill ranne vp and downe, raging in ſuch 
craell ſoʒt, that his ſeruants fled from his pzeſence, and hid 
themſelaes fo; feare of his fary.

without my knowtedge, amd aſſuce pour ſelfe J haue ſo hand- 
led che buwozthy pzocurer there of, that ſhe ſhall neuer bece- 
after purchaſe pour diſcoatent, humbly deſit ing you to pardon 
my negligence,by meanes wheresf, peu are bzought into this 
miſchance : and allo J pzap pou certifie pour: noble ꝙ iſt ic ſſe, 
that Andramart is no way te be blamev,foz the rememuzance 
of her griefe hath bzought ſuch terrour to his heart, that be 
all neuer ref in quiet, vatill he hath wzonght her the happy 
con:ent ſhe deſtreth, which if he knew what it were, he would 
pzeſcn'ly put iu pzagiſe. And taking Leda by the hand, with 
all humtiity he bzonght her vats Lauranacs Chamber, who 
retoyetng at her ſight, loaingly and with jop embzated her, 
ind Andramart departed , pꝛelen:ly commanding all things 
is be numſtred to Laurana in ſuch diligent ſozt, that thx 
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caulo not chale but commend bis god nature, whom ſhe aſſt 
redtu ue lud was no wap pztup ta his üſters adiens: f.;

'ye Jland. y Pater contianally bꝛocght vnto dim ſuth ri⸗ 
ches as he tould get vpon the Dea, and hd pen falne into bis 
hands, thither de would haue contered ror! £8 Ptſoners, 
dom whence you chord never bane efcapey, In which wee 
haue continued along time, but veing fat into cut hep, 
we kntreat you to aue dur lines, whofe deaths will nothirg at 
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Type Prince hearing this repozt, was wondertullę trouble d 
in mind, and began toconjectare that the ſame Pyzates that 
tad bettaped them in the deſolate Jizand, and ficd with his 
eſpcuſchd Laurana, were likewiſe of Andramarts ſetuants. 
Zhtch cauſed him to conferre with bellipus, who was krou⸗ 
vle d with toe very ſame thought, and grounttng their hopes 
thercon, they determined to make tpall thereof, but fil 
thep queſttoncd with Oſwalds ſeruants, to ſ i thcp could 
gather any comfoz:table re pozt frem them, who tels them, 
that it was a great while fince they were un tbe Jiand, and 
tbcr:io;c {hep could no wap infc2ine them the; cot. 

But thee noble Lmaghts hearts were lo tcuined with this 
rt poꝛt ot Andramart, that they aſſurediy petſwaded them 
ſelues, that thiy ſhould heare ſome news of Laurana, and with 
that detetminatien they made choile of ſuch ofthe Ppꝛats as 
ther thought were ſitte ſt fe thetr guides, and with allthe halt 
f5ep could haſted thitherwards, once againe committing their 
Foztune to the mercy of the Seas. 

Not many dapes alter, they bp bappy ſucte ſce in trauaile, 
cre came nete the Zland of R:ckes, ( the wiſhed place cf 
their expedation) then Patiſmus and Pollipus began to conſult 
bc twire themſelues ke their beſt landing, ſoꝛ that it was aſus 
red them, that it was umpoſſilile to entet by fo2ce : ſoʒ the pals 
lage was conttnnally Trongiy guarded, and all things ſo ar- 
tificialiy contriued, fe: the diſaduantage of ſuch as ſheuld at 
tcmpt any thing, that it was altogether vaine to thinke that 
way to enter. 

Thele diicomlozts dzaue them to the trial of their bifermoſt 
wits, fo2 by the perſwaſton thep had to finde Laurana there, 
they determined (though the attempt were ncner (o dange- 
tous) to make trpall thereof, oz Pari mus rather determined 
fs be detained there as a Pztſoner, then to lcanc any thing 
vnperſozmed, whereby he was put in any comfozt of his long 
and wiſhed expe dation. 

Therefoze calling to them (ach as wert the Sernants of 
Oſwald, they told them that the conqueſt of that place —_— 
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reffcd in their powers: thercfoze Pariimas ſaid, if you 
will condiſcend to follaw my directen here, 4 doe not 
doubt but eaſity to accomplich the ſame, and foz your truth, 
reward pou ſo kiadly, as teu thalino way ned to feare the 
fucg of Andramart, who maketi no other account of pou, but 
to de pe peu as his Uafals and Nlanes, in bondage and crucll 
ſeruitude, whereas if rev will be faithfull and true vnto me, 
J wilt ſet pou at liberty, ang reward pon, to your hearts 
content. Foꝛ Im (clie am gouernear of a Country farre 
crca@ving this place, whither à will conduc you with me, it J 
bapptly atchicue my defire herein, oʒ if my determination fats 
leth herein, pon hall ſafely returne viito car Ships,and be ac- 
quitted from all teare ofhis revenge. | 

The Py;ates hearing the courreons ſpœches of Parmini!s, 
bauing alſo in the time they gad bent in his company noted 
Ms Pzincely behantour, ans on the other toe, weighing the 
eſtate they re mained in, being his Paioacrs, on whon be 
might inflie a cru il puniſhment if they ſuoaid refuſe tu apor 
im in-the requeſt he dad made, and allo confitering the 
little account Andramare had atwapes m 10s of them, ant 
the cruelty he vſed to them : At: thete conderatieus w2 inghe 
ſuch # change in the heart of theſe paze laurs, that ther 
frelp condiſcended to fellow his diregtens in gup thg 92 
hou!d demand. 

Pari{mus Was glad ofthetr conſent, but fearing to ug 
them, he dffcred theſe [paches. ©725, I thaniic yon to pow: 
wilhngnelfc to pleaſare me, bot pardon mc th2ugh I ez ke 
ſame que ſtion of pout lopa ltv. to; that A hanc bien altendv ve - 
cetued by men cf your pꝛofeſſten: and as I ſuppoſe of Aud 
marts ſetuants, by whoie unfaithfulngs theſe miſeties that we 
are faine into haue happened. Whercapon he tœke cccafl 
on to repozt vnto them the treacheryof the ates in the de · 
ſolate Jlans thereby to make vutaitt tulntile ſa me c bious in 
their gets. 

The Pyzates vowed with ſach confitence to be true vnto 
them, that they were futly aſſured et the it faith, t beuig now 
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neart tic — of their landirg, admiring the wonderful 
ſtrong; ei che lame, thus they cantinued in their tratagem. 

Pariim as, {01!1p45, and Ba: zillus (who would n@ds accompe- 
ny ic ) armed tgemſelues with the beſt armonr they had, 

and putting en Sea gownes whereunder they conue ped tyeii 
"0203 ſoſectetiy, that nene could diſcerne the lame) were 
conduded as conque tod by the Pirates, vnto the pa ſſage inte 
the land, and Anontus in their company { who by no means 
w:uldleaue chem.) Which the Gardtants perceiuing, and 
Enowng O:walds ſetuants, aud thinking the reſt to be sozi- 
ſoners, carelefly lapd aſide thetr weapons, nothing ſuſpt aing 
fhctrintent, kindip welcommeed their (ellowes, and conduged 
them with joy, pal theit places of rgUNance, which the 
Anigbts percetuzng, ſuddainty (caered itemſetues, and with 
theit weapons Tzawne, val:antie tard abeut them, that they 
ſane hat flaine ſuch as te ſiſted them-The pꝛates ſe ing this 
ha pp ſucce ſſe, went on with Paritmus and Pollipus, tswards 
Andrainarts Caſtle, which when they had Howne them, they 
deſited (betngterrifico with feare of Andramarts cruelty) te 
returne vnto their ſhips, who laughing at their timogauſnes, 
rave them leaue to depart with Barzillus, who vndertwke to 
txpec the Paſſage, that none might enter to endamage 
them.

ter this conqueſt obtained, and all things as 
pet falling out accozding o their willc de- 
fires. Pariſmus and Pollipus, enelp attended 
by pwze Adonius, made towards the Calle, 
whereby reaſan that it was late, they co 1? 
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into a bee pe of ſhozt hzubs, and duſhes that grew by ſhe 
Cale wall, ſuffictent to hide thema, and there determimd 
ty take theic rights repoſe. This ciplore was io und- 
d1:nly pertozmed, that thoic withiatue Callie had no gew - 
ledge thereof, which fell cut well fe the two Knights, why 
quietiy reſted in that place, being no wap mee cd that nigh? 
ut were txcadinglpgtieued to hare the g. zanes pes, and 
giteudus complaints, of ſuch as remaines in Dien, which 
cor: muet in ſuch ctuell miſery, as it were ta brane to re-

Care lp the next mozning, theſe Noble minbee Bs, has 
aing 1th wile cendderatton, weighed the groa's!t peilt of 
this there attempt, attended their fliſt oppozrunits, Which 
thus fell out. Sitting intheur ſecret (h2oud, thepeſpyed ſeme 
of che ſetuants paſſe in t out at the Caſtle gate, wbither the p 
pꝛeſently went, and came to the Po2'er with theſe ſpeches. 
Poꝛtet (quo:d Pariimus) open the gate and {23 vs in. The 
Pozter |@ing them, was (8 amazed, that he top hike one tha: 
were ſence leſle: but calling his better rememb2 inces toge- 
ther: Sir amght (queth he) it is pertlous to enter here, fo; 
be aſſuted if yaw once come within the gates, it is impcſtble 
foz you to returne. Ode te ( quoth Pariſmus) open me the 
gate. With that the Pozter began ts ring a Beil, withall 
his fozce, but was ſwone hindzed from pꝛocæding by Pollipus, 
who gaue him ſo dæ pe a wound en the Arme, that he was in⸗ 
'o2ced to let goe ; but that little time of ringing was a ſhFiet + 
ent warning to thofe within, who by multitudes came flocks 
ing to the gate, and opened the ſame, YWhen pzefently Pari 
mus offered to enter , but they being ſtrenger by reaſon of 
their number, hut to the fame agatne, and run buto A Ara- 
mart, who hearing their rep92t, pzoſently commanded 20. of 
his beſt Knights to arme themſelues; himſelſe likewiſe arnieh 
himſelfe, and went downs to the gate, which he tommanerd 
to bo opened, and ſ@ing no moze vutoniy two Dnighes: 
lelte not voachlaling to ſpeake to thom )eommandey gts Be 
aunts to cart them to pziſon; be whith mean they hn or- 
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caſton to enter within the gates, Where dzawing their ſwozds 
thep fad vpon thetr defence, whichAndramarts men began to 
laugh at, thinking them fwlith to tet them: but tt tell ont 
to their ſozrow. 

Fo; Dar iſmus began to lay about him, and Pollipus to de ⸗ 
kend hemſelle, chat immediately they had ſlaine two of Af dra- 
mar ts (eruants, which the reſt percetaing, all at once began 
to aſlaile theſe Champicns:who placed themſe lues in ſuch 03- 
der, that they caũlę withſtod their fozcezand by exquiſit (kilt, 
farthcred tgemſelues, that till the aNatlants periſhed, and in 
ſhozt ſpace thep had Caine one halſe cf them, and the reſt (&@- 
ing their party ill decreaſe, began to dꝛaw backe, which 
tarned to theilt deſltugten: ko; theſe Lintghts petceiuing them 
to quaile, ſo furtou ſlxy auaultedthem, that ttce all ibere ended 
their lifes : which others that ũ od by perteiuing, fle d into a- 
nother Court, and Hut a ſtrong gate againft the Knights that 
purſued them, and inthe meane time, tp the commandement 
of Andramart, ther were incloſed within that Coutt, by ſuch, 
as while they wers in this Teurt,went ont a Poſterne Cate, 

- and faſtened that Gate at which they entred ſo ſure lp, that it 
was impoſſible foz them to get cut, by which meancs they 
were incloſedin that Court. 

Which when ther beheld, they perceinecd it to be no other 
but a Trong d ziſen, foz it was incompaſſed with a mighty 
ſtone wall, and no paſſages but the two Gates, by which 
means they were betraped into the hands of Andramart, vnles 
by ſome Etrange means they cheuld be deliuezed. This aue 
theſe knights into ſach veration, that they ceuld not tell what 
to doe,no2 how to he haue themſelnes. Andramart ſe ing his 
men thus laughtered enely b two nights, greatly admired 

; their valeur, and alſo matuailing what the acta ſion of their 
6  quatrell might be, which he deſtred to know,ſearing the trea- 
j 


chery of his Sergants that kept the paCage,by means wherof / 
- beſfsze that time. he euet thought himſelſe inſecurity,þe (pake 
| hatefhem loking from auer (he Mall) in this ſozt. Knights 
(quoth he) whai ke ron in this place, that hath — 
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rou to offer ſuch outrage againſt my Seruants: If any that ve · 
longeth vato me hath offered you diſcurteſie, Jam ready to 
l him make you ſufficient ſatisfadion : if none hath done 
yon offence, J wenld wiſh peu to depart , without bzinging 
tout ſelues in further danger; fo2 ſo much J regard pour 
god (bcholding your valcur) that J would te loath te (&@ke 
reuenge fo thele mp Seruants deaths, but (et you at {tver- 
ty, lo peu vill pzomrie me to depart, without offering me no 
further injury. 

Paritmus thas replped, If thou art the owner and ruler of 
this Caſtle (as 1 ſuppoſe)then know, that we are ſuch as goe 
in ſearch of a loſt friend, wzom we affurediythinke thou vn- 
'uſtly detaincſt, foz none but thy ſelte would doe ſuch a dif- 
courtetus d&d:as allo hearing the treachery thou vſelt to tra- 
uailers, and the continuall outrages thou attempteſt by Sea, 
whereof we haue had lutfictent tryail, we determinateiy came 
as well to finde our loſt friend, as alſs to requite the diſcourte⸗ 
ſte we haue formd by thy ſeryants, nc / which our comming, 
thou knowefſt what we haue begun, and gar determination is 
togs fozwards, vnles thou wilt veuthlafe vs that curteſie to 
let vs(& the pziſoners thou de taineſt, which it theu denteſt, aſ- 
ſure thy ſelte we are fully bent to purchale the thing we 
came fo2, 02 in purſuit thereof, hazard our deareſt bleud: 
therefozz reſoine vs what thou wilt doe, fog we challenge the, 
if thou halt any ſparke of honourable Katghthsd, to ſhew the 
(ame in honourable, and not in treacherous ſozt, which well 
make aut teuenge moze ſh ar pe. | 

Andramart hearing the (peaches of the valiant Pariſmuys, 
could not well te ll in what ſvzt to anſwer them ene while par- 
poling to detatne them in that plate, bat not confidently truſt - 
ing the Krength thereof,that thought was (wne vanided, then 
he began to conjicture that Laurana was the. Lady, in whoſe 
ſearch they tame, withal remfvatng'that if ſhe ſhenid ve taken 
from him, it would be moze griruaus then a thouſand deaths, 
ye relolued to offer them the fight of the Paiſoners , fearing 


that they would :vtherwile der zum ſome mhlchieſe, At — 
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multitue of ſunTzp cogitations ſs opp;eded his mind, [hat be 
detetnuned to try the vitermolt of thetr power, aud to put 
them in the moſt extremity that might be: and therefoze re- 
(uracth them this anſwer. 

Pꝛoud Knights (quoth he) whoſe malice J nothing feare, 
know that J will not in any reſpea yeeld your requeſt, and 
therc foze content pour ſelues with this anſwer, that J am 
determined (ſince you refaſe niꝝ gentle eſtet) to detaine you 
bers, vntill pcur pʒite be ſomewhat abated, and by that time 
I hope you will wilh peu had accepted my offer ;: and with 
thofe woꝛds departed, which vered the two Knights, the ra- 
ther fo; that they were voyd of meanes to ſæ ke reuenge:being 
inclaſed in ſach (ozt, that there was no way fozthem ts eſcape 
Fair iſhment : Where they centinued all that might in moſt 
beany caſe, not being able to take one minutes rc ſt. In which 
time Pollipus accozding to his wonted manner, tyzed his 
wits with deutfing hew to vnfaften the Gates, oz eſcape their 
imminent danger. 

Pariſmus en the other (ive, had his mind2 fronbled with a 
thouſand cogitations of his beloned Laurana,whem he thought 
aſſutedlp to be there tmpaiſoned , which dzaue him into (ach 
good hope, that notwithſtanding the extremity of Andramart, 
he hewed a countenance of greater jop then befoze he had v. 
ſed, which re jorced Pollipus ans poze Adonins, whoſe heart 
was much grieved to ſe the pertil his deatt friends wore like 
fo endure. 

Andramart began to ton ſe dure, that if Laurana were the 
Ladp whom they ſought, then it was his be ſt courſe to ke p: 
them as Pziſoners ſtill in that place, and not deſtroę them ur 
Famichment, as befeze he had determined: but te rid himſe lie 
of that doubt, he pzinily called Leda vats him, and bzonght her 
vnto a ſecret place, where he might pʒim l beheld the t 
Knights, with theſe ſpeches. Pamozell (quoth he) there ace 
newly arrived at m Caſtlo, twoKmghts, whom 4 (appoie 
are came in ſearch of thy Piſtrefe Laurana:therefoze I deſite 


you to teſolae me. Foz if yen know them, 4 mill not vie (ueb 
tigout 
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r(gour towards them, as J am determined: But fs3 ber ſaks 
in whoſe ſight I fill deſire to be gracions ) I uill remit the 
:ffence J haue taken againſt them,foz the Qaughter of my ſer 
aants, whom pon ſ& lye dead at their fete. 

Leda all thts while diligently behcld the'e Rrights, but 
knew them not, by reaſon of thetr ſtrange Armcut: but at 
laſt the eſpyed Adonius, whom the very well knew, thereby 
afaring her ſelfe, that it was Pariſmus and Pollipus that 
were in Armour, and fearing that the ſpeches Andramart v- 
ed, rather did pzoced from a policie to fit his minde then o- 
therwiſe to intend their god, foz that he was full of treache - 
rie, ſhee made him thisanſwer, Sir, J know net wo eace the ſo 
Knights ate: nepther did J euer ſ& them be foze: hut would 
that J might be ſo happy, as to carry am ſuch god newes to 
my Zady,oz were he ſo happy, as to arriue in this place, that 
he might be at pour conrfeous diſpoſition, who, J am ſure , 
foz my PiltrelTe ſake, would intreat him well, but had An- 
dramart well marked her conntenance , it would haue be- 
waxed that which he conceated', and he deftred: Foz the 
thought the time very long, vntill ſhe were come to her Lady 
with theſe joofull newes t and he being ſatisfied with her an- 
wer let her depart te her Bttrefſe Chamber, where che 
was no ſconer entred, bat ſh? dectared vnto her the cauſe why 
Andramart had called her fwzth, and that hs was aſſarcy Pa- 
riſmus and Pollipas were arriaed !'rehearſing how they had 
faine aboue twenty of Andramarts Sernants, and that they 
were incloſcd in a inner Court where they remained in very 
god eſtate. 

Laurana was ſo reuined with: top to beate her deare KL 022 
name d, that her heart leapt within her, and a thouſand times 
imbzaced Leda,fozbzinging der that happy newss. Chen the 
began to conftver ofthe eſtate they remainad iu, being incloſet 
that they could not get out,which thought was moſt grienous 
vnto her, but by the comfaztavie (peches of Leda, ſhe was in 
greataſſurance of thelr happy eſcape aut of all dangers, in 
which gend hope He 3 with a moft longing de fire,tc 
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beare eme Newes of them · „ Andremare determining not ts 
bis \tich rage as to family them, fo; that he bad in m ſeme 
patkes cf Bamanity)canſed ſufficient meate to te mu[nfttee 
viito them, teꝛtifting dis Ca ſtle ſo ſtcengir as te cculd pe ſu 
ble dentſe. e was like wiſe gtuen ta unde rard, tpat td 
paſlage towards tbe es, was Ulrangiy fozithr2, and de lent-t 
that none cenld paſſe that War, ub ick b;oight'a great tc 
tout to is minde. 

The impziſened knights tentinned in great care, catneſt 
iy gudring tu tid themſe ars from that thꝛaldeme At lat 
thep concluded in the lent tung ct the nicht, te ct Addon 
on the Mall, who ceuld get dene, and gee !9 Darzillus, 10 
Witt htm ſend them ſome Cees, whereWith they eeutd mate 
a Ladder, which was the reatir u meancs (cigttber their in 
tent: which Violetta vnterte kt wc ſt willingly, nothing rc · 
gazding the dar ger the ſheuld pat ber ſcife into thereby £ and 
lo with mach adde they got het tothe te p of the Mall, whoſe 
be art began to faile, when ſhe ſaw the bright ſhe thenidicape 
done, being vnactuſt: med to {ſuch petils. Fut temembzing 
the parties foʒ whoſe ſalie he end vndertaks tat bazars: 
arming her ſelle with an vndaunte d ceurage, not agttable to 
ber Bene and weake Batnre, the lea pt downe: and (the carth 
reſnfing te harme (o (ſweets atrcatute ) ſafelr eſcaped the dan 
ger of the fall, ans with a oi heart wem te wal ds the place 
where Barzillusttmatnsd, which (he could icarcaiy nde, by 
reaſen that it waa darke, and remenbeing the danger of the 
place, che thought every Buſh that enteuntted het uew, hed 
ba ne her enemy. Wut with meze then sccuſtomed bolen: de 
in ber Bixe, he (conc att tued at ide Paſſage whe re Barzüllus 
was : nat fle ping, but carefutiy attending pts charge. UWho 
eſpying Adonius, rcquſted to knaw þowhts deere @ 02d and 
Poilipus fated; who declared vnto him t ſfeauaiiꝝ the eats 
tibet remained in, and the cauſe of his comming, which Bar- 
zulus pꝛeſentię per fogmed/,, having god tet ft;ch pou 
gonabe2dhis Whippe, aud leaving ts cuſtodie af the Paſs 
fage to(uch of his Company, as be knew (@ be both conragy-

cus andfaithftil t he geparted and went with Adonias bats 
the Cattio Mall, and with thetr Ladder meunted the top of 
che ſams 5; ſo that both of them went aner wiito the i nights , 
who moſt j :plaily welcommed Barzillus. Who having ſalu⸗ 
ted them, and conferred abont their exploytes, at their intreas 
tus hit Departed againe bats his charge: ohe rean de pended 
the chtefeſt Tay of all the ir ſate ties, ſoʒ t hat the? Luck diners 
af Aadramcta ſeruants were abzoad, whcle arttuall might 
much endamage ther. To pꝛeuent which, it bebanedthem 
to haut am eſpectall regard : being glad that they had goiten 
this deuiſe, patiently put the ſame tn execution; and got cuer 
into the next Contt, the ſtateline ka of thick place, in their 
epinton, ercclled foʒ ſumptucuſnede ail the buildings that e⸗ 
ver they beheld. In the mieſt cf che Court, ſtœd a ſtatelp e- 
rected Fountaine,; whereon were placed manp beantifutlJ- 
mages, of mall turieusimrauan mozke, the pleaſantneſſe ui 
which place, much delighted ther t tau led ſentes ta keteld: 
ver which fountains they ſtaxed, to behold the gallant baild- 
ings, Tately Tutrets, and ſumptueus Wialles, that autwara- 
le av2zned the pl ite. ex peaing the chetetuli ught ot the Sun. 
to comt ot them in their dutreſſe, which par ſent i beg an to 
ſhew his ſplentdant beames, which gliſtred van the glaſte 
windaw, that tho place ſæmed another Paradtce, and there 
they attended the concluficn of their attempt, ether to their 
comfo2t. ozconfuſtons. 

The firtthatentred the Court; theytayd hands on, and 
dy t impulſton, Urged him ta declare what fozce was in the 
Caſtle. Wiho( vpon pꝛomtſe chat they would nat offer him vi- 
olence )told them, that late there arrined at the Cattle two 
of Andramarts Be thzen, boing t tamen men of great cou- 
rage, which inhabited the: further parts of that Aland, whe 
were determined to make tryalt of their ſtrengto that day: 
the eldelt named Gulmor, the ottzer Bramdn. And that Ar- 
dramart determined , if that his Wꝛotbers failed, bimlelte 
woald mak trxall of his foꝛtune, but if all of them fatled, 3@ 
had a hundzed Seruants ready in Armer, to arde lim. 

Ny Tariſmus 
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pariſmus hearing bts ſpeeches, began greatiy to diſpaire 
of vieozy, conſtzering that ſuch a nambex were ta teadineſſe 
one l againft them tws, cut ſach was the conſtant reſoluticn 
of theſe two Knights , that chuſing the fitteſt place, foz their 
furtherance in Fight, theę dett runned to try the vttermeſt et 

their foztune. 

Andramart the next mozning being earely bx, 4 diſcearſing 
with his 1Bzethzen about their affaires, by chance loked cut 
at a window, andeſpyed where the kmghts were (that be 
thought had bane ſare enough) were walking at liberty, 
which troke ſuch a terroz to his minde, that at the very ſight 
thereof, his heart fatled him, which ſo altered his tozmer put 
poſes of cruelty, that he thought it his be ſt courſe, to v e him ; 
ſelfe towards them, as beſt agte d with an honourable minde, 
Foz not withſt anding that oftentimes in tyꝛannicali manner, 
be perſecuted ſuch as neuer offended him, vet do often ſhewtꝭ 
many tokens of a courteous and vertnous mtude, though alto- 
getter dar kened by his cruelty: which together with the fcare 
be had of thefe Knights valeur, and ſeing their reſolution , 
cauſed him to come to his 15zethzen with theſe ſpeches. Be / 
hold ( quoth he) vonder ate the Knights that haue eſcaped cut 
ol the plate A had incloſed them in, and ate come to wozke m 
farther danger, hauing already by their Ualoz flaine twentts 
ef my beſt Seruants : two moze godlier Knights did A neuer 
behold, which maketh me pitty the eſtate they ate in, being 
likely ne to ſuffer death by. pour invincible ſtrength, and 
were it not that J had ſent to; you toayde me herein, and 
that it might in ſome meaſure touch me with the name cf a 
Caward, X wouky-vſe them in the kindclt lot J could vour(e, 
and remit all further cauſe of ſtrife. Fez J ſuppoſe they are 
come in (earch of a Lady that remamelh in this Caffie,who'e 
pzeſence is the onely pzeſeruer of my life, which keing taken 
from me, will ſ@ne end my dayes : Therefoze god Beth zen 
teſalue me of the beſt courſe to be taken here in. 
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Gui mor be ing of a pzzud and haughtie diſpoſition , and 
ſcozning at the lenitie of Andramart ( whoſe heatt was tou⸗ 
ched with an inſappoztable feare,) would make him no ans 
(wer, but pzeſently went and armed htmſelfe, which thep ve - 
golding, did the like, and altogether went dcwne in o the 
Couct. And without any ſpœches, the two Bzethzen beingtull 
of (coznefull ꝓʒide, fully aſſating themſelnes cf the digg, at- 
ſailed Pariſmus and Pollipus. 

Who [@ing no greater oddes but one fs one, centred the 
Combate ſe cyeretnlly, as it had bene a (pazt oz paſtime, 
which continued a god while betwirt tte without any great 
diſadvantage on either partie : the noyie of wheſe weapons 
( claſhing on their Armour, came ts Lauranzes beating, who 
teuld by no meanes take any reſt that might, fog fzace and 
thought-taking leaſt Ardramaret ſhould wozke the death ct 
ber deere Lozyand friend, that one a ſuddaine ſtar ting to a 
window that loked into the Court, te eſpyed the konte 
inights Combating, aſſuring hcrſelfe that her friends were 
wo of them: whom Ge knew not, but as che was inſozmed 
by Leda to be thoſe in the blew Armour. Whoſe igyt much 
remaed the afflicted heart of Laurana with joy, but on the con- 
trary part thegreat danger ſh& ſaw them in, as much toz- 
mented her with feare. 

Aadcamart ſtanding by to behold the iſſue of this Combate 
(bauing an eye to the window where Laurana was vnfoztu · 
nate(y eſpyed her loking aut: Whereupon (mmeately bee 
ſent fours of his ſeruants to remoue het ints a ſtrong and cloſe 
Þ3i'on,farre from their ſight, which ſ tozmented the mindof 
Laurana ( together with the feare ſhe conceined foz Pari mus, 
haning no friend but Pollipus, inuitoned With a number of e; 
nemies ) that had not Leda laboured the contrary , ſhe had 
there overcome ber vitall ſences , with extremitie of ſozrow- 
lil continued the combate betwixt the Cham piens, but Pol- 
pus fæ ing himſelſe (0ze wounded by Bramon, was ſo inra- 
ged 31th fur p. that with all his fozce t ſkill he labogrey with 
ſach putCance againft his aſſatling enemy, that he had — 
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AYP rd him at his kote dead. Which Andramart petceining, 
came to Pollipus with thei: ſpacies. 
nigh quoth he thy tal lic is not yet ended, ſo; here am A 
to ttuenge tbe death el bini thou hat now cor que ted. where⸗ 
with 32 ___ to aTartic Pol pus with all vs fo:ce ; who ans 
rer his blowes Will the like ccurage, by which eme Pa- 
mus bad i? ft his enemy bzeathlelle, whe lay Walls mig at 
: tet ſtrangted wity zs obne bizud. 
Wart liz tte atme „would haue ed, (f arirg bis 
Zune n vnc fall but Poiltous ſaing vis intent, ioopght now 
a3 neuer to gew pꝛeſe ef his vatorr : : therefoge 's rin them 
clues from further danger, with gory his bands fit woke with 
rach v zolence vpen dis creſt, that the weak nelle of dis arms;

Be which time Andramarts ſeruants ſing the 3iÞr: (Te there 
Bafter was in, all at once aſſailed Parumus & Pollipus, who 
could not well tell how to eneure any further aint, but 
dzawing backe to the cozner of the Court, placed ttemſelnes 
inſuch ſozt, that their enemies could not greatly cndamane 
them, bz! till recezucd the wezſt, moſt of them being in mal! 
tontinnance cf fight ſoze wounded, and manp ok tdem were 
Mine, o that they ſæmed therewith like men that wers deſpe⸗ 
rate: One among tbe ef, that Andr2marcthad befoze taken

ked of the two Knights, whereby they grew ints godliking 
ofhim, and much commended his caurtefte.

NAhich Pariimus percetning, pzeſently ſent a meCenger to 
Barzillus, ts certifie dim of their happy ſucteſſe, whe leauing 
the cuſtydie of the paſſage to ſome of vis tłruſtic ſt Souldiers, 
came ta be pertaker with them in their rejopcinge, 

But netwithTanvirg, when all thought there was n moze 
cauſe of ſadneſſe, thetr quiet and pleaſures dete darkened r 
the heauy coontenance of Laurana, who could not fa2get the 
death cf ber young Son Pariſmcnos, but fill was pa: poſed fo 
con crale the ſame from Parilmus, which made them gie. lf (0 
matuaile. and 
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And vpon a day when Pollipus by the intreatie of Pariſmus 
gad rehearſed the whole diſcourfe of all their Aduentures in 
thedeſolate Aland, and the occaffon of their arrinall in that 
place, Laurana with theſe ſad remembzances, was put in mind 
repcly to compare her owne miſeries with theirs, and found 
them to be greater, fo that they were all in (ſafety , but ſhe 
milTed her yotrmg Sonne who was vatimely loſt, which Eruck 
ſuch aſadnes into all her ſences, that ſuddenly the burſt into 
abundarce of teares- Which dzaue them all into an admira⸗ 
tien, that Adoaius and Leda, ſ&@ing her eates, could not te- 
fratne from pertaking with her in that ſadneſle, but ( as the 
coſt eme cf women is) wept ſo company, Partiiinus maruats 
ling what was the cauſe of her (arzow , and de ſiccus to know 
the ſame, fo; that his heart therewith was crcadingly t03- 
mented, molt earneſtlp intreated her to vafold the cance ether 
artefe, that he night. it it were pellib le comfozther therein, 

Laurana being vnwilling in the lea degre to ſhew her 
ſelfe vndutifull to his will, began to declare the manner of bcr 
bzinging to that place by the Py2ates after they had betrayed 
dim on the coaſt of the Deſelate Jland, as alſo the kindne ſſe 
the bad found at Andramarts hands, and het that from time 
to time, he had bſed her in moT honourable ſozr.

Naw Andramart allthis while by perſwaftens of his si- 


cer abſented himſetfe from me(foz that ſhe had p2omurd gin 
ta obtame u conſent to his requeſt ) nothing mtiroubting 
the cine tte de datly vied vnte me. Put at length ſ@ing his 
ſuic £111 frultrated , and finding (as well by mine oun re 
p22t, as by other ruanifeſt p:wfes)her freacherte, and mp mts 
ſerp, he weulo with his @wezd haue flaine her: but che tun⸗ 
ning a way to auoid his rigenr, bur ſt her necke downe a pate 
of Antes. 

Tie two Old women her likewiſe fl. tw with his ewne 
bands ; mp7 ©:rumnthe ſent unte me, and ever after tha*, 
dſed me in a melt kind and good ſozt. And the very day whe!t 
von en'red in fight in this Court, he cauſed me to be lodged in 
the plice where pou found me. The greateil cauſe of this 17 
ſadncEe is, the loſſe of mg young Senne, whole death was vn 
tiincly, and whoſe - pzz(ence would haue crp*iled ſuch (ade 
thoughts as have polici my minde: and diſquieted the hap⸗ 
pte content I ſhould recelue by your honcuravie pzeſence. 

Paritmus hantng heard the ſumme of this Tragicall te pont 
could not chuſe butgreine, efpecially to thinke ef the miſetio 
ſhe had endared, and the death of his yourg Donne, whom bs 
had neuct (&@ne, that what with his and Lzuranaes ſadnes, all 
the whole company were growne intoa heauineCe. But with 
the comfoztabls petſwaſtons of Pollipus, the remen.,bzamce of 
theſe gricfes were ſomewhat mitigated. Pany dapes after 
they ſtayd in this Caſtle in good aud quiet eſtate, vntill the 
longing eſire Pariſmus had to returne inte Theſſalie, cauſed 
him to make pzoniſion foz his departure. 

Tellamor hauing knowledge thereof, deſired that bs won 
bouchſafs he mightattend on him in dis Tranailes, ſoz that 
bimſeife was of Salmatia, why tranailing in the ng 4 a 
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S1Tec that he had loft, was taken by thoſe Pyzates, re heat 
ling the whole truth thereof ; whereby Pariſmus knew htm to 
be Bꝛother vnto the Damozell in whoſe reſcus Oliris Was 
wouzzed, as hath bene befoze declared ; which cauſed him ta 
make greater account of him (hen befoze he had done, and eu⸗

rupt him in his (ad Lamentations with ſach conceits,that Pol. 
lipus wondzed te (& ſach wiſcdame ina Boy : dat by reaſon 
that ſhe was taken tobe no other then a Boy,he entred into 
no de per conflderaticn of her acticns. In the lent Night- 
time Violetta did with ſuch kindne e affe d his complaints, 
that when he ſüghed, he likewiſe ſighed: and ik he chaunced at 
any time to complaine of his hard Foztune, Violetta would 
as oſten bieſſe the happy time and heute when the fir ſt ſaw 
dim, and that (ye was ſo happy to be beloucd of (o honourable 
a knight. The variable difference of whoſe iopes were con- 
trary : foz Pollipus (little thinking his Violetta had bene ſo 
nxrehim)continnally (ſpent his time in deauineſſe, not being 
any way able to comfozt himſelfe with any hope of attaining 
bis wiſhed defire,being oftentimes terrified with the remem- 
bꝛante of her laſt dome, and deniall to bis ſute; as alſo, the 
mamnſfold miſchaunces that migbt befall her,oz that ſhe had ſo 
wilfully thzuſt herſelfe into, with a thouſand other diſpleaſant 
tho ights, ſufficrent enough to diſcourage any from pꝛeſuming 
vpon any god lucce le. By meanes whereof he continually 
1ematned in moſt heaup and ſad eſtate, ſtill deniſing how to 
eaſe his heart of that care it endured , wherein he greatly cr- 
cell:d in Conſtanc the fickle and wandzing thoughts of di⸗ 
uers now adapes,which are eaſily diſcouragedfrom petſiſting 
in their firſt reſoluttons, vponenery (mall diſcomfiture. 

Wiolettaes Jopes wers as exc&ding, as his ſozrowes were 
extreame, fo2 ſh& beheld continually the Conftancie tat 
raigned in his heart to her wards, the noble guifts whete wilt 
bis minde was indued, the comelineſte of his godly propo:t! 
en, which might well pleaſe a tutious Ladyes epe, his ww 
conquered Ualour and pzoweſſe, whereby he atchiened in- 
credible victozies with great Fame: the great kriendchip and 
tout ti ous be hauiour that ſs abundantly owed from his gen- 


tle hearf, whereby it was apparant that he did not diſdaine 
the meaneſt perſon lining, * 
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Beides, hearing the tentinuall complaints he made of her 
hatd ſentence, and the canTancte of his Reſolation, foz that 
he determined to ſpend his life in her ſeruice: And all the 
pleaſure the toe in his company, being neuer from him in 
the day time, and dis Bedlellow in the night, that ſhe was 
witnes to all his actors, bling many kindneſſes. which he full 
uttle theugd t pzoca ded from (ch affect: on. 

And not hing de med Violetta had bene ſo pꝛime fo all his 
Togits tions (though the pr3ze ſoule n ucr touch d bis tody, 
bat with a trembling kea e ememb ung der 0297 nkednes, 
Lill vſing ſuch a modeit binde of oſhtalnellin der agions, 
15 many eres had ben bebolding ber dtſgutſe, derp watchs 
Alte sblecued her schauer, wyercty her jopes continued in 
ach a ſecret content, as is not to be expꝛeſſed. 

Pet one night wien ſhe had chzowded her ſelfe within the 
Zed, as Pollipus lay toſſing and tumbling by reaſon of tho 
reftlefſe thoughts he endured : In the midſt cf his heauineCe, 
V:olecta pitying bis ſozrowes, and to dzaw him from remem⸗ 
bung them, vttered theſe ſpeches.

Which Fozcelt Pollivus was na ſonet entred, but he eſptea 
the vedy ofa gadlyianight,that bad lately ginen vp the Ghoſt 
ive welteredin his blous, which when he had well viewed, 
andperceiued to be quits paſt recouerte, he marunied what 
ſad aduentute had bin cauſs of his death, perbpading hiaiſelfe,

be haulour ts be quite anetcome with extreame miſecte. 


After their lamentation ended, they haſted to (akp vp to 
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dead Anight, to whom bollipus came and damanded what 
ingot gat was, and what miladuenture had bzeught Rin to 
that vnttmelg death. The Damozell caſting her £yes vp to 
bums which befoze wers ſadly fixed on the carth, ſald: Sir 
Amggt, to diſcoues the whole circumſtance of our milhap, 
wWou'd asRe moze reſpite theo the time will now permit: de- 
cauie if we be fut puli d by cur tatiance, we aps like te be 
partn: rs with him in death.

570, ran bac ze to this wozthy Knight Tyrides, wha with 
me and tc is Page, purfued him vatilic we came ts this plate,

and it you pleaſe ta goe thithe r, pou may caftly find it. 
Poll ipus ſætug her fo vawi'iing, left her, aus rode towards 
the Caltis which ge found falt mut, whereto was one palſags 
vy 
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by a bzidge euer a mighty huge dæepe Lake, the Calle it ſelfe 
being (ctcuated vpona lofty Kocke, ſo well fenced by Nature 
and &cengthened by the Art of man, that it was vnconque⸗ 
rable, aad not to be ſubdued by ſozce : and comming to the 
Budge, he found the ſame dzawae vp, by meancs whereof, 
he thought it vaine to acteunt of any thing that night, vut con-

The ficſt that cams out that mozning was Argaitanoanted 
bpon a awdly courſer, and armed in very rich Armour, whom 
pollipus thought had bene the Geaat that the D1mozell told 
him of, whom hs thus greeted. Traits), art thou the Gyaut 
of this Caſtle, which halt Colne the Lady Venola: Argalt 
bsartag his pecemptozy demaund, made this anſwer, J hangs 
the L1dy Veaola ta ay uſtedy, which J eſt@me aboue all 
the woꝛld, but no Tray:02 as thou teatmeſt me. Yes, (quoth 
Pollipas) thou axt a trapto2, and woz'e then a villaine, that 
dillop ally affereft outrage to reſiſt leſſe Lavyes, that haſt not 
ſo muc) valour, astoſhew thy ſeife befozs an armed Knight, 
bat flnce my de ſtintes haut allotted ma to mate thx thug cons 
nentently, J will abate thy pzide, and cozttedthp tyranny, 
and make the repent the outrages thou haſt committed. 

Arg ilth*aring bis ſpeaches,w1s io enraged that ſuddaine lp 
be 0;ew fozth bis mighty Falchion, and as (addatniy trois 
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a violent blow therewith at Pollipus, which by the dae xpt cd 


appꝛoach being varedtted, glaunce d en his thigh, and peirccd 
tze Armour that the bloud appeared. 

Pollipus ſæing ho v treache: dull he had ſmit ten him, de w 
yis [wo2d and rtuenged that blow, beginning a bzaue and 
faire Combate, which continued fo2 a gd ſpace, vntill ther 
had glaen each 8ther many dæ pe wounds, Argalt maruatling 
at his enemies valour, being never befoze lo roughly hand- 
led, lapd on his blowes with mighty fozce, but Pollipus ſome» 
time nimvly agoyding one, and cunntngly warding another, 
kept himſelte from any great harme, and in the end tproed Ar 
galt, who fing tyat all his Greagth little auailed ts his ene- 
mies diſaduantage, aud withall feling himſcife almoſt wea- 
rted, began to abate his blowes, which Follipus perceiuing, 
zaue him (0 many blowes,and withall ſuch de pe wounds that 
de was in great danger of his life: and turning his backe, 
fled towards the Caſtle, whom Pollipus purſutng, gaue ſo ma - 
ny wounds, gat he began to roare and cry ercedingly, xel- 
ling fozth ſacy a hidesus no?le, that all the Caſtle rung theres 
with» 

Brandamor hearing the ſame , pꝛelentlę hated to his rel 
tue, and lifting vp his mighty Pace, unzwares Eroke ſo foz- 
cibly therewith vpn Pollipus cteſt, that it made him ts ſtag- 
ger, withail, ſaying; My ofere thou this oatrage to my 
1520ther 7 Pollipus ſæing his mighty p2opoztton, being ſome - 
what daze(cd with the blow, retpaed a little backe, and being 
recouered, made this anſwer, J nad not tell the wheretoze, 
foz that thy guilty conſctence repleat with vice, can bears 
witnelle of thy degenerate cruclty, offered to all that come 
within thy power, but eſpcctaily to the fatre Ladp Venola, 
whom thou(92 thy bother) ha vzought ts this Caſtie,whom 
Jam come to tedame. 

Branda: nor hearing his ſpæ ches, moſt cowardly allailed him 
v2ing befazeaimoT wearted, and gricuguſiy wounded : who 
aotwithtanding reſted him lo valtantly, that Brandamor in 
Tozt time had recetucd many grienceus wounds, yet taping 
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bimſelfe, ſaid. I pitty thy eſtate, and therefoze with the to

Argalt ſæing this 
Knight ſo gallantly withſtand his Brother, called fozth a 
great ſozt of Seruants in armour, who ruſhing all at once vp- 
on him, with their thzong beate him from his Po2ſe,andcafyt- 
edhimints the Caſtle, where he was vnarmed, and foz that 
night pat into a cloſe Pztſon, hauing an old woman to dzefle 
his wounds. 

Earely the next mozning, de was bzought into the Pall 
befoze Brandamor, who had Paſjeltically ſeated himſelfe tn a 
Chaire, with fiery red eyes [wolne with rage, vttering theſe 
ſpæ ches.

The repozt of this great Triumph cane to the knowledge 
of the Uniggt of Fame, whoſe mend was kindled with anears 
as delice tc 0c thithers that he requeſted Amalcnus conſent, 
50 bQng deſirous any wap to pl aſure dim, gaue hi lufft- 
(tent torne to ſurntih him of all things, fit foꝛ ſuch an attempt. 
MN ho cauſed a molt rich Armozot arene to be made, ſhadow⸗ 
ed with Trees of gold, pzeſcating a Foreſt, In his Shield he 
barz his deutiſe, A naked man teading a Lyen, With this 
Morro vnderneath : gene 15179090 gzutent:ühbetein the r- 
pert Artſmaa had o cunninglyimitated his fancy, that a man 
be his Armoz and ſhield might eaſtiy vnderſtand his meaning. 

Tye aproynted time of Triumph d2awing nigh, Amaſenus 
with a gallant froupe of Knights, amongſt whom the En'ght 
of Fame was chiefe, caire tothe Ihracian Coutt, whom the 
king molt thonourayly recemed. 

Amatenus bauing dene homage to the King, pitched his Tent 
fvithont the Court gates vpon a little bill, dard by the appoin⸗ 
ted plate fe triemph: where ikewiſe hard by bim Were the 
Tent-:of Guido, T.udamor, Drio, and the biliant Knights of 
Candie; Trittramus, Tennnlus,and Babulus, in whoſe cempa⸗ 
ny were a number of valtant &nabts that came thithe: ; ome 
fo mabe tryall of their valeur, and teme a purpoſe ts win the 
faire Phy lena. Like wiſe there were the Tents of the rcung 
Kiug of Aragon: who came sccempanped with a number of 
vilian! Brights, hoping to beate away the P2138, that ail the 
plaines were filled with Tents, Tree right row ſor knights 
b2r2king Tages, pzaciſtigthemſelues againſt the dap of Tri⸗ 
umph. Gere might you '@ cthers recreating theanſsiurcs in 
Martiallercercifes: there might pon heare the neighing of 
Yozles, claitering of Armour, crack ng s ſtaues, and (uch 
companies ef Knmght-ad-mbl.d, as if the richeſt pzize hav 
vane -(d:mbled fo2 reward.

The night of Fame allthis while, Kev? umſtlfe tut o“ 
Jaht, and was lodged at aUtillage.ſome two miles düant fron: 
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the Thracizn Court, and accozding to Amaſenus appeynment 
cams towards tte Liſts gallantię mounted all alone, and by ths 
* va: rpected manner ef his ſedaine appꝛoach and bę the ſtrange 
kaſhion of his Armour, as Foztune would) was not general- 
lonsted: Andinthat (ozthe centred the Liſts, reuerencing 
bim elte cowards the @ciffold whereon the King was ſeated, 
aud letting ſpurres to his hoglc, encountred Annulus, and (as 
, Faztune intending at the firlt to doe him ſome diſgrace) milk 
his coarſe, and Aulus bzaks his Staffe meſt b: iucly, where - 
with the Whole aſſemblp gaue an erceting ſhoute, and the 
Anightok Fame being inraged with his euer ſigut, charged an- 
ther courſe at Annulus with great victence and euerthzew 
bim with his h#lcs vpwards : whe:eat «he whole company 
gaue an ercsding ſhoute againe, cuery one thinking he had 
parpoſciy loſt his fie it cour e; by which mexncs all were daſi⸗ 
rous to ſe him wanne againe. Ahich the diſcontented knight 
perfo2ined (0 gallantly, that he vabozſed another Knight ot 
Lyb1a, that thonght to revenge Annula his duerthzow. 

Guido diſdaining thereat,and ſlæing how the beholders were 
afcaed, noted him moze ſpecially: thinking by his ſpoyle te 
winne ſome (peciall hanour, and with the moze bzanery to 
continue the teſt of the trum ph, and attaine the Puze, taking 
a ſtreng Staffe, pzeparedto mæte the Anight of Fame, who 
by that time had diſmounted th2& 02 konte other Enigzts. 

The people ſœ ing the valtant Guidoc? ne tothe Liſts, wha 
was well knowne to all, thought then ſutelp to ſe the diſcon⸗ 
tented Knights hon our at an end, fe: on him and Dio, did the 
chioſeſt ſuppoſe of Conqueſt depend. 

Guido enccuntred the Knight of Fane the fir time, with, 
ont offering 92 ſuſtaining any diaduantage, which inwardly 
vered him ts the heart, that charging him againe the ſecond 
time, notwithttanffe ail bis fozce, be could not once mane 
him in bisſaddic.

The King ef Thrace beholving the Noble valoar ofthe 
Knight of Fame, was excadingly well affected towards him: 
Anſomuch, that he deſired none might enjoy his Daughter bat 
be; vetweene whom and Trudamor continued a moſt bzaue 
Combate: till in the end, the Knight of Fame had ſo grieueuſlr 
wounded him, and in ſs many places, that all the behoiders ac- 
counted Trudamor as halfe vangquithed ; and what with effu- 
on of blond, and ouetmaſtred be theKnight ot Fames trength, 
dis Armour gining way toeuery blow, was ready to fall from 
bis Poze: Which the Knight of Fame perceining, ſtated: 
vttecing theſe wozds, Polt noble Knight (quoth he) Iſs the 
danger vou ate in, therefoze J wiſh pou te yeld pour ſelle, 
toʒ it is not your death that J ſ@ke ; and rather then J will 
be gailtythereof, I will peeld vp the pzaiſe A ſhall winne by 
pour conqueſt. 
Trudamor hearing his ſpeeches, exceedingly admired his 
curteffe, and being readyto ſpeake, his ſences by weakneſſs 
began to faile,and he was taken from his hoz(e to haue his ga-

ping wounds fanched. The whole multitude of beholders 


noting the fingular valout of the knight of ame, and how cur- 

teouflp he had abſt ained from killing Trudamor , whoſe life 

"was in his power, were ſo well affected towards him, that 
they ſhouted and rejoycederceedingly at his vidozie. 

The King ſeeing the day growns to an end, came from the 

- ScaFold, and with great intreaties got the knight of Fame te 

goe with him to the Court, where he was moſt honourably cn- 


tertained, and had his wounds carefully ſearched by the Phy- 


fitians, who found none of them dangerous. Amaſenus ſecing 
ths Knight of Fame had wonne thechiefeſt honour of the try- 
umph4{o; that day, came to the Ring, and repozted to him _= 

ong 
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long he had bin with him, and the manner of his firſt arriuall 
in that Tountry,feeking to increaſe theKings attention toward 
dim, by entring into many exceeding commendatiens of his 
baloar, vertue, and coartefle ; that the King did him all the ho- 
nout that might be fog that night, intending after the triumph 
ended, to expꝛʒeſſe his lone toward him in a higher nature, 
Earely the next mozning being the laſt day of the tryumpb, 
the King was ſummoned to the field, by the ſhz ll ſound of the 
Knight of Fames Trumpets,whe was gallantly mounted, at- 
tendedon by an tafintte number of people, that came ta glut 
their epes with beholding him: There was now no talke but 
ofthe Knight of Fame, his fame had fed the cares of all, inſg- 
much, that ſach a number of people thzonged to ſee the laſt 
dates triumph, that the place could not containe their multi⸗ 
tude. The Knights of Thrace matuelled what he ſhould bee, 
and fo; that he was vnknowne,the frange knights (gme what 
rejopced, that the Pʒize Chonld be carryed from Thrace, A- 
mongſt the reſt, Remulus noting his exceeding courteſie, and 
pꝛęing moze narrowly then any of the reſt into his behauiour, 
rejoyced in his mind that ſv honourable, valiant, and courte - 
dus a Knight, ſhould poſſe le his deare Phy lena, and aboue al! 
the Knights or the Court, he was moſt ready to entertaine the 
xaight of Fame with all courtefie, and wicht that none but he 
might beate away the chiefeſt honour of the tryumph. 

The King hauing agains in moſt ſumptuous and royall ſoʒt 
ſeated his Daaghter vpon the Dcaffs{d, attended the firſt en- 
counter that ſhould be giuen to the Knight of Fame, which 
was perfogmed by Purrus a Knight of Sicil, with great baus - 
tie, but in the ſecond courſs he meaſured his length vpan the 
earth,as others had dons booze him. Next hun came a knight 
efLybia,who had like foztune to Purrus.Guido being nat ſatils 
fod with deſire of victozis, but putting the canſe of his laſt a- 
nerthzow to his Bozſe,mot himſelfe, changed his Annour aud 
:ame into the lis againe, intending to teuenge his forte: but 
vefoze be came. Drio of Sicil had bzoken two Þtanes with the 


night of Fame, Ein taking the third courſe, Guido n

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by tage, ran agat uſt the Knight ei Fame, and intercepted him 
Driovifcaming tgereat, ſtruc Guido (uch a lozcible blow on 
the head with the truncheon ofa ſtaffe, that he made him ſtag 
ger. Wihereupon Guido dzew out hits [wozd and aſſailed Drig 
with great fury, betwene whom began a molt bzaue con bat, 
vntill thekntght of Fame ſtept bet wirt them and parttothem 
+ vitering theſe (peches.Knights(quoth he) what mcaneth this 
eutrace : Why contend you betwirt your (clucs,and leave me 
with whom you ſhould pzinctpally deale, vnn a weed 2 thinks 
pou J am not of ſufftictency to deale with pou bo h: but that 
you mult thus diſhononrably ſake with patuate quarrels te 
diſturbe gur tryall? But notwtithtan21iig ots lpaches, they 
began toaffaile cach other a freſh, which io enraged him, that 
dzswing his ſwo2d he firſt Trucke at Guido, and then at Drio, 
offering to combate with them bath, that the iſſue of thts com- 
bate ſ@med to be moſt intricate. Sometimes the Knight of 
Fame aſlailed Guido, and he refitting, when as Di io tent his 
blowes to both : and then the Knight of Fame intending to te⸗ 
nenge him on Drio, was againe aſlailed by Guido, 

The Ning perccuung what danger this friparty fight might 
bed, commanved the Champions ta be parted, whach being 
done, the Judges gaue eder, that the Anigbt of fame h2uld 
continge his conrſe with I) 10. This conciaſion being made, 
thekmabe of Fame ſheathing bis (wazpd, went to the races ent 
ſo full incenſt with rage, that his eyes did dazic with veration. 
Drio kewiſe was ſo fully paſt with fary, that hs vowed at 
that coarſe to end the tr pati of the combate : (o both of them 
taking ſcope enough to me-te with the greaterſwittnefe, put 
ſparres to theit Stæds, and with excabing violence they tht- 
ue red their Lances into a thouſand peces,which did ſiie ia the 
dye: but betoze the tieds met, Omo wiming his teynes, in- 
tending ts ouerth3ow his enemy.vnawares, and ur ted un- 
atquainted to ſach cuſtome, bare bis hend ſa ataft, that the 


Knight of Fames Stede kæ ping on bis continned courſe, by 
matne ftrength onerturned both hezſe and man, that Drio lay 
2lmalt butſis to death with the weight of his Yozſe. Guido

ſpxches. Hoſt ne hie G gt whole po welle hath deſerued e⸗ 
uerlaſting commendattone, gaccezding to mp fozmer cre, 
and the pꝛo ni ed reward tothe Conguerour, Jpald to yeur 
bands my Dauah er, the onely Bepze (0 119 Bingdomte. Then 
taking Phylena by the hand. he delluered her to him, The 
Bn'gbt of Fame wtth gieat ceuerente kiſſing her hand, vtte⸗ 
ted thels peches. Polt ſacred Pzinceſſe, how can I (ufficts 
E entle 
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ently rejorte, that am this dap extelled to the higheſt type of 
Yeauenly Felicity, by being vnwozthily,pzcferrcd to haue 
your cuſtody, Pet à beſe@ch you venchſate me( though a trans 
ger) that bountte, as ts eſtæme cf me, as one that is altoge- 
ther vowed to pour {ernice, and though by right of Conquetk, 
I may juſtly challenge p:ufoa2 my owne, pet be pou aſſuted, 3 
will requeſt nothing at pour danos, but what hail be granted 
with pour free conſent : but I reſt ysn:sto command and dif, 
poſe of, in all humble daty. 

Which wo22s being ended, ( he that neuer bekoze kiff 
| Ladies lippes) with great teuerence, toke ot het a ſwæt kiſſe, 
* and che with a heauy heart and milde bchamour, palding her 
Ti ſelfeas his todiſpo'e of, which he was conſttaincd tobe by

4 her Fathers pꝛomiſe, and the Knights wozthydecerts : though 
191 inwardlyin her heart, the devoted all kind Loue and affcc!- 
14% on to Remulus : on whom being by, the caſt many a milde ant 
modeſt lo ke, tnwardly wiſhing he were the man nitght claime 
her by right of Conqueſt, as well as by the true affeaion ſhe 
bare him. 
Chat night the Knight of Fame was honcurablp feaſted by 
14 | the King, and afterwards conducted to a molt Prince lp (od- 
5 ging. And being now alone, be began to meditate of his e- 
Tate, and ta ponder how happily he had eſcaped (hipwzacke, 
and was preferred to ſuch high dignity, as to marry the daugh⸗

Whilef? the Goddeſle vtte red theſe woꝛds, the Knight of 
ame diligently beheld the excading beautie of the Lady ſhe 
held in her band, and r to haue demaunded her 
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ume lhe p2elently v:nilhed : wherewith he awaked. 4 

The rememvzanc? ol this viggon, dꝛaue him into a confuſcd 
multitude of thoughts, one whtle perlwading hem elfe it was 
bub a dꝛeame, and not to be regarded, and then againe allu⸗ 
ring himſcife it was a Aiſion, like to that which appeared ts 
him in te Aland of Rocks, but chiefiy ſuch a ſecret impzeion 
of the Labyes beauty Was fired in his remembzance, tyat he 
quite fozyot and foꝛſohe the lealt theught of Vhylona, Wheſe 
veautie in his tancy, was n2thiag comparable to her diuine 
perfecions, that calling to mince eucry partecular note he 
had (ence, the pecica Idea of the Ladyes countenance, faucur, 
and beauty, was (2 d pelp impꝛinted inhis heart, that no 
other thought could ſinke into his bzaine, bat that ſhe was the 
Ladie Which he cheuld gongur, and that he vawed to ſrarch the 
w22id thꝛougbont to find her, and come to the kaswledge 
of his Patents.

Oarelp in the mozning, be was Hononred with ail diuerü⸗ 
ties of conrteſtes, and molt ropally fealled of the Kirg,and br 
his appoynt ment thould be afftanced to Vhylena, within fir- 
dapes. The night of Faine remembzing the Uiſion, being 
molt commonly in comp mot bay lens, diligentip noted which 
might be the Buight Phylcan loued, ind ſcone petceiued it was 
Remulus, who amonglT yctmpghts of Tluace, had ſought moſt 
moeanes to honour him. (Abo little theught the Kntabt of 
Fame had naten the Kindneille betwirt hem and phy len:

dougb the wers in talke wich him, pet het ere was con 
tinually on Remalus, glancing ſo many [wet lokes, (inter- 
mingled with tzhes } towards him, that be thought eit a moſt 
N\courteons and inhumane dad to part them. And once ta 
king occafion, when Phy lena wag in a deepe [tudp, he ſaid, 
Dere Lady, may à be ſo bold as to b2eake off your ſay ſtudy, 
wherewith vou adde beauinefſe to your miad: and expell this 
rate fall diſpoſition, and rather ſpend your lime. in mirth

and pleaſure: I haue often noted veur heautneſe, whicy 
maketh me ſuppoſe my vawozthinede to be the cauſe thereef:

great occaſion, that Jam an vnwclcome gueſt to your com⸗ 
pany , and ansther hath alrcady attained your (wert Leue : 
which if it beſo, (wet Lady hive not the ſame frem me, tut 
make me pziupthoreto, foz Jam not ek that rade diſpoſiticn, 
to challenge anything at peut hands, oz infozce pou to any 
thing, but what ſhall and with pour likiug: and though peur 
vertues fozce you ti vd to your Fathers decree, pet conſide - 
ring that Toue is not won with the (wozd, bat with a mutuall 
conſent of the heart, J yeld myſelfe to be cenſared by ron, and 
giue my right of tryali into pour hands, and the intereſt J at- 
tained by Conqueſt, A ſurreader to your cenſure,to be recoked 
o eſtabliſhed. 

Phylena hearing his wozds, with feares fanding in her 
cyes,made this reply; moſt courteous Knight, howlocuer A 
haue ſetled my fancy heretotoꝛe, that is now counter manded by 
my Fathers pꝛomiſe, and your intereſt, that J am not mine 
owne to diſpoſe of but muſt in all hu nbleneſte ref at your diſ- 
poſition.

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{tate to the Knight vou meT fancie: foz the Bonour J haue 
wonne ſhall be my ſuffictent reward: therefoze J beſech you, 
conceale ao part of your mind from me, foz J will not deny 
to perfezme any thing you ſhall command, but will hazard 
both life and honour to latisfie yoar fancy, and any way pro- 
cure your content, 

Phylena with a bluſhing countenance made this ſhoꝛt reply: 
Moſt Novice Bn/ght, Remulus is thekmght 4 haue long eſte» 
med: but muſt now ſo2ſake him,o2 purcyaſe my Parents dil» 
content, and den? peu the right of pour conqueſt, Zhe Knight 
of Fame ſmiling at the inward concett of b:s U!fon, mans 
this anſwer, And deare Lady, J will rald my intcreſt to 
Remuus, onely to pzocure pont content: foz he hath woztht- 
ly deſerncd to be beloued of pcu: befides the Honour be bath 
dane me(no!withifanding I might be the onely man to binder 
his content) heweth the abundaut vertues that rule his hart, 
He had not ſcarce ended thoſe wozds, but Remulus fœæliug bis 
eares to glow, and thinking all time tediouFout of his Ladies 
light came inte the Sallery, where they wers in pꝛinate con- 
ference : but ſ&ing them(halfe repenting his tntruſton) would 
haut Tept backe, towards whom the Knight of lame came, 
leading the Pzincelle by the hand, and coatrary to Remulus 
exped ation, ſayd, Tcurtrous Knight, ycur intercſt in this 
Lady, is greater then mine, fo2 pou baue her heart, and I but 
her hand: which I ſurrender unte pan, with all the State J 
can claime in het by right of Co queſt: and effecually will J 
deale with the King, to your goed tiking, that be (hall con- 
firme that to yo, which J ſhould pefCefle by bis grant. Remu- 
us hearing his lpœches, was ſs reutued with joy, that be could 
nt (ell what anſwer to make him, and Phyle aacs heart leapt 
within her, being molk glad Fo2tune had effected ſuch meanes 
ſo: her to cnjÞy her dere Knight Remulus. 

The Knight of Fame hauing his thoughts troubled with the 
rememb2ance of hes trauaties tn ſcarch of his vnknowne Ta- 
die, and willing to leaue them to their ſecret content, with 
all coartefls (after many ſpæ ches pat) depatte d from them : 
who 
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who toke (ach felitity in the adurance he had giuen them of 
25taining the Kings cenſentf, that their ſop was without con - 
pare, ſpending their time in (weet and pleaſant communicatt- 
on, Afterwards the Knight of Fame grew into great ſamilia- 
rity with Remulus, and the dap foz the ſolemnization of the 
wedding being come, he with Phylcna in great Pompe, were 
conducted to the Chappell, to be affianced tegether, where the 
Anight of Fame kneling downe, deſired the King to grant him 
one requeſt: whaſware by his Crowne and Kingdeme , fo 
grant it him, whatſceuer it were.

Since by right the is 
y.urs, and thts being with her liking, J gine her frolpto thee 
Remulus,and withail J adapt thee my heite with her after my 
death, Remulus knoling, thanked his Pajely, and pzeſent- 
ly they were aftanced together, and the rights and ſolemn - 
ties of the weoding perfo.med with admirable pom pe, to their 
joy, and the high honour of the Knight of Fame.

At the fitſt che made a ſh:w of ſtrange⸗ 
nefſe, but aiterwardsendurcy whattocuer he pacffered, with 
whom he [pent that night, gung no reſpite to — but gre 
dily (atisfging totb their reſices, 3ilt the mezming appꝛoa⸗ 
ching: Archas accozaing to gts 5 My effi command departed, 

and left his Paraincur in her ved: his Fancy perſwading him 
that ſhe was the mot fwztckt Lade in he wozld, which (ores 
jopced his geart, that he ſpent that foznwne in much mirths 
bat miCing Sorana, foz that be had not ſænc her all that dap, 
be went to her Chamber, where being entred, be law ſome of 
Violettaes Atty;cs and Oznamcuts cantaſcdly caſt about, and 
all thiugs in ſuch duezder, that he cculd not tell what to think, 

At laſt, be enquited feuer one fo: her but none could tell 
what was become of her, vatill comming to the Guardians 
thep told him that Sor ana went cut ct the Caſtie the laſt night 
andthat ſhe had left with them his King, Archos ſeing the 
Ring, knowing that he had giuen it to none but Violerra, was 
ſa inraged and aſtoniſhed with doubt, that he pꝛeſently ſuſpec- 
ted Violetta was eſcapt:and comming to the Chamber where 
ſhe ſhould haue bene, ſokt ix dz wing the bedcurtaines, feund

- * fach ſhnkes, as manyof te ſeruants heating the nopſe, came 


tunning into the Chamber, bathe being incentt with exca ding 
rage e Violecracs loſſe, and inwatdly fretting at her deceit, 
with reye niancc that he had beſtowed his Leue on that loath⸗ 
{ome creature: e now ſemed moſt val in refpect of the di⸗ 
ine and [ſwat Lade, he ſuppoſed he bad umb zaced, caught hold 
31 ber, and by che hate of the head, daag d her ont of the Bed, 
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info the mid of the Chamber, vttcring theſe wozds. Pot de - 
teſted trumpet, could then not be content to cenſentto Vio- 
octtaes eſcape, but thou mutt alſo betray iny lone to thy loath 
ſome lat 2 Mas not the fanonur J davip ſhewed the,ſuffictent 
to dekerte thy mind from offering me that abuſe 2 deceiutng 
my expectation, betraying mp lite by her eſcape 2 IJ could per 
aduenture haue remitted the one,if thou hadſt not bin guilty in 
both: but nsacr (Halt than rezovce in my fall, and little pleaſure 
(alt thou reape by tbynights went: here with not ſuffering 
her to make hem anſwer, afſarcdly perſwading htmlelfe ſhe 
was guilty tn both, be thauft his ſwo2d quite thzongh her body, 
and there in that vadecent ſozt left her, gtaing urany a groane 
with the date of her like. The ſeruants (2ing this;conered her 
body, and afterwards buried it. A:chas pzeſently arming hun; 
ſelle, ging (pe ciall charge to the Gardians, to kee pe diligent 
watch, paaſted that way he thought beft in her ſearch. g.. 
Violetta by this time was wandered a great war, care hat- 
ning her ſte ppes, and feate to be againe ſurpʒzuled, toke away 
the tediouſnefle of Trauell. At laſt fozſakingthe beaten way, 
te wandzed aſide into a moſt Deſert and vafrequented place, 
being lo full franght with trees, and little ſpangs, that there 
the thought was tbe ſafeſt harbour, wherein ts remaine vnde ; 
ſcried: Being ty2ed with trauell, ar d poſſe ſt with care, ſhe (ate 
downe vpdn a Wanke fide to refreſh herlelfe. Die had not 
long ſtaped in that place, but he eſpyed an aged man, whoſe 
yeares made him Coupe to the Tarth wards. carying a few dx 
Cickes vnder his arme.

Ah god Father, whoſe peates beares rouersnce, will 
peu vouch(afe a diſtrefſed Ladyſuccour, who by ertreaue mi · 
ſeries compulſion, am wand zed ts this vnknowne place, loze 
wearied with trauaile, and in requitall of your kindac@Te, m2 
p2apers ſhall inuscats the hrauens to grant you Felicity, and 
my reward (ufficient to content you foz your patnes. f 
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Che old man hearing her ſpæches, made this anſwer: faire 
Lady, my homely Cell is not wozthy to receiue pour perſen, 
but ſuch as it is, xeu all be Hheartiiy welcome thereto: 03 J 
deſire to line no longer, theu to extens my (mall aliftance to 
ſuch as are in deſtteſſe, but eſpecially to ſich harmelefle crea⸗ 
turcs as your ſelſe: The re faʒe if it pleaſe pou with thadnelle 
to accept what tuccour my ability will atfozd ; what countell 
my expetiente can giue peu, you thall recetne bocy with a 
willing heart. And faz that I ſe your trauell, (vpon what oc- 
caſien as pet tome vaknown)bath Loth weatied you, anSt11s 
cold earth whereon yen late, may endanger pcur healty, gue 
me your hand, J will le nd vou what axde my weak: £:cagth 
will permtt, to guids you to my Cell, which is hard by, Doe 
ſo geod Father (quoth the) and I thanke you meſt heariuly ; 
Where J will diſcloſe to you my vnſoztunate inichap; That 
ſaid; the leaned her ſelfe vpon his aged atme, fo weary with 
fragatle, that the ſcarce could ſet her fœte vpon che grafſie 
carth fo2 burning them. Þts Cell, it was ne other but a hel- 
low Caue, which the p oe Old wan by dis owne induſtry, had 
cut and vndermined, vnder the fide of a Rocky hill: which was 
well contriued, hauing his lodging ſcueralifrom ths ref#, And 
ſs artificially had he framed his Chimney, that th2ough a hol- 
tow Uaalt,he conue ped the (mwoke,at the fate whereof, ran a 
molt plcaſant Dp2ing, where the cleare water ſtriuing with 
the ſmath pibbles, made a bubling nopſe, where the comfo;zta- 
ble beames of golden Phoebus had full fozce. On the other ſide 
was a ſweet ſpʒꝛing, where Þ birds kept continuatl pleaſant re- 
tozding harmony.

God Father (quoth ſhe) the kindnefſe I find in pour enter - 
taunment, ſheweth the dertues that rule pour heart, which 
makety ms no whit doubt to commit the dangerous repogt of 
my Trantcaiimiſfoztunc to pour (eccefie, neither nde Þre- 
Jatreany [tricer aſſarance, then pour p2omiſe akready paſt, 
to extend poar apde to my difircfle. Therefoze thus it is: A 
Was bozne in Theſſaly, and there Wedded to the Noble and 
courtens mght Pollipus, ba tame but lataię to Bohemia, 
with the moſt Noble and funons 48 xuce Par iinuu, whe hath 
bought hither the Kings Daughter of Theflalie, the vertuous 
Buuteſſe Laurana: we had not faxed loug tn the Bobemian 
Court with great joy, but thus car felicity was croff, (my 
Lozd and J ourdap) urticcd by the heat of the Sunne to ſeke 
ſomr:.cule ſhadalo, wand2ed ft um the Court into a pleaſant 
Oroue, where hanted a wild-Beare, whom my louing Knight 
c[pping, purſued; And 4 fearing leaſt ſome h<rme might be- 
tide him compeld by deſire of his Mcifare, theoght to haue 
feblowed him, but wanvacd a quite contrary way ; and being 
gotten out of the Wu, fearing ts refarue hackt, mas by 
Archa; (to me betoʒe vnknowne ) by cunning deceit conueſ ad 
ta his Caſtle, is pꝛomiſe being to haus carte me back to the 
Bohemian Court, Where when J bad rematned ſome two 
dapes, he certiſted me ſaiſely (which I afterwauys perceiued ) 
that Pollipas,was dead, whrey J beteemug, tame it ſo heauiip, 
that J was oftenin danger of my life the reby:but in (mail time 
I plainly found his falſe ho, ans vnderftod his intent, which 
was, te detaine me in his kœping, to ſattate his luſt, which 
gtew to luch far that ſurp ung me mahares in his Garden 
he would haue fozcod me, had not 4 Genttewo man by my 
ſhz@kes t cryos repaired tv the place where I was, 4 there hy 


pieuented him. Whs A made pꝛiup ts all my ſecrets, by whelz

Nhat ill nurtured creature art thou (quoth be) that deri 
veſt the beauty that is rather to be admited, haſt thou no moze 
manners then to make ſo little eſtimation of that u hich all 
the wozld ade zes? Thou thalt dearly te pent this diſcourteſte : 
and with that be mounted himſelfe, and charged a fpeare at 
Barzillus, who anſwered him wich ſach a courage, tbat at (wo 
cou:ſes he duet h w him fi om his Pe2ſe. By which time a 
nu nber of knights were got vpon the Battlements viewing 
their Combate, and ſæing the night that kept the Tent fy» 
led, vu ſt into excædi g largiter, and ſo departed. 

Bu zil'us hautng foy ed the Antght, fog that the night dee bo 
nigh. wi hoe w hem elke from the Golden Tower, into a ple - 
ſant Aillep, ind here ſtared that mg1t. The Knight that 
ke pt q Tent was belonging to the king ofCandie,who came 
wth pe ſwaſion to winne A g lica with his p2owrfle,, and 
with much ade, had obtained leauc of the Guardians 0 
k@pe the Pillige, bit be not contented with bisforle, in⸗ 
tending to recxenge his di grace, followed heim into the U1- 
le p, wher: Te nor fund them combating, 3s is afozeſaid: 
who knowing Bart, ſtepping betwir d chem, parted the 
fray. Birzillas ikewiſe knowing Tellamor, with great kin“ + 
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ne: {nbzacc him, and vpon his requeſt declared the cauſe of 
their Combate, Tellamor chen ſpeaking to the U night of the 
Dent, gaue him this farewell, Kmight,rcturne to pour Charge 
fo; your Combate here is at an end, fo2 bu neile of meze im- 
poztance withyzaweth this Knight, which may turne to thy 
tcad, foz by all ikelpkod thou wouldſt haue perithed by hie 
pꝛowes. Yau ſh ill haue occaſton enough to ereraſe pour armes 
againft ſuch 3s would ſteale pou Lady, Which this Knight in⸗ 
tendeth not; thercf-22: returne to pour Dent and defend her 
beauty there, which none here gatn-ſapeth. Tel amor hauing 
ended his ſpa ch, intteated Ba ꝛillus to depart with him, winch 
the night of Candic fœing, returned to the Golden Tower, 

Bp the way as tgep were teturmag towards Paauamus Cas 
Ale, Teilamor declared to Barzillus how foztunately be came to 
dhe knowledge of iolecta, Which cycaevingly reppted Barzil- 
his Heart : but when he vaderſted or Pollipus misfoztune, 
be was contrarilę affected with as great deſire to (et lim at h; 
berty : Which communication ſhoztned their 10arney, and in 
the end they arrined at the Caſtle. 

The newes of their appꝛoach ſone came t Violettaes hea- 
ring, who knowing both Tellamor and Bar zillus, welcommed 
their pzslence with ſach effuſion of teares, that foꝛ a god ſpace 
He could not vtter a iyo3d, but her flood being fomwhat ſtinted 
ſaluting them mo { kindly, the vttered theſs ſpeches: 

Pour pzeſence , wozthy Friends, bzingetd great comſo2; to 
my heart after my tedious toyle of miſery, what thankes mp 
vndeleruing heact taneld, I render pon fo2 the paines you 
bau? taken foz my lake : Foz J know you vndertoke this tra · 
ucil to fiad me, being not wozthy to be (o well efemed of you, 
nuch le Te vnable to make pon the lcaft part of amends. Pou 
mas > ta what pœze eſtate J am bzought bythe treacherte of 
A d;flapal! Knight, who h 1th canſed my mrſery, your trauell, 
and Pollipus tmpztſonment, vntill J was relieued and ſuccon- 
red bop thts conrtopas Lady, whoſe kind entertainment hath 
va ie ttied my lite from famiſhment. 

This homely attize J vndertoke f. my ſafer pallage — 

nusteg⸗ 
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misfoztunes (lt awatte my miſerable ſteppes, Which ne dil ⸗ 
guiſe can pꝛeuent, with that her tcares burft into a ficod a⸗ 
gaine. 

Barz illus being moued with her tcare*, was ready to par - 
tictpate her gre e in the manner (he did; but at laft he ſaid, 
Abeſech yoa comfezt pour ſelke in theſe crtrenmttes, and let 
not ſuch paſſions of ſoʒt ov oppꝛeſſe your Heart, fince the woꝛſt 
of pour dangers are paſt: we haue all the reward we erpect 
f03 our franailfs, new we haue found yon, fo2 o much are we 
bound to that wozthy Knight pollipus, ty Nobir and gracicus 
Pꝛince pariſmus who ts likewiſe trauelled in your ſearch)that 
we Account our lines well tmployed to pleaſute them and pon. 

Violetta heating that Pariſmns was ttrauelled in hes ſearch, 
was almoſt ouercome with pafſtonate affection ot his kindnes, 
and remembzing what ſozrow Laurana weuld endure foz hts 
zblence, with ghes the (aid< I ofaltmof vnfs2tunate,cobe 
the cauſe of that noble Knights tranarie, which many wapes 
zoth hazard his ſafety, and bzed much diſqmet in the Bobe- 
mian Tcurt, but eſpectally to that moſt vertncns, conrtevus, 
and honourable Pzincefſe Laurana: whoſe ſozrow J know will 
be molt excæœding, and pꝛocured by my vnlockp de ftinp, that 
am altsge her bnwozthy to be eſt@med of them, noz in any de⸗ 
arg to beſo highly regarded. 

Tellamor ikewiſe griening to f& her ſozrow comfozted her 
with theſe wo32s ; Deare Lady, leaue cf theſe (ad cares, and 
let ns diſquict thouge ts trouble you, fo2 What is paſt cannot be 
recalled,vut all is not amended by pour reconery, whoſe death 
we all greatly feared. By thts time Panuamus had pzepared 
their dinner, which was ſerucd in after the beſt fogt,to which, 
he and Clarins welcomed them with great kindnefſe, Clari- 
naes heart being ſomewhat comfo2ted by their company, bo- 
ping by their meanes, to ſæ the downefall of Brandamor, and 
her Pothers releaſe.

3 to ſhew his atfegionts her wards; ( TWhile® Barzillus and 

Panuamus were in conference with Violetta) he came to her

Moſt vertuoas Lady, your ſad laments, affra my heart 
with griefe, neither can A chule but pertake your woe, thers- 
foze I beſech pou tell me what is the thing you molt deſire, 
and which mar adde any comfſozt to your heart, and J will

Courteous Knight (quoth Clarina) no ether cauſe. of Care 
froubleth me, but my Fathers death, my Mothers impziſon- 
ment, and the danger my B2other and you are like to incurrs, 
by the treachery of that Syant Brandamor : faz your pzoffered 
Friendſhip, I y#ld you thanks, betwgall the reward J am a- 
ble to make you : wiſhing pou not ts hazard your ſeife foz my 
fake,that am vawozthy of ſuch kindnt le, and vnable to make 
requitall foꝛ the ſame.

Fter many ceremonious Faremels paſt, they 
varted, the Ladyes to their Chambers, and the 
kmgabts to their journcy fowarys Brandamors 
Cattle, where at Sunne / ſet they atriue d, and 
koʒ that night twk vp their Jane vnder the co- 
nertof a ſpzeading Dake, deuifing among lt 
themſelnes, by what meanes they might atchiene thetr delice, 
Carely the next mozning, Argalt iu d cut of the Caſtle, in- 
tending as his cuſtome was, to ſearch if any Kmghts were in 
the Fo2reft : (foz euer ſi ice Venolaes tmpzrionment, divers 
knights of Lybia came fo try thetr Fo2tune again Bran- 
4amor) whom theſe tze n nights ſuppoſed to haue bene the 
Gyant himſelfe. And Tellamor being the fozwardeſt weat to- 
ward him, whom ac thus greted. 
Anight. of whence art thous De, wherefoze commeſt thay 
dn this kozdidden ground. 
Seam 
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Gyant (quoth Tellamer) J come to deſie the, that blur peſt 
inch paluile de to cxauune Paſſengers, and my intent is, in 
delpight of the; to hape my landing on this ground, which is 
tree te all men. What is thy quarret(quoth A: galt) Acome 
(quot he) to redeeme a knight whom contrary to cquity thou 
actatnelſt : $a Lady wyoſe Lo2d thou lately ſleweſt, that dwelt 
ma Callie hzreoy. Argalt heating his ſpeches, burſt cut into 
a laughter, taping. : 

Ch inkeſt thou pazekkatght, to do moze then wany of thy bets 
ters coatd accomplth ; A night, thau art ſa farre from at- 
taining tge te att of thy veſices, that ti ſeite art like tobeare 
them company:wherewtty Tellainor ran at him,and in the in⸗ 
counter burlk his ſpeare: whom the Spant valtant!ly reſiſted, 
Panuamus and Barzillus, regitding to perfozme no aces of 
AnighelrChiualry, ta him that was without regard of Buma- 
nity, pzeſcatly both at once molt fiercely aſlailed him, and 
within little (pace had bzought him confozmable ta the mercy 
of their w eds, when Argalc (aw himſelte (8 hzowdly handled 
and his lie in that danger, he vttered theſe ſpaches. 

Ualiant Knights , ſpare my life, that neuer pet offended 
pou : and let me vaderftand wherein I haue done you wong, 
and J will doe mn be to make yau teſtitut ion. CTyʒ int (ad. 
Panuamus ) haddeſt thou a thouſand lines, all of them cogtd, 
not make vs reſtitution foz any ot te leaſt imaries/ thou hat 
done vnto vs, vut now thou ſceit thy ſelfe in danger thou frea- 
teſt fo pitty ; when other wi e theu intendeſt nothing but wi 
olence : thinkeſt thou sur minds are ſo eaſtiy dzaawne to ve 
mercy towards thce, that haſt filled the wozid with ty tr2ans 
nies, and peeldeſt no fauour to any that come within thy pow⸗ 
er: No, know wicked homicide, that is the laſt hour: thon 
ſhalt breathe: where wilh be aduanted his ſwoꝛd to haue thʒuſt 
it thꝛougb him. 

Argal: fearing his teſolutten, cryed vnto him, ts hate 
hum ſpeake, and ſaid a* followeth. Mezthe Knights (gd. he) 
befoze pon fini h my dapes, nam when you put to death: I 
am not Branda nor whem ron ſuppeſe me to be, but his ow

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der: mo name is Arge, that never in my lite offended yore: 

zrefo28 Jbeſech peut pare my life, and what! oener su im⸗ 
doſe vpn me, I will per fo: me to my vitermolt power. Bar- 
ullus hearing bis ſpecyes, told Danuaauis that ge might be a 
meanes te ſaus their turttzet crauatle, it be would ſet the La⸗ 
dy Midera and Pollipas at liberty: toerefae he thus ſaid. Ar- 
zalt, we know not how to truſt a man of thy nature and dii po- 
Aion, which thinkeſt euery diflayalt action lawhuil to further 
toe druelith durts, and regardeſt neyther vertue noz umgpt · 
gad, but onely thy wul: theref ne if we ſhaud entopne thee to 
and thing thau wontdſt diſla alte bea ke thy Dath, and ſwne 
toꝛget what theu v. wedſt to vs to pertazm: and contrary to 
yene@r,cather betray vs tothytreachorie:burit hou wilt ave 
thy life, allure ds ta ſet at liberty the Lady Madera, and the 
woꝛthy Bntght Poilipus, and on that tcondit ton, me will tet ther 
zoe fre, Argait being glad of his ſpechss, vawed and p;oteflen 
with inftnte pꝛoteſtatione, tafnifiii theit tequeſt within the 
dapes, vponwhich condition they let him depatt. 

Ar galt being gone, began to conũder what p20811'% he bad 
made them, and by what means be hade ſcaped death, andhew 
courteouſly vpon dis Dathes. they bad ſaued his life , and 
gaus credence to bus pæthes: which with intended re alution 
be purpoſco to attompuſh, and being ent red the Caſtle, cane 
ming to Braadimor (wounded and faint with bleeding, he de⸗ 
clared to dim all that had happened) reque ſting bis content to 
acc2mpliuh theit demand, whech be had geund bunſelfe by onttz 
ta pertoꝛme. Brandamor heatiug his wozds, fell uma a bitter 
rage againſt him, and vtte ren theſe ſpæcghes. Wiby W2other 
 quoth be) confider you not woat dangers may enine, 
if 4/ſhontd accompliſh your reque@ 2 and withall doe pon 
not remember the valour that is in this night Polilipus, which 
night bp hts liberty bzing vs all in danger: As foz the 
Lady Madera, J regard not, if J ſend her hence: Foz now 
doe not elteme her Daughters be autr, which was the caule 
baue (9 long time 'detatned her: Then it vun pleaſe, (end 


er dates them, and let them (eke the perfozmance ot the reſt

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bow they tan: foz what nede you regard pour pꝛomiſe, being 
Sat of thetr danger? Argalt heating his pesches, petcetuing 
he cauld pe trſwade hum no way, was content with that. And 
withall, being eafily dzawne Ceighciy co ſozget his (olemng 
aathes to them made, (hougyt that Maderzes releaſement 
would fatisfie them, and ve moe then he nudes ts perſoams: 
Therefoze he reſe lueo to ſend het ta them pzvicntly, wich & 
meſlage, and that Pollipus by no meants coulo ve et at liberty, 

And comming to Madera, (who ſtiil contiuues in her hea⸗ 
uy dumps) he told her, that her time of liberty was come, and 
that ſhe houldns longer be detarned in that place. Madera at 
the fir gane little credence to his ſpeches, but perteiuing ye 
meant as he ſpoks, thought that new: s very welcome, and ſo 
let her goe out at the Gate, onely attended vy det (wo Dams⸗ 
tels, deſiring ber to tell the Amgyts that (onght her libertp, 
that Pollipas could by un meanes be reteaſed, but that they 
might ſpreake with him if they would, wham they ſhcutd (@ at 
a Window right ner the Cattle Bzidge. Madera was ſwne 
eſpped by Punuamus, who knowing ber, with dutifull reue- 
rence ſainted her with his kag on the ground, whtiefſt the with 
Dotherlp teares rejopced fo ſ@ him, And being met with 
Tellamor and Barzillus, the declared to them what Argalt had 
fad concerning Follipus; Which when they hearv,they were 
ercedingly tozmented with veration of the Gpants diflopalty: 
yet notiwithſtanding, ſetting all doubts apart, they determi- 
ned to fry it the Gyant meant tene,. that they might come to 
bis ſpa ch, which was ſome comfozt to them: and though they 
Knew he would onut ns opoztunity ts betta them, yet they 
went te the Badge. (haning a tate full reſpec to the t danger) 
where accozding to Argats mrelage they found Pollipus, who 
knowing them, with great joy welcommeod them with theſe 


-peches. 

Deere Friends(quoth he) von ſ& how J am incloſed by frea- 
cherous tneanes,comuring te refcae the-faire Venola, Daugh- 
ter to the King of Lybis ; Hers am J well ved, theretoze J 
p3ax tell me the-occaſton of your arrtunÞt in this placs ?

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Poſt noble Knight (qucth Tellamor) we rejopce at ronr 
ge nich: we haue alſo fcund the vertucus Lady Vivletta, who 
remaincth in god health, at ronder Ladres Calle, hetung 
mou ted many miſerics betozr ſhe cme thither. Vee gad nat 
icarce ended theſe wezds, tut Baizil vs elpyed Brand-mor; 
with fixe Knights in his company, crolling the channell thac 
enconpell.d the Caſtle with a Boate, whom they were lure 
meant them no god: Therfoze they withdzew thi ml lurs ft oi 
off the Bꝛidge, the better te withſtand them: which Pollipus 
percetuing, a thouſand times witht himſclſe amongſt them : 
being readyto teare thc halte from his bead with extreame 
veratien. Brandamor being landed, pzeſcntly with his migh- 
ty Hace, let vpon them with great violence, who to their vf- 
termoſt endeauonrs, rc ſiſted them moſt valiantip: bat by rea- 
ſon of their great eddes (foz all the Knights that were with 
him aCatling them) they were tn ſhoꝛt ſpace ſoꝛe wounded, and 
bꝛought to great diffreiſe ; Which banuamus perceetuing, left 
bis Mother and came to their reſcue , who likewiſe in ſheze 
time bp their crucll fight was aricnoufly wounded, lo that he 
began with the reit to faint and deſpatre of vicozy : notwith- 
{anding they had llaine the of Brandamors knights. 

TWhileft they continued in this Combate, Pariimus by god 
Foztune (heating by a kntght,of Venolzes impaiſonment) ar- 
ried the ce at the verpinſtant, and eſpying their cruelt com» 
bate, perceiwing the Gpant | by his huge pꝛopoꝛtien to be one 
of then, and knowing Tellawor by his armour, he ſuddainely 
ruſht ia among ſt them, reschtng ſo valiant a blow at Bran- 
damor, that 51s Armour on hes left arme bur ff, and the blond 
Tiedeut 17 the entrance hes ſwoꝛd had made: 2nd redoubling 
ansther bed he foz A randamor tsuld lift vp his mightychace, 
he hid hem ſo right vvon the Creſt that with the blow he made 
the fice to fi ith out ef his eres. 

Tellamor and Ba: zillus pꝛeſently new the Prince bytbe !:. 
ſh.on of his armour, which again ſo renucd their piſmayer 
ſences,that with great valcur and reſolution theo renewed the 
Fight againſt Brandainors other the Knights, whilelt 
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Pariſmus dealt meſt valiantlp with the Grant himſelfe:

Ie with his Barre of Jcon, coatumung ſo long Fight, and 
with ſuch Curage, that he had {ane Nine the ene h ilfe of 
them: and the other being terrified with this fare, fletbe 
from” him, and faſt bolted and barred the De, with 
ſuch EFrong deuiles, that it was impoſſible fo; him to get out 
that way» : 

Ja which time, the Cowardly Gaardians made ſuch a ho.- 
rible oatcry, that both Al galt and all that reinained in the 
Cattle, pzeſently armed themſelues: and ome of them 1Tued 
ent to Brandamor, and immediatelp ſet vyon Parilmus, and 
the reſt, thinking Ly fozce to make tbem Piſoners: ba? con- 
trarp to their exp ations, they withitod them with greater 
courage, eſpecially Pariſmus lard about him with ſuch vo⸗ 
lence, that many of them loſt their itues by his Nroabes : But 
Brandamor ſtiil continued ſuch cager purſyite again him, 
thathe was moſt grieuouſy wonnde d: which ſo taraged him. 
that he dzaue his enemies to their vitermoſt Chift's. A galt be- 
ing likewiſe iſſued out with others in 115 company, with their 
miltitude bad Aaure Ba zi lus, and bzonght Peri mus to melt 
extreame danger of his life; wo notwittſtanding ſatng Te- 
lamor falne dow ie, and under his enemtes mercy, gatheriag 
cqurags a ſteſh, beſtirred him, with dis vnd aunded and bz me 
valoz, aued his life f om a great number that aſſailed him.

Poſt noble Ta- 
dy, my comming tothis place, was to ſet you at [tberty, and 
alſo to reneuge the death of the courteous Knight Tyrides, 
Donne to the god Dake Amaſenus of Thrace, vnts whom I 
am infimtely bound: that hab Ja thonſand ltues, J wonld 
denture them all in his bzhalfe that now is dead, And ſing 
dy the danger and valcuc of theſe Rights, you are ſet at li- 
berty, andreleaſed frem bondage, be of god comtkozt, (o: the 
Aing pour Father will ſhoztly be dere, with thouſands of 
Anigyts to conduct you ſafely into Ly bia, who at my lat be⸗ 
tag in his Court, great pzeparation was made fo} dis expec⸗ 
tation.

beauty night haue fatisfied a mighty Potentates liking : and 
withall, how little he regarded his Veyze, by which meanes 
aftcrwards he might haue come to the higheſt type of dignity, 
and to the high yonour, to be King and Quæne of ſo mighty a 
ation: wondꝛed what might meue hin ta refuſe thole offers ; 
ſometime thinking it pzoceded lo: want of wiſedome : then 
ag aine he ſuppoſed a Knight endued with (ach bountifall and 
rare gifts of ꝑʒoweſſe, could not chaſe but [tkewiſe enjoy ſufft- 
ctent wiſedome to confider the valew of ſuch gifts. And entring 
into a further conflderation thereof, he began ta conjecture 
that he was ſp2ung of ſame great perſanage, which might be 
the cauſe thereof, and (oz that he was vaknowne, de thcught 
hat to be the very truth. Then againe; de called to _

J baue cffered reu my Dangh- 
tet in Parriage, and withall tatended to haue adopted pou my 
Donne and Peyze, both which you haue refuſed, pelding pour 
intereſt in my daughter to Remulus,and therewith left the in- 
heritage I adjopned ta her Parriage, which were both wozthy 
of regard, foz that ſachgutfts are ſeldome ginen: which maketh 
me (end fo2 pou, defirting to be ſatisfied fo; pour comming in 
the one, and alſo to know of whence,and what you are, it J can 
without offence to vou, obtaine the (ame.

Dye king hearing his ſpæches, greatly commended his ho- 
nourable mind, ſaping: Thou wozthy Knight, if thre be ang 
meanes left wherein J may pleaſure vou, dae bat aske, and 
cou ſhall aſſuredly obtaine, whatſocuer it be, ko; which kind 
ind Kingly pzoffer, the Linight of Lame with all humilitę gage 
bim great thankes. 

M hileſt they were in this communication, there ſuddaine⸗ 
p entred into the Hall, foare Knights in mourning attire, 
carrying on thepz ſhoulders, a coffin couered with blacke, 
by thetr countenances pzetending the dilcouerp of ſome Tra- 
gicall euent. The King of Thrace (ging this (ad Spedacle, 
greatly maruatled of whence they ſhould be, and what heauy 
Newes they had bzought And they belag come to the place 
where the King was, ſetting downe their Vearle, ſpake as 
followeth 2 

$olt High and Pighty King of 1 race ; we are knights 
belonging to the King ek Lybia : who kindly gree:eth pour 
Paie&y by vs, requeſting you to take no cence at our rude 
meſſage, the occaſion whereof is this.

damos, ( that dwellettz in a Caſtle in the Fozreft of Aide, )and 
by him by violence carryed away, uh m this Aoble K+ tight 
Ty:ides put ued, but the Gyant (to mighty a Fee ſoꝛ him to 
cope withall) due him, and ſo conneped the Pꝛinceſſe into 
bis Caſtle: whoſe cozpes we haue acc: zding to our Kings 
command) bzought hither. 

Amailcnus heating this ſad repc2t, ran vnio the dead Bode 
of his Sonne, bzea hing fozth ſuch La-::enta'tons, that it 
Would haue made the very Racks ts haue rent at his ſoztows; 
whit the Bing comfozted by all peſſible means he cculo, but 
griefe foz his @onnes vatunely death, ſo onerwhelacd and op - 
pzeſt his heart with ſuch Paf.ons of de petate care, 
that he fell into an extreame Dickn' M2 (which his old⸗ 
Age not be ing able to aut · weare) within few daxes after en- 
dcd his like. 

Amaſenus death (who was ſo generally belourd) turned 
their mirth to ſozrow, and the r Jo into (ad pꝛe patatien fo; 
mourne full Funerals, f.; the two dead Knights ; which was 
afterwards perf92medin mot ſtately manuer, The knight of 
Fame ſtting his deteſt Friend Anaſenus dead, hearing of Ve- 
nolaes Impꝛiſonment, reloiued in rcquitall of ſome pait of 
Amaſenus his Friendſhip, to reucnge T\ rides death on the 
Gyant: beſides his mind was affe ded with (ucha d fire t 
ſe the Lady Venola, that gtuing ne reipite to delay, he pze- 
ſently after the right of Amilenus Funerals was pertozmed, 
made his intent knowne to the Aing, and withall Keuerence 
toke his lcaue of him. E1kewiſe dtacrs that came to the Tri⸗ 
umph, and ſtill remained in the Kings Court, being growne 
into great familiarity with the Knight of Fame: and dc [rous 
to mike tryall of toetr valour againſt the Gyant , departed 
ukewiſe toward Lybia, with the knights that bzought y dead 
body of Tyr des: amongſt whom was the Bing of Aragon, 
n imed Arch lachus, Guido of Thrace, Trudamor of Candi, 
T:roof Sci, Trütramus one ef the Thze Bz tha n,. and 
within the daycs attiuc d in Ly bia; where the King hearing 
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of their inte at, and cauſe of comming, entertained them moll 
Kopallp. 

The night of Fame remained in the Court of the Ring of 
Lybia, ſome two dares : where his entettainement was molt 
courigous and honsutable; Which might haue dzawne a re- 
ſolute determination to haue taken delight therein: But he 
thought all time, theugh entertained with varieties of 
pleaſure, tedious : all delitate fate and collly banquetting, ſn» 
pe clluous: and all compaay weartſome : hauing his cogitati- 
ons oppꝛeſt with care, his mind filled, meditating on his La- 
dies ſweet beauty: and his hcart thirſting foz reuenge of Ty- 
rides death, teſpe ding no pleaſure, no aff: ting no delight, 
but to finde ſe me knowledge of his vnkind 1 NRieſe, making 
p2cparation to beſiege Brandamor, and thirſting foz He nour, 
ſecretly departed towards the Fozreſt of Arde, where he arti- 
ued molt faztunately, to pzeſerue his Pauncelp Fathers life, 
(though to him valinowne ) as is declared in the fozmer 
Chapter,

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Knight of Fame, ts guard Venola :) Pollipas and Teilamor, 


could depart towards Panuamus Ce ſtle: who taking theix 
kind Farewels of Pariſmas and ths Knight of Fame, _ 
” "this 
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themſelues to thetc Jaurnep, towards the place that harbou⸗ 
red their chiekeſt delights, Pollipus being dzawie with an 
t xcu ding deftre to ſ his conftant Lady Violetta, from 
whence he had bene a long tim ſeucred, and to recreate his 
ſeaſes oucr-rnl'd with care, in the [wet ſolace of her heauento 
compan?, the remeinibzancec of which delight, filled his heart 
with exceeding atfecttonate content. Teilamor likewiſe had ta- 
ken ſuch a ſurfert with beholding Clarinaes ſweet beauty, that 
no Phyſicke but her beauty could cure the ſame, neither could 
a thouſan? perils d:taine him from thence : which hopefull 
"conceit, [ed his heart with inward delight, that in theſe medi⸗ 
tations, entermingled with pleaſant communications, they 
ſpent their time vatill they were come neare to the Caſtle, 
Where within (ſhozt time th p arrived; And eif.noanting them- 
ſelues, theycame to the P zter, who knowing Tellamor ad- 
mit ted their entrance; Being conduct d in by ſome of the Ser. 
uants intothe Ball, and asking fo2 the Kadie Clarina, the wat 
ting · maid told them, that ſhe was in the Sarden, accompam⸗ 
ed by Violetta, offering to cendud them to he place. 

Bay (quoth Tellamor) faite Damozels, J pzay let bs goc 
alone: With that Pollipus and he entred the Garden, and el⸗ 
ping where they were ſeated vpana græene Banke in com- 
munication : And pacing ſef:ip towards the place, they thel- 
tred themſelues (rom thetr ſighe by a Roe buſh that was cloſe 
bp them, and heard their conferences, which was this: Vie- 
lerta leamug ſadly vpon her elbzw, her countenance bearing 
Helw that a multitude of cares pole her heart, and Clarina 
was leated a little diſtance off, tearing and diſmembꝛing the 
wert Flowers that the had careleſly cropt from their Ralkeg. 
Violetta anſwering to fame ſpech that Clar ina had befoge vt- 
tered, laid. Yea my miskoztunes haue bene to extreame, 
and ſuch J thinke as no creature euer indured the like, but my 
moſt vnhappy ſelſe: which now being oncrpalt, would ſwne 
be banitht from my rememb2ance, mighe I once enjoy the 
üg ht of mp dere antght Pollipus, which hope hath bans the 


wely pzeſerner of my lite. Wh (quoth Clara) happy and 
fen 
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ten times moze then happte , in my fancy are Ladies that 
are Wedded to ſuch conffant Knights : bat J feare me, there 
are to many of the contrary part: But J wiſh my Bzother, 
and theſe two other coarteous Knights, ſuch god ſucteſſe, as 
to ſet him at liberty, ſo that J might behold him, whom von (0 
highly commend. 

Vea, (qd. Venola) that would be a happte day to me, but I 
greatly miſdoubt, that will not ſuddatnly come to paſſe, and 4 
haus bene ſo often ci oſt in my defice, that my dcabtfull heart 
will not ſuffer me to enterfaine the teaſt concett of ſuch felict- 
ty : Which ſaid, Teares in aboundance fell from her eyes : 
Which cauſed Clarina fs doe the like, and wept foz company. 
Pollipus hearing Violettaes ſpæches, and ſæing her Teares, 
could no longer with-beld himſelfe, but intreated Tellamor ta 
diſcouer himfeife, and comming towards them, both of them 
eſpying them, at the firt marnelled what they cheuld be, but 
Violerta knawing Tcllamor, thought the other had bane Bar- 
zillus. Tellamor comming fo.Clarina, greted her rudsie Lips 
with a ſweet kifle, ſaying. Pott vertueus Lady; Wee bzing 
you happie Newes, of the ſafety and releaſsment of your god 
Friends, and the death of Brandamor. 

Violetta well noting the other Knights Shteld, had a mtgh- 
ty perſwaſton, that by his Deuice hee ſhould ve Pollipus; 
withall, marking bis P3zopo2iton, her heart ſometimes fain- 
ted, and ſometimes & pale colour appeared : Which Traight 
was ouerſpzead with a Koſlate blath , and (ach perpler.cies; 
one while of Joy, another while of ſozrew ſo cuerwhelmed her 
heart, that the bzumſh (alt teares ouer-flowed her eres, and 
(hee turned backe to Wipe them off thinking to have cancealed 
the lame. In which time Pollipus had vnbuckled his Bel⸗ 
met, and diſconered himſelle. 

Violetta hauing wyped off the dew of her ſalt Teares, 
and hiftingibp her bead, elpred him; UWbich ſudvatne joy 
(s reutued all her Sences, that chee fell ints bes armes. 
not beeing able to vtter a wezd ; whileft hee loningly 
embzaced her, reutuing her ſences, with many (werte

Which ſozted to Teliamors defire : Whoſe heart was infla- 
med with Loues burning fire, that comming to Clarina, with 
a ſabmiſſe geſture, toke her by the pzectous hand, ſaping” 
Pol vertucus Lady, how happie are thoſe that injoy ſuch 
content, as theſe two Louers embzace , which maketh me e- 
eme my ſelte vnfoztunate, that haue not pet taſted thoſe be - 
!ights, vut haue beene to2znented with Loners reſtteſſe deute: 
neyther could J ener ſettle mp Fancte to entertaine that di- 
nine Deitie, vatill J beheld pour Beauty, which hath tyev

wer. Geodſeruant, what further fauout doe you require, then 
that which J haue already granted?

neither could J with you to make any ſuch pzoteRations 03

Clarina, beg n to contetue ſuch god liking of her (extant Tel- 
lamor, that ſhee twke ne other felictty, but one tn bis ight ; 
uubere Pollipus dectared to Cl ina, theit dappte victoay, and 
how that it was Mideraes will ſhee ſhould depart with them 
to Brandamots Caſtle: Aich the wolingiꝑ peside d vnto, che 
rather thereby fo inior Tellamors tomganp : un ſo the Might 
appzoaching, F lipus any his ſweet Violetta, betoke them · 
le lues to their reſt: and Tellamor and Clarina fo tbetr ſenerali 
lodgings : Who'e hearts wilht themſe lues the like happy con- 
tent, they knew the other two thauld imer, if their Nut 
would haue permitted them.

which dzaue them into [ach feare, that like men 21fract os 
their wits, they fled from him, Brandamor ſœing that purſue? 
them, vntill he onertoke one of them, and tine him, the other 
making the moze hat, ouertoke his Company, being (0 af - 
frighted, that faz a god ſpace he could not vtter his minde : 
Which dzane them all into an admacation; afterwards bzea- 
thing, he (aid the Gyant Brandamor was altue, and had laing 
one of his fellowes. Pollipus hearing his ſpeches, wondzed 
whence they ſhould pzoced : (oz that he and all the reit 
thought the GOpant had bene dꝛowned, wherein they were de⸗ 
ceiued, foz he hauing recetued the fall by the Knight of Fame, 
with much adoe ſcrambled out of the water, which was not 
depe enougy to dzench bis buge body, but giuing ſome credic 
to the Fellowes ſpches, bo lipus and fine oz fire of the Ser⸗ 
gants,went backe with him, and pꝛeſently eſpyed Brandamor, 
bearing in his hand a ſtrong young plant which he had plucke 
vp by the rot, foz his Weapon; 4259 (2ing pollipus and his 
company, knowing him, would gaue fed: but Pollipus oners 
taking him, beſet him with ſuch Fricit belege, that notwith- 
ſtanding he layd about him with his mighty Taffe, pet he ſwne 
b:onght him to his ſubiedion, canſing hits Armes co be fa 
bound with cozdes. And in that ſ\o:t they 52ane him befozs

come ſo eathzalled, that bis heart could harbour no conceit of 
jop, but onelo in meditatiag on her pecfedions; Which by ab- 
ſence, bed thouſands cf cares in his troubled head. And with- 
all he noted the P;incefle Ve101aes penſluencfle ; Whoſe ak- 
feaions he thought would beſtagre with his ſadneſſe, that he 
accompanicdyor to many commumcations. 

TU 039 was bzonght them, the Caſtle was round begtrt with 
D0ouldicrs ; Which the Knight of Fame heating, deſiced that 
he might gce out to Pacley with them, to know whether they 
be friends 0; foes? Which ther tl gane conſent vato : Mh 
aArming bimſelfe, went fozth gallantlę meunted, and found that

The King ef Lybiz, accompanycd bp Archillacus, with

Pariſmus, falated him with great conrtefte, who like wife re- 
turned him and the peung Archulachus the ike ſalutation, and 
after that euery one in mctt uind and conurtecns manner ſalts 
ted each other, ſpending the rel of the da in ſuch content as 
the place yelved.

that the partie might by no meancs be awakened, p39- 
miſing if he could make ſuch a confection, to reward bim very 
richly. 

The Apothecaryhearing hex wozds, told her, that if he 
would tig, de would compound uch a dzinke as honld c- 
very wap wo:ke the fame effect ſhe deftred, Flauia hauing at - 
tained her defire that way, came ts a Goldſmith and bought 
a moſt curious w2ought bottell of Gold, whereon He cauſed 
bim to engraue theils Letters.

The knight of Fame all that da: kept company with pPariſ- 
mus, vato whom his heart bare an inward lone, determining 
to bʒzing him towards Bohemia, an? after to trauell ta eacch 
ef his Patents. Pariimus likewiſe was growne into uch loue 
of his qualities, and ſuch a hidden dete to pleaſure him, was 
ſcirred in his heart towards him, that he vſed him with (ach an 
extcaozdinary kindneſs, as the friend{hip that paſt betwixt 
then, ſæ med vnſepatable. 

Thus the day being ſpent,eaery one toke them to their lod⸗ 
gings: the Knight of Fame comming to his lodging, walking 
dp and downe {tgbted on the bottle, and noting the ſame, toke 
it vp and eſpying the verſes, read the contents, which dzaus 
him into many cogitations how the ſame ſheuld cone there:

Pariſmus reading the Letter, matuelled what eccaſion had 
withbzawne him, but being therewith contented, and truſting 
accuzdingi to a dim in Bohemia, bs made na other ſ pech of 
hum, but taking þts leane of the King and Queens, having in 
bis company Pollipus, and Violetta, with ſome fogty Knights 
of Lybia, he beparted tomatds Bohemia; Tellamor all this 
while remained in he Fozreſt of Arde, in company of his 
deate P. Clarina, ſo cunningle bandling bis buſinefle , that 
none could perceine but that he was very ick indes: in which 
time Clarina was bis Pörüttan, carefaliy tending him, and 
viing a m ſt cxtraozdinary diligence, whoſe company was 
moze pl- a ant e bim then any thing elſe: that thorewtthand 
other ſu c fanours he rett iued from her kindnefſe, het ſoggot 
his ſjcknefs, and pzoſecuted his out which in time of his ic · 
neue dad that gend iſſus, that Clarina was no leſſe tyed in the 
bands of Kent, then he was. And dpon a time, when Clarina

Od Deruant, (quoth Clarina) were J afared of thy can- 
ffancie, ſane ſhuula@ thon know my minde, dat (ome creole 03 
mtisfoztune will (ant alter the affedten, ans (s theu wilt leanc 
me indiltceffe : then what miſery may I jnctrre by granting 
to thy ſluts e wet Pillres (quoth Tellamor) if euer Knight 
were true, then will your paze Seruant pꝛœue truity.: if es 
ner heart harboured Conftancie,then be you aCared that cons 
Fant lone peſCcNeth my heart: (oz (ſs entire ate my vevations 
to remains (mmoncable,that no misfoztune oz cala mitp what» 
ſoeuet, ſhal cauſe me falfifie my faith, vut rather let all plagues 
and vnfo;tunate miſevies light vpon my head. 

Clarin hearing his ſpesches, made this reply: Melt deart 
Deruant, ünce I \& thy faithfoineCe, and how diligent then 
haſt bin to winne my fauour,J yeld both my lone and my ſelfe 
into the poTeCion, which hereafter account as thine owns ts 
diſpoſe of: and be thou aCured notwithKanding my Krange- 
nelle, my Lone hath every bay equalled thy aTections;: amd 
with lo free a heart JI giae my life and laus ints thy hands, as 
willingly as thou deftreft to haus the ſame. Tellamor hantng 
£cct1asd this aFacancs of her Loyaltte , to reatue bis _ 
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withall, entertained that comfozt, and her ſweet pꝛeſence with 
great delight, leauing cff his ſute, and ſpending. the lime in 
embzacings. Pany dayes conttnged theſe true louers in great 
pleaſure, being growne to that familiarity, that oftentimes 
luch kind fauours paſt betwirt them, that Clacina ouercome by 
his tntreaties, telded vp her foztreſſe of Wirginity vato him: 
oftentimes frequenting each others company,in that kind ſozt 
taTing their ſtolne pleaſure with great delight, vacill the 
nowes of Pariſmus retnrns came to their knewledge , (and 
Tellamor bound. thereto by oath, muſt nds depart ) which 
froke an extreante ſadneſſe to both their hearts. But eſpect- 
ally Clarina twke the ſame ſo heanily,that no perſwaſion could 
adde comfozt to het heart.

ning as yet deſetued no ſuch kinanefſe, pleaſeth you te com 
mand 03 tanplop ms any way, and J wil moſt willingly vn- 
dertake any ctauatle ez mduftry whatſoeger, to pzocure your 
content : Which wezds he ſpake, thaugh little thinking what 
Paſſio.:1s had poſſeſt yer tender heart: whom Ge vlc d fo kind» 
ly, and entertained with ſuch lemng glances, that he began 
greatly ts comment her courtefie. 

And againe he matuailed mach, why we uſed him with ſuch 
kindneTe, as that it woald haue picrced the heart of any o- 
ther Knight bat one le himſelfe: Whoſe aFecions was ſetles 
on his inward denoted Lady: that Venolacs laue was beftow- 
ed in vaine, and che ſpent her fighes and her god Will ina 
barten ſorle, where ſhe wept in hope of recompence ; Which 
d2ane her to ſuch extremity ef griefe, that ſhe was often in 
mind, (hauing by gd chancs, gotten him fo fitiy into her cem · 
pany, and fearing to le ſo ſweet an ops;tunity,) to renale 
het loue to him her ſelfe, 
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But yet that purpoſe w was ſuddainly altered againe by quite 
egntrary thoghts,that che ſate opp;: Nt with ſo many and ſo ex- 
treame cogitatroas, that the gricfe on the one fide that he 
touid no! conceiae of her god liking, by ſo many cuident to⸗ 
kens as (yc had ſhowne thereof, and her owne paſliens cuer- 
whelmed her heart with ſuch care, that ſhe (nddazuly but it cut 
into avountance ef teares, and io roſe f om the Bev, and went 
to a Mindow. 

Tuc night ef Fame, marnailing what Hontd be the canſe 
of ycr adhelle, thinking that his company could but diſquiet 
her, d:pacted ger Chamver : which lhe peccctutag, was ouers 
c.me th (uct paſſions, that ſhe fell downe ina trance, as ſhe 
were dead. Wihcrewith Flavia gane ſuch ſhzet kes that the 
Knight ot Fame heating ber gutcry,. ſuddatal retutned, ard 
fin ing venola in that eſtate, did the beſt he could with the 
Curie ta recomer her ſences: Which at laſt vegan to retutne 
tu thctr wented vſes. 

Venola lifting vp der eyes, and cſpying the Knight of Fame 
bolding her indes armes ; Wilht that fozcner ſhe might haue 
cantinacd in that trance: Who carrying ber to the bed, there 
laid get downe, and Flavia and other D1me3cls by that time 
toke het into taeit cuſt od; Which cauſed him to depart a- 
gaine : After whom Venola ca ach a greedy lobe, actompa . 

nred with ſuch ſcalding iges, that Flavia fearco ſhe world 
baue faine inte the like trance againe. After the was well re- 
couered and all her attendants departed, Flavia ſatd as fcl- 
laweth. Why dere Þilkrefle (quoth ſhe) how immoderate- 
ly dae pdu geuerne pour ſelfe, to fall into theſe cxtreames 2 I 
vethgew my deart, if J dee not repent that euer J toke in 
hand to be an Ado hetein. What dane you no moze wt'deme. 
hut ſo fondly to date oa a (fragliirg Knight, that cannef, oz at 
the leaſt will not vnde rſtand my meaning, taking a delight 
to ſx pour tozment, fo it is impoſſible tat that be cheuld per · 
ceiue pour loue ta warts tim, then be not ſo affeatonate to- 
wards ſach a one, as neither rrgardeth love, nog knoweth 


what belongeth toCcurtly cimlity. Peace, peace, (qd. Venola) . 
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either £11 my earcs with the ſound of bet wozds , 83 eli 
bold tor tongue: tog I tell the, ti 18 dee ech abs (gent 
death, to heat the io mucy diigrate oye PAAL ce.

Foz Junparteo the ſan to che, ttul king te auc comlozt 
by thy coanccll, bat toou coatrartly addclt cure co my gLibies 
Swet piltieJe (quoty ſhe) J beſa@ch you der AST concelus 
ſa hatolꝑ of mp meaning, fag J ſpeaks acthing vut with ins 
kent to pzocure pour gd: and ratzec witli 4 tete my accurs

Tyen(quoth Venola) once agaiue counſcl! me what to doe, 
foz thou iaft how faris 4 am tyed in the boaus of Lene to 
that wozthp knight, that witheut ſome hope of comfoz: , my 
cares wilbe excading, and moze then inp pyze heatt will bee 
ble to endure. This I think(q.Flavia)ts the bett ro vc dene, 
either dae ft pour ſelte, 62 let we gine g. knowledge of pour 
loue, and then pon Yall ſane ſæ whether he will accept thercof 
* ns. Dos ſo then (quoth Ven2la) J comaitt all to thy oſs 
cretion. 

The Knight of Fame be ing de pat ted from Venolies Ghams 
ber, was as farre from taacetuiug the cauſe of det Paſſion, 
as he was from the knowledge ef all thirgs, and being wal- 
kcd in's a Garden alone by himſelſe, Flavia came to him, 
whom he kindiy grated, asking her how her Þ.Krele did. 

Dir knigbt(q>.He)intbeſame caſe you left her, ard yet ra- 
ther wozſe, the cauſe of whoſe d1/quiet, is pzocured by no dil- 
eaſe but by an extraezdinate occaſion, which none but ont 
can remed? ; which J woald willingly ginc tbe parry know, 
ledge of, bat that J kaow not wbether he will take the ſa:7e 
kindlyo2 no: Tile were he much toblaine (quoth he) fog hard 
wers his deart, that wand not pitt the diſtte ſe of ſo dinine 2 

creatnce, 
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creature. Gentle fir (quoth che) thus it is. My Kady hath e- 
uet ſince the fir ſight of your perl on, ba nc greatly toʒmentt d 
e ith Loucs paſſions, which is the cauſc of her ückne le, which 
£ eth onely in pour pot er to ſalue. 

The knight of Fame heating her ips: chcs, was ſo ſnodain⸗ 
[py aſtonicht, and there with dzawne into iuch cogitations, that 
ze ſtod a gad while like one in a trance, at lait he ſaid, the 
harder is her ha ppe, and the wozſe my miſfoztune;fozJam vns 
wozthy of ſach kindnetle, and vnable co geeld Fer iecampence; 
which wozds being ſpoken, he turned himſclfe frem her, being 
dzawne into ſuch a dee pe meditation, that he regarded not,noz 
ſcarce heard (ome wozds Flavia (pike to htm afterwards, wha 
thinking that he had of purpoſe contemned ber, de parted ina 
monſtr aus rage, and being alone by htunſeife, cogitating vps 
on theſe cuents,pereecuing that her tozmer kindnetie had pzo-s 
ceede d from the lame rat of affeaton , greatly condemmng 
bimſelfe of dulne e, that could nat betoze that concetue the 
ſame: wiſhing that he had departed with che Pzince of Bohe- 
mia, fog that his fancte could vp no meanes be dzawne to the 
lu aſt god conceit ofher Loaue: (oz his heart was wheily im- 
ploped ansther way. 

Then he began to call to remembzance the ſomniſerous po; 
tien he had talked, by which meancs he was diſappoynted of 
pariſmus com pan, reuoluing cue ty conſideration and circams 
ſtance of the ſame, and theſe euents,was in the end fully per · 
waded, that it was pur poſe iy done by Venola, 82 ſome by ber 
appoyntment, to kay htm there : which theught was (ſs fully 
grounded in his fancy, that he aſſuredly periwaded bimſelſe, 
that was the very truth, and none elle: which dzaue him inte 
many ftudies how to rid himſelfe from thence, At lac, he 
determined to departin (ſecret, and vnkncwae to any ; And 
with this reſolution, all that day he accompanyed the reft of 
the Knights, thereby to ſhun all occaſtens of healing any fur - 
ther ſpeech of Venola. Who bearing hots ſcoznefully be recgt- 
aed Flavias medage, (which Flavia had tolo bet) entred into 
ſuch extreame complaints againT her hard foztune: ant ſhed 
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luch aboundance of teares, that the Bed whereon ſhe lar, was 
watered therewith : In which cffate che continued, tozmen⸗ 
ting her ſcife with extteame care. 

Earely the next mozning, theKnight without the know- 
ledge of any departed, clogged with ſuch a Chaos of confuſed 
cares, as that he wicht the date cf hrs miſerable life (ſubject 
to fo many crofſes) were expired, intending neuer to recurne 
thither, whom Havia ſcons miſt: the newes whereof, the con- 
uexed to the heating of Venola,who twke the ſame ſo heanily, 
that many dapes the continued as one likelyet to entertaine 
death, thea to ſutmue: which dzaue her Parents into an ex- 
treame ſavaefe,from whom (he ſtill concaaled the cauſe of her 
griefe. In which eſtate foz a while we will leaue her, and the 
Knight of Fag@e,onwards on his jaurncy,and Clarma in great 
care, fo; the abſence of Tellamor, in the Fozteſt of Arde

What varieties of croſſes dee till pzoſecute my eps, that 
tan in no place be at quiet, bat am (ill tronbled with that 
which A would not, but cannot finde the thing I deflre * Þy 
Beat dap was ths beginning of my ſozrowes: Since 
which time, nothing but care and veration hath befalne to

their hearts content, tc. 

As concerning my Parents, they are ſo hidden from my 
knowledge, as that my ſelle ttauailing to finde them, Porad- 
venture goe rather a great way fr2u them, then to them: fo; 
the lland of Rockes : from whence JI came, and where J was 
bꝛoug it vp is very farre diſtant from thts place: and J think 
At I would come to their knowledge, it is my bett courſs to 
returne thither againe. Mas J not cuetfwlith to refaſs the 
mairtage of Phyleaa, the Rings daughter of Thrace, vpon 
the vaine c nftdence of a Dzeame : Wpon whoſe certainty Y 
can no way vittid: which might ds pzocured by ſome Sozcerie 
cf Remulus ts make uc reiuſe that high Pononr, one lg to the 
(:;teat ye might inftaii vimfellſs therein: and cauls me (8 
doate on the Beaarte of a Lady which is ns where ts be 
foand; fo the while wozld containss not ſuch an effence of 
perf. Beautp, as that which J bebeld : Then, what hall 
doe: ©; which way hall J ſhape my be ſt cure: Shall J 
gine ouet her (carch luce dzeames are ſo vncertaine: J but 
this was moe then a dꝛeams, it was a Uifion: foz J beheld 
the Geddeſle Venus, who enjoyned me this taske holding that 
fwet Lady in het hand: whoſe fozine (o perfeciy is pzinted 
in my remembzance, that I cannot fozget ths ſame: Which 
aturedlytis limng and ta be found: And therefrze I will ne- 
net defift vatiil J haue found ber, although J ſhould ſpend the 
whole race of my life in that Queſt: TWHich if it were 
o3datned fo; my endleſſe tozment, then how choald J aucrd the 
lame: Netther cars J what patnes J endure, if J may after 
all m tranels but find her. 

In this (92t he ipent mucd time, vntill be fel! in a dere fu- 
dy, and teaning his back toa Tre, be fell faſt a fe. hill 
ho was in this (wer flepe, (by bappy foztune) Angelica 
the faire, that day had fozſakeu the Golden Tower ( which 
was not farre from the place where the Knight of Fame lar 
to met the King ber Father, who with che Dugne was com- 
ming from the City of Epheſus, where be kept bis Court, 
de (oajeurne certaine dayes fag bis biſpozt ia the Golden 
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Tower, that peelded all kind ofd:1ight. Angelica pafling a- 
lung this pleaſant A illeꝑ, gallantly attended by an vnwonted 
traine of gallant Ladies, and guard of Knigocs, eſpyed the 
night of Fame, ſuppaſing that ge had vin de ad: to caſe which 
doubt, ſhe willed one of her Knights to ſee what he was. Che 
Bmgytcommtng to him, awaked him, who ſaddaunety ſtar⸗ 
ting vp, began to lay h pads on his (wozd, bat caſting his eie 
allde, he beheld Angclicaes gallant Trane, and amonalt the 
ref berſelfe,whoſe ccuntenance be pzclentip knewto be the 
very lame Lady he had ſe@ne in the Aion: whoſe beaaty and 
ſuddaine pzeſence Trok ſuch an amazement to his ſences,that 
be tod like one in a trance. Angelica ſæ ing that ge was aliue 
ano not dead as ſhe ſuppoſed, paſt on her intended joarney,not 
regarding htm. e (@tng her departed, thus ſaid ts the kmagyt, 
Coarteous Knight, J pz1y let me kn2w that g21tlant Ladycs 
name.S.c(repipedb<) ger name ts Angelica, Daughter ta the 
moſt mig te Ring of Natolia: who vatſing this way to m#t 
the King ind Alea, (wh are comming towards the Golden 
Tower) ind (ing pou lying vader this Tee, ſent meta ſe 
whetyer pou were aliue 92 dead: witch (aid, he depirted. 
Zhek ua it ot Fa ne rejoping that he had fene his long ex⸗ 
ped ed Piſtreſloꝰ, was (uddainly rapt into a heanenly cance; 


- of jop, that he cho ight himſelfe as it were transfozmed into 


pleaſute, ſuch co nt 2t reumed bis doping heart from ad

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Anights: At laſt he thas thought with himſelfs: 3 that haue 
retuſed the good will of King: Daughters oncly to finde cut 
this beautifull Lady, and in be ſearch haue tndurcd ſo many 
miichances ; all J now when I ſe ber, be afraid to ſpeak to 
ger: Dz may I not hercafcer be diſappoynted of ſuch foztu- 
nate occaſion, as is naw offered me: Mhat though he be 
Gaardes by thele Knights, being alone, it can no way bed 
offence to tuem, that I rpeake to yer. With this teſolution, he 
palled by the hindermaſt of hec company, without ſpeaking to 
tem: who greatly maruelled what he hontd be: and com- 
ming right againſt Angelica, when he eaſily knew from the 
reſt, by dis fozmer little view of her fozme tn the Uiflon, he 
kindly dzew neare her.

ry. Be had not ſcarce ended hoſe wozds, but the let fall her 
gloue, which he ſecing, pzeſently aligbted and t ke it by, with 
renerence killing the ſame, offered it her aghine, Knight (qo, 
the) take it fo your labons, wherewith he turned awayfrom 
him, fo; that che eſpyed her Father comming : which cauſed 
him, being glad of that fans to withdzaw bhimſolfe.

ring of the excœding beautte of Angelica, was lately come in- 
to the Coratry as a ater, to whom Maximus ſaid, (beholding

A comely knight he is (gd. Camillus) tut it fa mes he is a Gran- 
ger. With that anothec Knight of Angelicaes attendants, vp- 
on the ſame quarrell, encountred the Knight of Fame, who 

taſted of his valour,as his pꝛedece lo Colli mus had done, after 

bim an»thcr, which when Maximus beheld,be called a Gentle - 

man to him, willing him to requeſt the ſtrange knight to come 

and ſpeake with him, which fell ont well foz the Knight of 
Fames quiet, foz had not the Aing bin pzeſent, the knights of 
Angelicaes guard had taken ſuch a ſecret indignation againſt 
him, that they by tiolence would haue ſought bis death. The 
meCenger Maximus ſent, fold the Knight of Fame, that the 
King d d requeſt to ſpeake with him. Sir(queth he) Jam rea» 
dy at dis command: to whom Maximus ſaid, as followed. 

Sir knight, you are it ſæmeth to me a ſfranger in this place 
but notwith{tanding ſome what bold with my Kmghts, both

Vy name, moſt noble King, J am called the Knight ct 
Fame, my birth to 1npſe e vaknowne, by no ill intent dzawnc 
into this Countrie, but on iv to find zut mp Parents, which 
are ikewile vakgowne my elfe lubſeg fo miſery,by the want 
A knowledge of my ſeife. Marccllns Sonne to Marine 
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a Anight of excœ ding courteous and honcurable parts, hea⸗ 
ring his @paches, bumbling himſelfe vpon his knw befoze 
his Father, ſaid IJ hambly craac pour 2pazelttes ſauouc, to 
cntertaine this Knight honouraviy, foz that 4 haue iome 
knowledge of him and of his v.lour, which {4 wi'ivectare to 
pont Pighneſle hereafter. 

Maximus hearing his Sonnes ſpaches, ſaid: Rice vp Mar- 
cellus, foz thy ſa ke, and foz ois ewne to, he ſhall ve welcome: 
whom doe thou ve accozding as lhall (xme god, and be a- 
greable to his honourable deſerts. The Knight of Fame hea- 
ring his ſpeches, molt hum iy thanked him: and Marcellus 
pzelently embzacing him, ſhewed him many tokens of hearty 
god will, 

Angelica all this whtle noted euery citrcumſtance of this 
Knights arriuall,as fir{f, how the found him alla ps: and nert, 
ol his ſpeeches to het: then, how valtantly he had ouerthzswne 
thze Knights t then her Bzothers (pxches : and laſtly, his 
gallant youth and comely perſon : which altogether wzought 
ſach a kind of admirat ion in her, that he began with a curi⸗ 
ous ee to marke all his adions: and to affec his company 
mozs then the had done any mans : oftentimes caſting a loks 
vpon him, the perceined his exe was fill vpon her: which 
made a ruddte blath beautiſle her che kes. In which time, the 
King intreated him to tay ſome time with him, if his impoz- 
tant bufneſſs did not withdzaw him: which offer he willing 
le and kindly accepted: all which fell out accozding to his 
owae hearts content,

the fozencons in ſenerall viſconrſes : likewiſe Angelica ſpent 
ber time among@t certaine Ladyzs of great account, in ſach 
ſozt as agred bett their fancte.

Feast wiercapon lavimu: inuites all his Pobles, and Ca 
ogillus and the Bntght of Fa ne, amongſt type reſt as his 6h1e- 
fe, whers tyep we.c mol yonourably catertained, lumptu⸗ 
er av: caltcd, and kindly wel emmed. | 

Camillus ſaing that the RNugne and elica were wan⸗ 
ting, was luddainle falne into a ſad dum pe, becauſe the Ladic 
okhis delight was abſent: which the Bing noted moze (pectal- 
ly then all the reſt, who ſuppoũng that Camillus came as a 
Hutter to his Daughter, had of purpoſe giuen c22cr to the 
Quxne, that ſhe ſhould banquet the Ladies by tyemſelues : 
which was ſo done that neither Camillus — any elſe percets 
ued his dzikt therein, which made Camillus ertreame angry 
with himſelke, that he had not the dap befoꝛe (when he enzop- 
ed both her ſight and fall liberty ofſpech) in ſome meaſure gi⸗ 
ten her knowledge of his L oue. 

The kwabt of Fame on the contrary ſde, gouerned himſelfe 
with moze moderaten, fo2 he hauing attained ſuch god ſuc» 
ceſſe as his heart did wiſh, was therewith fo2 the p2eſent con- 
tented: hoping that Foztune that had bin ſo fauouravie to him, 
would not ſuddainlp alter her countenance, but ill continue 
ber apds to his fartherance : whom Maximus like wiſe noted, 
hauing ſuſpition that he like wiſe came foz Anglicaacs Leue, 
though he diſembled the contrary, of which de could pertetue 
no likely od by his merry countenance, which canſed him one- 
ly to ſuſpt > Camillus and not him. 

The Feaſt being ended with great Royalty, encry one ak- 
tet ſome Courtly paſtime paſt, betwke themſelues to what cx- 
erciſe liked them be, Camillus till accompanyed the King, 
ſewing (fo; gricefe of Angelicacs abſenc , ſuch a kind of beha- 
our, as though his ſcuces were bewitched with carelefſe paſ- 
fions)which he neted diligently, thereby bꝛading in his mind, 
an aſſurante of his ſuſpition. The Knight cf Fame had with - 
dzawne bimſelfe into the Garden, and (@kirg the ſ3litarieft 
place be could find, began to recall the ſweet remembꝛancs of 
Angelicacs Beautit inte is mind, whertunte he was moze 
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iirmely enthzailed then he was befoze he had ſcene zer, though 
euen then his Leue was firme, hauing but ſcen her ina Aiſton: 
that he was now not onely contented with that faucur we had 
already howne him, but alſo deuiſed and ſtudted hew to be - 
come moze gracious tn her fight, and attaire ſeme better hope 
of her loue: which as get be had no like lihod to attain. Whiilt 
be was in che depth of theſe cogttations, Marcellus miffing him 
and ſ*eing him befo2e enter into the Garten, nene ee untill 
be had found him cut, to whem he ſaid; Sit U gt, Jam 
ſomewhat beld to interrupt peur quiet cations ty my 
appzoach,being defirens of pur cempany : be c fee tt I may 
without inirafton accompany rcu, I will Cay, otherwiſe, J 
would be loath to b2ecd yonr diſquiet. 

ÞPoft Noble Marcellus (quoth the Bnightef Fame,) Jam 
not troubled with reur pzelence, but enen thinke my ſelſe 
moſt happy to enjoy the ſame, as far dnwe thy ſuch kindnes: 
being a ranger here, # thinke my ſelke ſo highly honoured by 
your pꝛeſence, that J thail foz euer 1efſt bound vnto yon fo: the 
ſame :thinking my ſelfe moze happy therby then J could haue 
wicht, being befo2s ſub je d to all emall Foztune, pet now excees 
ding lx foztunate by peur kindneſle and friendchip. 

J could wilh it were in my power (queth Marcellus) to de-

Wiit then then( quoth he) doe this le me: Cite 
me the ke pes, and ſe nia ke fait the dwze,(o that thou cantt nat 
goe from as, and then call downe tty voy, and (end him to 
Marcellus, ts reque m to come ts th but in ſuch (0zt, wat 
tze boy map not ſæ me, and alto to det his meſſage (ecret- 
iy : Which the Re per told him, ke woutd meſt willingly per- 
lame. Then directing the Knicht of Fame how to lache the 
doe that he could nat eicape, be called downe che Boy, who 
pꝛeſenti came downe to hun, whom he commanded to ſee ke 
out Marcellus ſecretiy,and to d irt Stm,that be weuld vouch - 
ſale to coms and (peak with him a: out a matter cf great im 
p22?ance, The boy bauing tecetued bis meager, um medietelo 
bafted to execute the ſame ; and meſt foztunately mot him in 
the oute: Court, to whom he deciared the cauſeof his tummim. 
Marcellus marnatiing why the B@@per had ſent foz him, e- 
ſent ly began to remember theK night of Fame, with which du 
heart vegan tv fears: bat baſttng downe fo the den, tte K per 
commended his be to depart: and bumbling imſelte to Mar- 
ceitus,toid hun that the knight of Fame was ſhil lining. A dich 
laid, he ran in te him (who had <:owded himſelfe from bis 
2gyt)and told hun Marcellus * teme: then pꝛeſemi be you 
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fazth, whom Marcellus eſpying, with great rejoycing, canght 
bim in his armes, aud moſt {[oningly embzaced him, (@ming to 
be rexined with joy, in reſpect of the care oppʒeſt his mind be- 
foze he had knowledge of his ſafety, Dany count teens greetings 
paſt on c{ther (de, Marcellus deſired the ke pet not to reaueale 
this ſecret to any:to2 if it hanld come to my Fathers hearing, 
it were impoſſible then to pꝛeuent his tigoʒ: and withall pzo- 
milcd him, that it he would let him lotge in his houſs but that 
night,he would reward him molt bountiſully;and withall po- 
mi(ed him fo higher dignity, and te ſuch place of account, as 
that he would haus god cauſe to rejopce, that ever the Knight 
ol Fame came within his houſe. The keper both dzawa by his 
owne god inclination, and alſs by the hope of reward and pze- 
ferment,being but pie pzomſſed his vttetmoſt ayve and aſſt- 
ſtance ts pleaſure him, and with all to perfozme his full tefire 
with ſuch ſecurity, that none ſhould conceive any ſuſpition 
thereof ; with that cher altogether deparied downe into his 
Lodge, where the Knight of Fame refreſhed himſelfe with 
, comfoztable meats,being excading glad(as he had god cauſe) 

of this ſucteſſe: and rendzing many gone ts Marcellus (whe 
well delerued the lame.) 

Marcellus being pet ſomewhat freubled in bis mind about 
the Letter the King of Lybia had ſent, and deSrous ts be ſatt(ſ- 
fied of the truth therein, taking the Kaight of Fame aſide,from 
the bearing of the Keper, ſaid as followeth, 

Sir Knight, although IJ baue Gowne pou this faucur and 
friendhhip which my faut often perſwaded me to refuſe, yet 
veged by the god will A bears yon, and foz other confiderati- 
ons which J will vet conceale from you, I conld not chaſe but I, 
rejoyce at pouc (afety, ans wozke what meanes J can fo; your 
pzeſeruation: pet there remaineth a grudging in my con- 
fcience againtt p2u,vatill pou aCare me of pour faithfull cath 
toſatisfle me of the truth of my doubt without fraud: fo; 
if that be true which is alledged again you by the affirmation 
of a Ring, you deſerue the punihment my Father inflicted vp - 
on p24, and rather to be gen?2rally hated, then beloned at all.

ere (quoth the Knight of Fame) vpon mine honcur, 
me fozaer oath, and by all ether truth and fivslity, this accn- 
ſac1on, is mo vnjaff, fabſe, aus batrue; which ifA may by 
gou: lauout (in whoſe hands my life new reſteth) haue libsr- 
ty to appʒoue, A will maintain the contrary tuen in the gates 
of the King of Lybia. and cauſe my accaſers ts confeſſe the 
contrary: neither did A guor i@ke lone at that Ladies hands, 
by wheſe diſhoneurable mcanes, this accuſation is raiſed a⸗ 
gain me. 

Deare Friend(quoth Marcellus) you haue (aid envugh, and 
Irs@ aſſareviy (ſatisfied of your loxalty. The Knight of Fame 
was (o inwardly vexed with this accaſation, that he was halfe 
mad with grisfs z bat chiefly, foz that he theught it was cms 
to Angelicaes hearing, and might be a meanes to cauſe het vt- 
terly to fozſake him: which appalled his ſenſes, with extceam 
veration, that he food like ons transfozmed, 

Marcellus perceining his diſcontent , deſired him net te be 
grieued, bat to onerpaſſe the (ame, vatiil de hav meanes 1s 
pzone the contrary. 

e L od (qusth he) how can J chyſe but be (ozry, when 
thereby J am dihononred in enecy mam opinion: Which I 
account moze dearer then my lite: Beſides, with what imp 
ttencie may I ew my ſelſe befoze any Knight laing, but ra- 
ther my batedſelfe out of this miſeradis life, which isthe next 
way to ſalus this ble mich: But if "on twill vonchſafe to heare 
the frus repozt of the miſeties 5 bans endured ener Unco my 
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birth xen wonld ſay that J am the onely mappe of ſozrow,and 
bozus te perpetaall calamity. I dere nothing moze (quoth 
Marcellus ;) Withthat he rehearſed to him all that he could, 
of his bztnging vp in the Aland of Rockes, dis departare from 
thence and Þhipwzacke at Dea: Hot he was entertained be 
Duke Amaſenus ef Thrace, and the treachery that was inten- 
ded againf him by Corus ant Argalus, then of his (accefſe in 
the Kings Ceurt of Thrace, and the occaſion why he departed 
from thence to the FozreT® of Arde: and hom there he met the 
Þzince of Bohemia, ard refeaſed Venola: Then how Vcuola 
{oaght his Leue: and ham the gave him (vy ſubtilty) a ſommt- 
ferous Potion, ta withbold his departure withPariſuus, which 
he had purpaſed: and how af:erwards he perce:ued het intent, 
aad departed from thence, 
- -Withall, he declared the manner ofthe Uiſan that appea- 
red vnto him in Tacace, ans how ge was thereby enjapned to 
ſeke aut the fatre Lavts that hadappzared vnta him, and ſue 
fozhes Lone, which was the cauſe that he both refuſed Phyle- 
naes marrtage, and Venolaes pzoffer of kindneſſe: and alls hs 
declared, how he fir arrined in that Country: and met An- 
gelica which was the very ſam? Lady that appeared vnts him 
in the viſton ; and alſo told hiur,that he was like wiſe cnjoyned 
to fake ont his Parents, which the Atũen told him were of 
great birth. This (quoth he) the true diſcourſe of my faze- 
paTed life, which A nsaer yet mamteſted to any but your feife, 
Whoſe fanour hath farre ſurmoumted my deſert, into whaſs 
bands JI commit my ſelfe to be diſpoſed of : defictng 720 not ta 
conceine amis of me, fog that falſe accuſation being molt 
Marcellus again embzacing him in is armes,veffred him 
Ukewils, wot to (hinke that he did any maę coaceure the leall 
eaill opinion 2fhim,but that be did eſtæme of him, as the dea · 
res friend he had in the Molo, and that he did both laue and 
hamoar Mm as himſelfe, and wentd never fogſaks him whillt 
he lined, but continao his faithfull friend faz ever. Mauing 
in this (026 mave a new league of amitis , Marcellus left ths 
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Knight of Fame to his pzwate medications, pzamifing to te- 
turne agatne to him very Ghoztly, going pirenly ta Ange- 
lica, whom he found cautinuuitꝭ her wontcs (atnells; Foz he 
could by ao meanes be comſoʒtet, bat flill augmented her loue. 
by remembang the Kmgyt cf Fames perſon, to whem the 
bare (uch intire aſted ions, that we reſolued neust to lone a. 
ne other Knight, but determined toſpend the whole date of 
her lite in üng is eſtate. 

Marcellus ſudaaine appzoacy, bake cf her ſilent penũue 
nette, by his countenance chewing a heart ropleniſht with 
joy, which hs vttered in this (szt. Angelica (quoth he) cat off 
this (ad countenance, foz A bing rau caule of moze comfozt * 
fa; the Anight of Fame is lining, and pzeſerned by admirable 
meanes. Dh Bzather (quoch he) this newes cannot be tine, 
which will kill my heart with griefe to heare et, and bediſap- 
pointed therein, Siſter (qs. he )i is (o,netther marnatle theres 
at,fozyis innocencꝝ in the fac lard ta his charge, hath I think 
cauſed the Gods to pitty him: befives, thereby peu may be 
aſſured he is bone of Rall bleud, who is now in ths Be@pers 
heule in ſaletꝝ, with whom 4 hane bia theſe two hautes: Bow 
caſt of theſe diſcontents and clouds of care,foz thett is no fur · 
ther cauſe of diſquiet foz his inppoſed death. 

Angelica then verily belauing his wo, (aid: C B- 
thor tell me how he doth, (#2 whole ſafety A rcjopcs :? Foz ot 
all the Kaights that ener J beheld, Jucner liked nog lened a- 
ny ſs well: defiring rou ts kepe my counſaile ( hauing be bai. 
ed my ſecrets to none elſe) and net let him know ſs mach as A 
haue tald you. Then Gonid both you and J doe him wong 
(ad. he) faz he hath weil deſerued lone, and eſpecially at cut 
bands: to whom by his sene repozt, he hath long agoe dedt- 
cated himſelfe, and not onely of his ewne inclination, but of 
u high commannd:fs3 the truth of which, de bath vpen truſt of 
my ſecrecy reucaled vato me,whisoh thou Malt likewiſe hoare: 
then he diſcoarſed the whole truth, euen as the Knight of Fame 
bad befoze dene: MAhich when he heard, te lad: What 
a diſcourt cons Kade is that Venola, to lake the 
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euerthzow of (a wagthy & Kaigtt,and how may J eſtem him, 
that befoze he knew me, was ſo canſtant in his lone, withont 
hope of my fauent, and reſuſed the pzoffered lone of two (ach 
Ladies ſoz my fake ; beſides the perill he hath endured in my 
ſearch : and peraduenture is (pzung of greates birth then my 
ſelle. And now allo by my Warents dome, was put in thatha- 
zart of his life, Gad Bother be you carefall of his go, and 
whatſoener pou ſhall counſel! me to, J will dos: if my Father 
tonid know of his ſafezy, then were there no meanes fo; him 
to eſcape death; F02 ſuch a hard conceit of ſaipec doth pete lle 
dis mind, that be hateth all thaſe 3 beate me any ſhew o: god 
will. Mell (quoth Marcellus)ref& pen contented, and ſtill con- 
tinus your loue towards him, to increaſe and not diminiſh the 
ſame,whois by deſtiny allotted to be your busband : the care 
of whoſe welfarelet it be my charge: foz I ſo much love and 
eX@mehim, both foz dis owne and your ſake, that A will 
lcane no meanes dnaTaped, whereby to doe you god: which 
ſaid, hs againe departed to the Knight of Fame, By this time 
the darke night appzoached,and Ma:cel'us and the Kiight of 
Fame, wert what meanes to bſe fo; his ſafetp, and ta 
pʒocuts the deſited content Angelica ex peded, who beſozs hat 
giuen her conſent to bs rules by herBzotber : that by the afCa- 
rance be hadof her, de put the Knight of Fame in aſſured com- 
foztofher ivue, by relating in (oure ſ83t (the contents of An- 
gelicaes conference befoze had with him, which affected his 
heart with greater ſer, then ever befoze he had enjoys 
griefe: that his cſcape from death did not comfozt his bent 
ſo much as this happy newes. At laf Marcellus ſaid : Noble 
Knight,yeu (@ how ſttia my Father guardefhAngciica,ibat 
thers is no meanss left, to eaſe pour griefe 03 het care by tar- 
xu vere : neither can you without great hazard of pour life, 
remaine within the circuit of this Tower: foz that my Father 
ſaſpecteth euery one, yea his done childzen, whereby we arg 
tyzed With thoſe treables, and wenld willingly wezke any 
means to eaſe our felues,F eſpecially Angelica hath bin mewed 
vp ſo claſsly, that the I am ſare woald vadertaks anything to 
enſor 
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ca199 her liert, were it in neacr ſs pe eſtate, wherein in 
my opimon, is many thouſand ot ſwat contents to be found, 
rather then in this troubleſeme pom pe, which is repleat u. 
{nfinite cares. 

Therefoze this is my cenſare, that tau A au this night (as 
J will direc pou) depart from hence. go to aint Auſtines 
Chappell,not ferrs gente, and *% gre ftay faz me vntill to moz- 
row megning, where 53 aineth an old religions Pztc®, aa- 
med labine, who if Zan ſay you came from me, will aſſuradly 
giue you enterfzinment : which when you haue done, J twill 
ſa wozke wich mySifter Angelica, that ths ſhall cond iſcend 
by ſuch zieanes as Iwill wozke foz her ſecrct eſcape ts came 
to de: whichJ hopeI ſhall eaſs the doubts that poſſeCe my 
minde, rid this Country of the (randall it is likely to run in- 
to: and wozius both mine owns, yours, and Angelicaes ten- 
tent: fag ſo dearlydo J loue her, that had I many lines tolwſe, 
I would hazart them all to wozke her te leaſement: Foz were 
fe once marriev, hen chould the date of that fo lic Pzophecy 
baae an end. The Knight ol F me hearing his (peches wlicy 
anelg tended ts wozke the cuntent he abone all things in the 
021d ſought, could not well contain himſelfe from cxpzefſing 
{nmeaſarable joy, but yelding many humble (heart thanks 
fo Marcellus, voth commended dis deuile, and alſo intreatsd 
him togoe fe ward with the lame. 

Then Marcellus called the kœ per, asking his connſell it he 
knew any war whereby the Knight of Fame might get gut of 
the Caſtle, pzomifing him a gud reward:and withall pulling 
from bis necke a chaine ofGoid gane him the ſams. The Ke- 
per being taticed with this reward, (Gold dauing that fozce, 
to make things (impoſſible come to effec) pzeſently told them 
be had 4 devife that mit ave fo; currant, if the knight wouly 
vndertake the (ame. J haue my od (quoth he) a UefCell of 
great largeneCe, which (ſometimes (o3ted fc3 other vie wbich 
if we could venice to le? downe into the Take, de might eaſily 
in that get ouer vnto the other fide : Which deatfe, Marcellus 
and the Knight of Fame both liked. And about 2 
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when all things were af reſt, ther pat the ſame in pzacs 
tiſe, and by a Rope let the UedJell dene: Whech dis (wita 
not corranuy, 
Tyres ning a Rope about the Knight of Fames middle, 
And after that wird many iaire pz2:14les aud pzateſtatisus of 
perpetual! frienechip i; ev had taken their leaues, the a pet 
and Marcellus let him domne : Who was ſo heauy, by reaſow 
of the weight of his owne had, and dis armour, that (yep had 
mach a ds from letting him fall, and beim in the Uefſell,was 
lite to finke in the ſame. Bat with much ador ( and great dans 
ger of dzowning by reaſon ef the ſtedlaſtneſc or the Uelicts, 
which with enery littie weight moze on one ſide then on the o⸗ 
ther, was ready to cue rturne, he got on to the Bancke, dohich 
is ſo ſtepe vpwards, that he had mach adoe to climde vp the 
lame, but was oftentimes ready to fall downe backe wards 
into the Lake vnder him, which was of an erca@ding great 
and huge depth: bat hauing thus happily eſcaped both thofe 
dangers, he departed towards Saint Aultines Chappell, ac⸗ 
£92ding to ſach directions Marcellus hadgiuen him to fino the 
ſame, Marcellus and the K@per d;ew vpthe Nell, and ves 
toke themſelnes fo their teſt. 
The Knight of Fame had not well remembzed Marcelius 
ſpæches, and thereſoze haning gone ſome hall a mile from the 
Golden Tower,fearing to wander out of the wap, be twke vp 
bis lodging vader a Cypꝛeſſe Tꝛæ, ſpending the whole night 
inmanifold meditations,of the ſuacteſſe of his buũineſic: Being 
oftentimes in great doabt, and diſpairing of neuer ſa ing A 
gelica againe,d;awne to that feate by reaſon of ximus jea/ 
louſte, and the diligent Watch he had ſet in cuerę c62ner of 
the ſaid Tower,buteſpecially at the entrance: Where nene 
went out and in, but the Gardians ſearched them, that his 
mind was ſomtimes wzackt with diſpatre, and ſometimes a- 
mmated ts comfezt, by the afſared truſt he had in Marcellus. 
The night being by him in this ſozt ſpent, in the Pezuing he 
». befoke himſelfe again to his journep,and with eaſe found aut

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it was long befoze any came, but at laſt he beheld old labin

dat AuſtincsChappell: MAhich when An- 
geha hearing, he ſaid : Bzother, how can this be affected, 
when pou ſæ (0 many impeiliblittes to hinder aut intent, that 
we all bu? ſpend mach laboar to little effect, and alſs rather 
bzing my Fathers heaay diſpleaſure againſt vs, then tt ape a; 
ny camfozt 2 Whoſe cruelty pou ſe is ſuch, that he will, if he 
Gogld fad aut cur daft, puniſh vs with ſeuertty: Beſtdes, ik if 
ſhould came to that paſe ; What excaſe could you fu ts pacts 
fic his ire 2 Therr(aze J thiake it beff, that we neuer hazard 
cur ſelues, but rather be tontented with aut quiet effate, leaT 
a waz'e miſchance light vpon vs thereby. 
Difker (guoth Marcellus) yoar conafaile is go, but yet 
deare what A all ſay; The life teu lead is but miſecadie, 
eng 
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being kept like a Paiſener ; whereas, if you could but winne 
this liberty, pon ſhould cnjoy peur fill of hearfs cantent, and 
be a meanes ta rid my Fath:c and vs all from the deubts we 
may now endure. Beftves,if you laued that wozthy Knight ;

tranpes : himlelfe and the Quene well guarded, 


toke the tendieſt way ont of the Parke: which was the ſame 
war Marcellus and Angelica had taken, andbafſting came to 
the place where they were in the hotteſt of theyrfkirmith. 


King theresf,who pzeſontly haffed to the GeldenTower, with 
the QAutens, Marcellus, and Angelica in his company: any by 
reaſon of the ſcrangats he faw in fight with Marcellus, be hav 
not the lea® ſaſpition of Angelicacs entended flight: and mar- 
aaiting what that Army ſhoald meane, he ſent ont ſpyes fo 
view of what fozce they were, who hauing dene in all poynts

Maximus fearing the wett, pzefently ſent Letters fo the 
Aobles ofhis Land, with all expodition to muſt et vp theit foz- 
tes, and to corney them to the Golden Tower: and alſo cau⸗ 
led moT diligent watch and ward to be kept.

cuſations, 93 clic he would not haue fagcurcd him ſo much: 
that with all ſpad ge haſted vnto his Cell,where being entrev 
he found the Kight cf Fame very (ad, and faſt bolting the 
Chappell doze, he came to him,ſay:ng? Ue2thy knight, J am 
glad that J haue found you here, (oz were you abzoad, there 
are ſo many Knights inſcarch of teu, that it were impefſible 
ta eſcape them-F0oz me(qd.he) I thinke you are dece iu d Yea 
gd. he) it you are called the Knight ot Fame, and lately eſcaped 
oat of te Lyons Den. With that bis cslour changed, gap

and what he had heard, Mhereupon the Knight of Fame [tke-

Ater that the knight of Fame was paſt the 
bounds of Natolia, he arrtucd in an exca - 
ding great Plaine, where he ſaw many rea- 
- E1 4 dy Pathes, but knew not which of them to 
NG take : at laſt, a ſadaine thought and remem - 
Sn Sn<J bzance of Pari mus entred his fancy, which 
ſo (Wiiy podett gis mind, that the thought thereof, would by 
no meanes remoue, which was fo efectaily wzought in him 
bya natural e ted, o there were hts Patents, and no _ 
iſe 
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elle, which cauſed nature it ſe lte to pitty his 5 reffleſſe — 
and no longer to pzoecrainacs his tcitcity, that be (ully and 
ceſslutely determined to trauell thither, 

Wryhither afterward with leng cransll he attained, hauing 
great deſire to l Fariimus againe, to whom his heart has 
dswed everlaſting Kriendchip. And now dzawing nigh the 
Court,in the afternwons when the Sun had with his ſcozching 
beames made the ſealon hate, he heard a gricueus complaint, 
as it (@ined ta his hearing of ſome diftreled Lady, which 
made him tay to liſten which way that cry came, and by the 
voyce,ozawing nigh vnto the place, he eſpyed vader the ha» 
dow of a heaps of mes, a Katght in armour, and a Lady at 
bis fete, who were the (ame that made the heauy moane, 
The lintght of Fame comming neare them, thep bath eſpyes 
him to the Ladies comfozt, but the Knight pzeſently twke vp 
bis ſhie ld, and addzeſſed himiclfe foz his defence. 

The Kaight of Fame well noting the Ladies conntermance, 
remembzed that he had (ene her, but be could not remember 
where, which cauſed him the moze willingly to helpe her: be- 
ing otherwiſe of his owne vertueus inclinatien, ready to ſuc⸗ 
cour any diſtreſſed Lady: that comming to her, demanded her 
cauſe of (ozrow : but he being ready to make him anſwer,and 
holding vp her hands tocraue his pitty, the other Knight ſef- 
ting his (w nd againſt her bzeft, vowing, that if the ipake one 
wozd, he wauld thzuſt the ſams though her body: Which the 
Amgdt of Fame ſaing ,- thinking he went abeut to flef her, 
with bis {wozd dzawne,ruſht violently againſt him, anTouer- 
the w him: but gtuing him leaue to recoucr his fer, be ſaid: 
Trayterous wiilaine, why effereft thou this Lady this oiſcour - 
teſle, being aſhamed the ſhould declare thy treachory : Which 
maugre the heart, J will know befoze we two part : with that 
he lent him ſuch a blow,that ge made him ſtagger : the knight 
choaght himſelfe now in wezſe cafe then ener be had hen: but 
natwithſtanding, he refiſtcd the Knight of Fame molt cenragt- 
dull to a ſpace, hut he being the moſt gallancef knightinthe 
Mozld, ſone baeught him in great danger of bis ufe : Mhbictz 
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when the Knight taw. and felt, be ſtaped himſelfe, and ſaid; 
uniggt, befoze the tambate continue any longer, let me know 
pour name: I wall not ſhew the that faucur (95 the Kn:g5 
of Fame) bat wiſh the pied thy (clfe { neithet will I hewtye 
that faudur (quoth ge) with that he beg an tre combat againe, 
being ſcarce able to litt vp his ſwozd, by reaſon of his f2in?, 
nelle by effuſion cf bloud, intending to end his life: Wie) 
the Uniaht of Fame pertetaing, clalped hem in bis armes, and 
with violence wzung his ©we:d cut of his hands, and by f ꝛce 
made bim pald, haulag na wen on to offend pimnictie noz his 
a duocſau r. 

he Lide ſeing her ſelſe thus fr2tunatcly deliuneret com- 
ming to rye Anght ct Fame, dcftred bin te pitt p der eat e, 
and not to fozlane her, vntill che were come to the Bohemian 

Court. With that the Unight of Fame was —— glad, 
—— L adp, 4 will not foꝛſatze pu. vut ſæ yon thete in ſafety, 
fo2 thither am J beund. But J pz37pou(quoth he) let me knew 
pour name, foꝛ that A haue Jam ſarcſeenc pou about the Foz⸗ 
reſt of Arde? Violetta with that was dzawae into a great ad- 
miration what be hauld be, at laſt the ſaid:mynameis Violct- 
ta, p̃am oꝛdained to perpetuall miſerę, being inded o the trea⸗ 
cherp of a d:f{apail B night named Archas, daiuen to wander 
thither wards. The Knight of Fame then immediately temem- 
bzing ber, but being vnwilling to diſconer himſelfe que ſtioned 
no moze with her, but enely asked ber what that Knight was:

til mus melt kindly imbzaced the Knight of Fame, departing 
altogether inte the pꝛeſence; whete was the King and Quvzn, 
Dollipus, Laurana and many others, Pollipus ſæ ing Violetta a- 
mcnzt thoſe ſtrange knights, matuailed thereat, tut the cur - 
ming tef:22 the Bing, vpon her knes deſired juu ite againſt 
the W2nnded knight: the King told her the (Gould haue juſl ice. 
Violetta then ſaio as followe th. Holt mighty king, I belech 
you reg ard mi coinplaint:r[ﬀ age the monſt tous wzeng done 
me by this mol wicked and abhominable hemicide, who yath 
ofcrevd me abhaminable cutrage; fo2 this afte rnone, attended 
by mp damszell, I went fozth ot the Court into the Grove ad- 
jo7ning to the garden to recreate my ſelfe in the coly hade: 
where 3 had not long Cayed, but this diſconrtcous Uillaine 
ſux pʒized me, and car ght hold of wp damozell, who made great 
exclamation fearing my harme, wh m he bound both hand and 
foot : thzeatning if he made any nayſe to mur thet her. Which 

ane, ge to ke me by diolence and balling and pulling me mot 
tude ly and diſcourtecuſly, would haue comieyed me J know 
not whether, vntil this valiant kmght by gos foztune, hearing 
my complaints, ede med me from his tyꝛanmy. TheKicg beas 
ring her ſperches, commanded the knight to diſcener himſelte, 
bat he being ercadingly aſhamed, and loath co be knowne,res 
fuſed the ſame, but at laſt, by ſame of the Bohemian knights 
was vnarmed, when pzeſcntlyV iolerra knewhim,where with 
ſhe g-ne an exceding Eart, as if he had binaffrigbred at his 
usb.

The Ring hearing that it was he, ol whom he had heard (c 
many honourable repozts, roſe from his Ringle ſeat, and em- 
bzaced him moſt loutngly : and euerp one in genetall, ſeemed 
to be moſt ercecdingly delighted with his pꝛeſence. 

Lanrana behalding his countenance, felt an t xceeding thꝛob : 
bing ſodainly poſſe ſſe her heart : withall, ſuch a violent bluch ; 
ing flacht in her face, that he wondzed whence ſuch ſuddainz 
motions hould pzocecd, and was conſtrained to turne aſide, 
leaſt any ſhould percetne her changing countenagce : and with - 
dzew herſelfe to a Window. This Iteration being wzcught 
in _ by a Naturall inſtina, which che was altegether eigne - 
rant of, 

The Knightof Fame not vnmindfull to ſatisfie Violettac: 
wzong, by ſome reucnge againtt Archas, moſt humbly thankt 
the Ring fo2 honouring him ſo much, by giutn3 him authozity 
to giue his dome: but (qusth hc) I moſt humbly intreat your 
Prghnefle to pardoa me, and deltre pour wiſedeme, to whom 
de bath bene offenſine, to vie yim as von pleaſe : Foz it wert 
great pꝛeſumption foz me in this frange place to cenſare of 
him in your Pajeſttes pꝛeſence.

Tye Knight of Fame was ropallp entertained, and honcu- 
rablę ſcaſted by the Ring ot Bohemia, eſpectallꝑ Pariſmus and 
Laurana vſed him with exceding kindneſe , being fo2 tha!

plate many reates: vntill on a time Ge appeared to me in a 
D2came:warmug me to fozſale that vafrequented place, and 
goe to the Caſtle of Rockes: which I vzeſentip did, then not 
knowing what a Caftic meant: Wiherc, at the fir, J was 
roaghly handled, but at laſt J was kindly vſed by Tyrcſus, who 
bꝛongdt me vp a long time: With wgom A departed to Sea:

Aftctwards when J bad thought to haue departed with 
rou towards this Cerntro, Venola bp ſubtiltx, cauſing me 19 
ta ke à ſlee pv Potien, fruſtrated inp dere, which He did to 
ſtaę me with her, vpon a pꝛetence ct great Lous as lhe bare to 
me, which ene aitcrivards made me acguainted withall: 
witch when J heard, being enjoyned to place my aſfedtons on 
another, fearing (ome muchance nigh ariſe by ger Leue, and 
finding out with what dente they had fruftrated me ct vciur 
compane, J teparced without knowtedfſe of any frem theuce » 
Ano at laſt after leug traucll, arriucd in Natolia; where ly⸗ 
ing downe ts reit mp ivlte being weary, it happened the Lady 
Angelica (the moſt faircft Lady licag, tc paſſe by : ) whom 
arter J had ſeen, I perfectly kneW to be the Lady that appeas 
red to me in the A ſton, hanng aiter ſuch ad ſuccede, that re» 
ſpec that J was entertained bydaximus the Ring at the Goals 
den Tober, and there grew into great acquatarance with 
Marcellus. J had not long remained there. vut tec Bug of Li- 
bia (as J ſuppoſe, perl waded thereto by Venolaes mcancs) 
wꝛote a Letter vnto Maximus, that he would ko his lake ei- 
ther ſend me to him, 62 elſe be renenged ou me by my death:

and imbzacing him. Per ftrange behauteut dzanc them al: 
into admiration. When ſaddenly the placs where they were 
began to ware darke, that they could ſcarce ſæ one an2the:, 
and ther heard a voce, which they knew not from whence ; 
which ſaid: Pariimus welcome thy Son Pariſmenos, long time 
abſent from the: thou ua deſt not doubt cf it, fo: none is ſo 
luke the in Yeroycall qualities; which ſaid, the dar kne ſſe 
pze(ently vaniched. 

By this they all aCarcdly knew, that the Knight of Fame 
was Sonne to Pariimus and L1urana : who likewiſe aſared 
bimſelife that he had found his Parents, pzeſently he knæled 
downe : whom Pari(mus, the Bing, the Qnene,and Lzurana, 
molt loningly all at ence t2compaſſed with their kind imbꝛa · 
cings, rejopcing molt ercadiagly foz joy that he was found, 
veing vaable by wozds, welcomes, imbzaciugs, oz otherwiſe, 
ts expzeſſe their gladnee. Pariſmus refoyctn”, that he had (0 
vaitant and vertaons a Don, the King and Nane, glad that

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in their old Age they (aw ſo ver tuaus an impe pꝛzung koꝛth of 
their 1Cue to ſucca d in d Aingdome. And Laurana with tears 
of jop expzcſing her content, in that (he had found her Sonne 
wyom ſhe thaught had bin deſftroveo long agoe : that no heart 
ts able to erpzeffe the joy that poſſeſt their hearts. Pollipus 
and Violetta, they li kewiſe imbꝛaced him, being as glad as a- 
ny of the reit of bis ſafety. This newes was ſone ſpꝛed 
though the whole Court. and from thence, fiping fame ſane 
b:2nght the knowledge thercof to the Citizens, who of their 
one 9cc93d rung their Bels,made Bon fices, ans Triumpbs 
th zough the whole City : MA here cn all ſides, was uch excæ· 
ding rej e pcings, as is impoſſtble to be expꝛeſt. 

Pan dayes after war ds the Knight of Fame, who now ſhall 
aſſame his right and pꝛoper Name Pariſmenos, continued in 
the Bohemian Court hononrably entertained, and highly e⸗

by the Di ine Pꝛouidenc.) and ca ge to Partimenos : Tha nd 
(ner ſaw him within reach el his armes, (tetaining a moſt 
nanip coucage nat waitCaibing bis weakne ce) gathering all 
his irength tegetyer, caught hold on hin env cacribzow ber, 
and geiting vpon him, wich (wife crawitng, fo; that he was nat 
able to ſtand by reaſcn ef bis Bolte, and bamng dim vaocr

Theu taking the bunch of Ecpes bp, he laſcncd and bnlzckt 
all the Salts that were faſtened to his Legges, Accke, and other 
parts of dis body : Wihyich wen te h d eonr, p22ffrating kim⸗ 
feife vpon his kus, be p221;cd God fo; that happie ſucceſſe:

where at his comming, hee found an army of Boz'emen, that 
ſpzedall the Fields with their treupes, and pzeſently he knew 
them to be Bohemians, ſome of them eſpying him, taking him to 
be a Ahr, carricd hie befoze Pollipus, who was their General. 
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Pari menos being come befoze Pollipus, was by him ftridly 
txam ned, to whom he lago. Wheretoze t aus feu bzought this 
Armte into Getulia? Why (quoth Pollipus) haft thou net heard 
bow 7: menos is impziſone d by Maximus wzongfully :? And 
mozecuer, hath judged him to a vile and hamefull death, which 
he is to ſuffer ſirg dayes hence: Pariimenos hearing his ſpæches, 
maruelled how he ſhould ccme to the knowledge of that newes, 
wich old labine had told them. With that he ſayd :Pariſmenos 
is not in Pziſon, bat now is at liberty, which J came to gine 
pou knowledge of, foz when you ned not take meze cart. Wil- 
latse (cuoth Pollipus) what ſayeft theu, is Pariſmenos dead: 
WU chat hes colcur began to goe and ceme, and his heart Bas 
cxcœdinglp tozmented. Partiimenos then Eiſconered himſelfr, 
whom Pollipus eſpying, caught him in his armes with a fernent 
embzace, the reſt of the Knights thzonging avout him with ex⸗ 
ce ding jop. 

This ne wes was ſone ſpꝛead though the whole Campe, who

Maximus ſæing his Citie begirt with 
Sonldicrs, ſent ont a Yerald to know what they were, who 
bzought him wozd they were Bohemians, that were come to re- 
deme Parilmenos, and ta reacnge the tnjaries de had dene him, 
. upon falſe repozts of the Ring of Ly bia. 

Maximus bearing that, commanded an Army ef twice as many 
Natolians as there were Bohemians, to be gathered together, vn⸗ 
det the conduct of Duke Pridamor, a valiant and reicinte Noble» 
man, wha accozding to his valeur at the fir appꝛoach, entred 
Battell with the Bohemians, being men of good experience, and 
expert Boldiers, as little cſtæmed the Natolians, as if they them ⸗ 
ſelnes bad the oddes. 

Pari menos now thought it time to heſtitre bimſelfe, to wezke 
reue nge, and to make pzœte of his valour, and being gallantty 
mounted, he couched peate at a Natolian Anigbt, and pierted the 
ſame quite thꝛeugh bis bedy: which done, ze dzew bis ſwozd, and 
met another with (9 full a blew, that de tumbled from his Yozſe, 
and was troden to deach: anather with violence he thzuſk quite 
thoꝛough, the leucth loſt bis arme. And in this ſoꝛt he entred in⸗ 
to the thickeſt of them, ſpending neuer a blow in wilt; but either 
a Natolian left his life, oʒ ſeme part of his body thereby : That on 
a ſodaine, the Bohemians had diſrankt the Narolians, and the 
Yozſemen made an erte ding lightec amengu them. 

By this time Pariſi menos was tome into the maine Battell, 
where de met with Pridamor mounted vpon a white Diced, his 
Capariſons of beaten Gatd, all beſct with Pearles ans p2: ct. us 
Stones, his 4cmoz2 of the richeſt wozkmanthip, with a Plume of 
ſpangled feathers in his Creſt, who bad vowes to fatisfie his 
p29ud mind wi ih Bohenuans bled: at whom Pariſtnenos tan ha- 
ning gotten a @peare,and contrary to his cxpectation, Pariſinenos 
fozcivie encounter, turaed his bee les vpward, and he fell backs 
wards from off his Boz'e, almoft ſtiſled with bis farnicure : at 
wbich the Bohemiaus gaue an exceeding great ſhout, to ſee Pariſ- 
menos vaſaur, All this tims Pollipus was not idle, but ſhe wed 
ſuch exceeding takens of his valoar, that all that beheld him 
and Pariſmenos , theaght therg could not be two moze vaitant 
in all che Kalghts wozld, L 

After 
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After Tridamor had r reccuered his Pozſe, be kept his band of 
Souldiers meze warily in 92der, and ſecirg what flaughtsr the 
Bohemians had made, ſounded a retreat, while the Bohemians 
purſued them enen bnto their Campe, and deb fuch a great nam- 
ber of them, that all the earth was frewed with their dead 289+ 
dies.

Pol noble Pzincs, thinks that I ſought no way to injurs 
you, but to redieme wp denne, and renengs his eng: Which 
new the juſt hoanens hang Bone in my bebalfe : dat what refttu- 
tion can be made ms foz his leſſe, whoſe vntimely death was no» 
ted by Maximus cruelty : J ſ@ke not your harme; but his reco- 
netie: Thercſoze be yon aſaredof Peace, and that A will at 
your teque ic, ceaſe all further firife , dpon your Pzincely pꝛo- 
miſe of ſecurity. Marcellus then iaid, J dane alwayes honoured 
your name: Much moze do It fed your pzeſoncedeſtring nothing 
mozs then ts be well eX@med of ren, that now Maximus is dead, 
and my ſelfe next to fuccede in the Kingdome ; Wheoſoecgt tail 
offer injurie to the wozit Bohemian Souldier, J will hate him 
twhileft I liue, the rote A beſ&ch you ri it in aCarance, bponmy 
pꝛomiſe, and vouchſafe ſuchentertainment as this Court can 


 yeeld,to vawozthy to gine you welcome- Which eds Marcclins 


ſpake in the hearing and pꝛeſence of all the Bobles and pres, ot 
bis Land: MAhe likewiſe (notwithſtanding the laughter the Bc - 
hemians had made) willingly ratifled his ſpaches, with theit vn- 
conftrained conſent, | 

Pariſmus then alighted and imb za ted Marcellus, and Pollipus 
did the like: Firſt appointed. what the Doaleiers Geuld der: and 
then went ints the Ceurt with Marcellus. 

The @onldiers that were diſperſed to cuory cozner of the Ci⸗ 
tie, returned to the Campe, ſauing onely a ſuffitient guard of Bo- 
hemian Knights,that ſtaxed to guard the P3ince. Marcellus ſens 
out PeCengers to gather together all the ſcattered Troops of the 
Gerulian Campe, and gane them great rewards : thoſe that were 
maimed and wounded, he alſs atuſedto be bzought fo a place, 
where they were very diligently lwked date by sKilfall Phefti- 
ams, and enery one notwithtanding their fozmer diſconten's, were 
by Marcellus highly ſatisfied. 
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How Sic heus, onteto the Emperour of Cenſt antinople, Remy lus 
King of Thrace, and others, la ded in Nat. Of P ar i/mencs 
diſcovery: How bee waseleted Angelique hub md, by the 
content of tie Peeres. Aud how Age ca pet forming Himeut 


ryres, was ſtotaeaway by che King of Tunis from whom ſhe 
was againe taken by certaine Out- lawes. | 


Arcellus baning ewdored 975 tratres and be⸗ 
pl ing wtth Pari mus and Polſipus, the news was 

vzonght, tun t Remulus pᷣ Aim i Thrace, was 
landed with a mighty Band of Thracians:and 


Camillus came to ade the King of Natolia and that Sycheus and 
Remulus had baeugbt the ſe foces to che axde of Pariſincuos, hut 
vring cottified of the vietozy the dhe mi had u ftdined, and al- 
ſa aſſured of the Peace that was concluded, ant of Maximus death 
had ſent backe thr Wands,but themfelnes wich Creupes of gal- 
lant Knights, were comming to the Court: Marcellus then ſen ; 
ding out his Nobles gaue them Kind entertainment... 
Angelica being now at liberty. tante dowrie, attended by a 
gallant traine of beautiful Ladtes, her ſad counten ente be- 
wzaying her hearts ſoꝛrsw, and trt'h a moſt cemelꝑ and kinds 
ſubmiCCe goſture-, Welcommed Pariſmus,, bttcring theſe ſew 
wozds. JT ty mare og # 4 
HDononrable Pzince, regarding the deusted dus ! y herein 7 
am bound to your wozthinefſe, in that you ate Pari menos a- 
ther,J r2jopce to ſ@ poar (ſafety, though J baue cauſe cnovgh of 
ſozrow, my ſelſe betag the chiefeſt meanes of pour di'q (ef, aud 
by my valacky Dettintes, have bene the greateb pzccutor of 
thele griefcs, And rice out nobit dog Paciimenos fe my ſake, 


aud 
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and my Fathers crnelty, hath endured many miſeries , and 
death tos by all likkelihwps, J humbly veffire peu both, to remit 
all cauſe of diſcontent conceined againft vs: and alſo to voeuch- 
lake me that faudur, as if you know of his abode oz ſafety, you 
would somfbzt my heart with that knowledge: foz an — 
feare of his death both (ill tronble my Dences, which if J were 
alluted of, then would J ſcone reſolue to follow him, foʒ that with- 
cut him, Jam not, fo2 in him A line, and in his death my life 
confateth. With that an erca ding oner-flowing of teates ſtopt 
the pallage of her ſpech, that foz inward bearts,ſozrow, the could 
not vitera woꝛd moge. 

Parii menos being befe ze, not minded to difceuer himſelfe, bat 
ſxing het ceares, and die wing the oft change of ber countenance, 
whereby he ſaw her heart was excedingly oppzeſt with care, 
now put eff his diſguiſe, being dꝛawne with joy fo her pzeſence, 
box ing foz eucr to enjip her wi hoat contradiction, and tozced by 
a reſiffiefſe deſtre to comfozt her, and himſelfs with ber. When 
ber eyes were fnllof teares, her heart ofgriefe, and all ſad to 
ſ& her ſczraw, he embzaced ber in his armes. With that Mar- 
cellus ran vnto him fog joy, the Ladies were glad, and the Nobles 
were contented with that pleaſing ſight : and within ſew dapes 
ceft afive all ſozrow foz Maximus death, becauſe they had lired 
mdiſnet during the tims of his ratane : : onely the Qucene r£- 
ed dit inhcanutfe. 

Angelica haning feund her deare Knight, thought te Tay ns 
longer in that publike aflembly, but departed with Martellus 
and Pariſmenos bats her Chamber. Pariſmenos and Poll pus acs 
companyed the Queene, vling many perfwaſions to comnfoat her. 
Marcellusthen betng wich Angelica and Pariſmenos, ameralt 
niany other ſpeches , co ld not fozget Dulcia, on whom - bis 

ts were continually bent, enduring great care fo her: 
fox that he could by no meanes tell what was become ol her; but 
feared that MM cruelty bad ſought ber vatimely death, to 
whom Prriſmenos declared both where the was, and how he 
tame thither. Then Marcellus heart was reutaed with joy, and 
boty be and Angelica refed in ercading great content. — 2 


- By this tone Sycheus, Camillus, and Remulus, were cone to 
the 
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the Caurt, and Marcellus and Pariſmenos hearing thereof, went 
bowne to weleome them. Among ſt the ref, Pariſmenos pee lde 
Sycheus many thankes foz his kindnele. Marcelfus gratulated 
Camiilus friendHip. And Pariſmenos with Remulus renewey 
thsir fozmer ſaunliarity-That by the appzoach of the eRates,and 
a number of Knights that attended them, the Getulian Eourt ex- 
cet des in Royalty, and all ingenerall after Maximus Funerals 
wers perfozmed, remained in great jeg. 

Che King of Lybia after his diſcomfifure,hesring the repozt of 
theſe newes, departed towards Lybia. Szntodelodoro likewiſe 
ſont heme the reaunant of his diſmayed Moores into Bar bar ia, but 
bimſelfc fared inthe Gerulian Ceurt. 

Paay dayes together, this Roxall aCombly ffaxedin the Getu- 
lian Court in great joy, ſpending the time in much mirth ans h9o- 
wourable exergiſes. Pariſmenos likewiſe attained the ton ent cf 
the whole Eftates,to marris Angelica: and Marcellus had cauſed 
Dulcia in molt tately ſoꝛt to be fetcht from the BohemianCamp, 
and to be henoured as his betroathed Queen, and by that meanes 
all of them in eped their hearts content, and delighted themſelues 
with each others wert pzeſence. 

The time foz the Solomnization of the Wedding being appoin- 
ted, and much ſum ptuous p33paration made again the dap: the 
Knights making reavy their coſtly Armours and rich farnituces 
foz the triumph: the Ladies electing choiſe ef rich attires,and Oꝛ⸗ 
naments ts adoze their beauties: ®caffolds making to behold the 
Tilt: and ener mans mindrepleat with fer. And in this ſozt 
was enery one kaſted ts honour theſs Auptials. 

The Geculians bans a Cuftome, which is generally obſerued 
amongt them, that the Baides the day befoze their ÞParriags, 
offer Sacrifice in Hymens Temple, whom the marricd folkes a. 
doze as a God. Which ſlaperCitions cuſtome, is in ſuch dle am 
of ſuch high regard amongT them, that ther account it no! law- 
fall foz any ts marrie, bete they haue perfozmed theſe rights, 
reputing them ſoz accur®, that negle a the (ame, and effeeming 
them inrioht with grany bleCings,fhat exe cuts thoſe ſupsrVBitions, 
with moT deustiens. 

- Tho manner whereof is this; the Bzides art adozned = 
tich 
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rich and coſtly Dznrament's , and crowned with Garilands of 
Flowers, and in that ſozt they goe to the Temple, attended by 
one Pamczell, which carrieth their Incenſe, whigh is balls of 
Frankenſence, and Roſs-water which themſelues caf into the 
fice that burneth vyon the Altar: Which done, Hymens Pzieft 
ſaxcth certaine Pzayers, and vſeth to bleſſe them with many Jn - 
uocations, which likewiſe done, the Bzide continueth after that 
ſa ping many p;ayers to Hymen, ſuch as by the Wotaries haue 
bene aprovnted, 


Nom ths time of Angelicas and Dulcias wedding being come, 


fo; that but one could at once dee Sacrifice, Delia was appoin- 
ted to Hymens Temple the fi:@ day, and Angelica the utxt: 
which folemnity Dulcia perfozmed with great Pempe. And the 
ner! day Angelica attitiag her ſelfe after the vſyall manner, was 
attended to the Temple doze by Sycheus, Pariſmus, Camillus, 
Santodelodoco, Remulus, Pollipus, Pridamor, and many other gal- 
tant knights, as alſo by a gallant trains of Ceuttly Damozels. 
Andentred ths Temple onely with Anna, whom the mef£ dearely 
loued. The deze being faſtned by the Putt, ide Knights retur⸗ 
ned backe to the Court,and the Ladies departe d datill the time of 
her retutne, which would be about thz& hautes after. 

The Pz1ieft hauing fozgotten ſomething that belonged fo the 
Sacrifice, returned backe to his houſe to fetch the ſame, where 
be was no ſconer entred, bat he efpyed certaune Knights who ſud⸗ 
dainely layd hands vpon him. The Dieſt matuelling at this ſo 
ſuddaine aut · rage, demanded what they were,and wherefoze they 
came, to whom one of them ſatd: We come foz Angelica, and her 
we will haue: and thetefeze ſpeake bat ane wed moze and 
thou dyeſt. With chat one cf the chiefeſt of them, commanded 
tws of his ſetuants to ka ye dim faſt beund, TWUbich dene, he a⸗ 
lone with one mcze, encred the Temple, where? they found her 
taping fo; the P3ief. . Angelica ſeeing two Knights in Armour 
enter the Tem ple, was luddenly agatt, fearing ſome treacherie, 
as inveod it ſo ſe ii ont. Foʒ one of theſe knights came to Angelica, 
ard told her, that he mut gos with bim. Which ſaid, he twke ber 
by the hand to lead her out of the Ternple: with that Anna began 
to zicke e cry out, but the other night dzawing fozth a 1

Ange- 
lica well dnderſtanding, thar this villainous ad was complettes 
by treacherte, thus lald: Tullaine, what outrage is this thou 
ofte reſt, witther wilt then conyep me, what treaſon doſt tycu tn- 
tend: Peace Lady(quoth he) fe: J mutt and will carry yea with 
me: neitget make anyreftiance, foz that which J came foz, J 
will perfozme. Zen tabing bet bythe arme, he led her bp 
fozce oit cf the Temple, tn.o thePztetts houſe, where the (aw 
the P2ieft lap bouud, And from out of bis houſe they cenneped 
het into a Litter, which was made ſo cloſe, that thongh the mate 
great lamentation, pet the could not be heard, and canũng Anna 
to mount vp behind a Knight, they cartted them away with the 
W216: which they did (ocloſely and with ſucy expedition, that 
ther eſcaped away vnde ſciped, by reaſon the Tein ple was on the 
eut-ſide of the Citis. 

Now this Kaight that carried away Angelica, was he barba- 
tous King of Tunis, named Irus,who long ume befoge Parilmenos 
alritalli in G-tuiia, had bin aſutoz to Angelica, but was denyed 
by Maximus, and departed from thence in a di'contentcd vine, 
whohantng ſoxcurnca many dapes in Getulia, was wr ll acguanns 
ted lol th thetr cuſt mes, and heating of all tyat had vetaine in the 
Court, and of Maximus death, hav many dapes attended fog this 
oppoztunitty, well knowing befoze,that (he woulo come tt H mens 
Temple to offer the accuſtomed Sacrifice : came at the very un-

as ons that had ben quite ginen oner to caretede defpaire ; where 
we will leane him to ſpeake of Angelica. 
The Kalght that had reſcaed Angelica from Trus, pzcſently 
conuoped her ts the thickeſt of the Deſart : in the middeſt where- 
of he had a Cane oz rather Labyzinth, moſt artificially ftameo, 
wherein were many rames, vaults, and tarnings, not made by 
Nature, but by che Art and induſtry of skilfuli wozkemen, and 
with great colt. In which place tn times paſt the Gyant Mala- 
chus kept his ſecret abode. Into this place they bzrught Ange- 
lica, and comfozting her with many faire ſpeches, which were 
moſt Carpe ta her hearing, refuſing all comfozt, denying to taſte 
any fed which they sffered her, and Tanning their com panic 
till at lat, the chieſe ſt of them ſaid. Lady, be not thus impatient, 
no2 b'e me not ſo diſcenrteouſly, as to ſhun my company, that 
bane deſerned no ſuch hatred, vnleſſe it were in doing you god, 
foz I dan releaſed you from the Bendage Fou Were in, be 
moanes of thoſe that had pou in their cuſt die, that had as it \- 
mad by your Damozels complaints, with viotence b20nght pou 
to that place. Foz my ſelſe, IJ will v'e you as hononrably as 
pour heart can with : nexther ſhall pon haue any violence effered 
pou, bat te ſt in as god ſecurity as you can defite; Foz this 
place harboureth no tyzants aʒ diſcourteaus creatures, but ſach as 
are of vertuous inclination, although by the crofle miſchances of 
hard Defttaie, we ars dziaen to line in this place, And not (a 
much by Deſtinp, as by the cruelty of Maximus, King of this 
Countrep, to whom neuet any offence was ginen by any of vs: 
foz know Lady, that my name is Iconius, ſometimes Duke of 
Sextos, but now baniſhed by your Father Maximus from my 
Pakedeme, by the falfe accuſatien of Pridamor, and the Kings 
malice : Who accuſed me of Zreaſon and Con'piracie with the 
King of Tunis. 
Wyo long face attempted by TAPS to betray his life, and 
ta 
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to attaine rour pelle ſſien: TWherein the Peanens know þ 
tnnocent J was. And not contented with my baniſhment and 
cos ſi catien of my gts, he alſo ſought m life with great cruel- 
tie, pzomiſing great rewatds to them that could finde me cut, oz 
bzing hiu: my bead. This is the cauſe of my deſolate life, where- 
in I finde greater quick, then in Cenrtty Pompe. Thereleze J 
p24p port be contented 'vith ſuch tonmelyentertainment,as m pe 
babication reldeih, whether tou are as welcome as yon ſhould be 
to the place peu dclire to be in. 

Angelica hearing his [pxches, was moze grfened then befoze, 
fo; that (he fearcd he would in teuenge of her Fathers crueltie, 

011! detaine her thete, that with the 'feare che had taken by 
theſe cutrages, ſuch a pallion oppzeſt her heart, that Ghee fell 
dou ne dead: and Ana ſaing the ſame, cryed cut moſt lamenta- 
bly, and did her endeauour , the beſt ſhe could to reconer her: 
Which when they hid done, Iconius delped to conney ber to 
olle of thoſe comes very ficke, and in great danger of her life, 
being diligently tended by Anna: po had all things neteſa⸗ 
re to canifozt het in that extremity, where there was no want of 
dap thing. 

Iconius hauing left Angelica with Auna, came amohgſt the 
reſt of his Cempanę, hauing bene ſometimes Knights of ge e- 
ſimaticn, lik wiſe by miſeiie dzinen to that @octetis hauing 
1:ucdin that place many yeares: Where they were as ſecure.as 
in the laſe ſt place in the Wozld, where they kept themſelues 
cloſe, no! once ſtitting abꝛoad; foz that they knew the Whole 
C 2v:t weuld be in an vpzoare foz Angclicaes abſence t By 
Which meanes the diligent ſcarch that was made, was all in 
baine : Foz diuers Knights bad paſſed oner the Cane, pet 
ccu!d not diſcetne the ſams, the en'rances thereto were ſo (e- 
cretly contrived: nerther was there any dire path to be ſ&ne : 
Foz 88 liuing in continuall feare of his life, was caretutl 
thereod, 

Pariſ menos continued all that Fight, ſometimes rcffing 
himſelfe, and againe (ometimes tracing vp and downy the ſo⸗ 
litarie Deſart : Mhete be met with many furious Beafts, and 
heard the notes of any Birds, that dee 'abzoad onely in the 
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Night, and vtte ring many a ſad groning gh, and many a mourn» 
full ſpeech : ſometimes lamenting his owne bard hap. and then 
her misfvztune ; not knowing u hether himſcife 02 Angelica were 
moze mtferable, attounting himſelſe moſt vnfoztunate to be par- 
ted from her, bat her in mach moze miſetie, to be vnder the g9- 
uernment of Urangers. 

Againe, marnatiling what they (onld be, that ſo 12d reſcued 
her from [ras, but moſt et all, could not imagine to what ſecret 
ptace they had ſo ſecretly conneyed her, finding ſo many canſes 
of care, and fo {tttte hope of comfozt, eyther by hepe to finde her, 
oʒ by conſideratton of theſe ſad euents, that his heart was re- 
pteat with feare : is head was fall cf troubled thoughts: his ſen- 
ſes dulled with ſozrow, and his Fancie onerburdened with 
conceit ; his Body wearted, and his eycsſwolne with greefe : 
that all the night noz the day findung no hope of comfozt, he wan- 
dzed toward the Court, ttke one not caring what he did, noz whe - 
ther de went: letting his ted carrybis head in careleſſe ſozt , 
that he ſeemed to mourne with his Paſter: And being come to 
the Court, be was kindly vſed and comfozted by his Father, and 
pts friends. 

Marcellus and Remulus, by all the beſt perſwaſions thep 
could ble, gaue no eaſe to his reſtleſſe cares: There was now 
ſach an alteration, as if all things had changed their hne: The 
Kaights that hadpzepared furniture, attired to adozne the UWed- 
ding, dad put on Pourning : the Ladies that befoze rejoyced , 
turned their io ts Ueping , and their pleaſare into mour- 
ning: fozfaking company, and chufing darke cozners to 
Wepe in. The Citizens whoſe hearts were on the height of 
delight, were now growne penſiue and their countenances be- 
wzayed their griefe. 

Che great Pzeparation ſtos at a cateleſſe Cay,neyther going 
towards no? backwards, and all things m ſuch a confaled alte- 
ration, as though all things had bene quite giuen over ts altera. 
tton, that enen the v iner ſe2t of people, that had velight to (ce 
thewes, were grieued to be fruſtrated of their deſlre. 

In thts (0zt continasd they all many dapes, being boyde of all 
hops, but onely to heare (ome ———_ newes by ſuch Knights 
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as were gone in ſearch of Angelica: Mhoſe diligence they knew 


would bs great inthat bebalfe. {pany ayes after, cantinued 


Angelica in that Deſart place, very dangerouſly icke, ſo that 


Anna thought ſhe could not by ang meanes eſcape. 


Pariſmenos likeuiſe continued in the Nutollans Court. until 
all the Knights that went in (earch of Angelica were returned, 
without any newes at all of her: Which dzane Pariſmenos into 


- new-conceics and thoughts what ta dee: Foz his care fazher ab- 


ſence, and ſcare neuet to (& her againe, made him weary of his 


ute, weary of all company, and weary of the Court , which (&- 


mcd to him no o:her then a place of diſcontent, and the fight of 


- ſome of their mirth increaſed his Moe, that he dctermined. to 
- leane the Court, and ſpend hts loathed life in ſome ſolitat ie 


place : And at laſt he thought, in the Deſart where his one was 


| loft, to lwlehimſelfe, that berg (hogtly after mung bimſelfe 


in a murcep-Armez,he ſeccetlpin an Eaching got from the Court, 
end halted with ſuch ſpeed as his Stæd could make towaras the 


 Deſaik. 


he was no ſoner gone, but he was as (one milk at the Court, 
foz whoſe abſence great loztolo was made. And the next day 
many of his Knights went in ſearch ol him: From whom be 
ſecretly ſhzowdedhiaaſelfe, and ſaw ſome of them: Whom had 
— (ane him, they could not haue knowae btar in that diſguiſed 
LMOur. 


Thus many dares pall in his (earch, bat being till tc frulf:atsd, 


they were all out of comfozt, eſpecially Pariſ@us,. Pollipus, and 
. Marcel|us, were verp ſad ; bat pet in hope et his ſafety, although 


they knew not where he were, fo; (hey were aſſured he abſented 


bimſcife of pur pefe. 


Within hort ttine aſter, therearriued certaine Lnights that 


bought Lettersout of Bohemia, buto Pariſmus: Which certifi 


ed that his Father the King was very ficke, and not to live leng, 


and there foꝛe deſited him toreturne, which tauſed Pariſmus to 


leaue the Getulian Court, and gane oder to Pollipus to ma — 
awapwith the Bohemian Pouldiers, being moſt vnwill 


| leave bis Þon Pariſmenos behind him, but becauſe. he ſaw — 


was no n te reoure the Ita ſt of theſe enils,03 reconer him. lo 
that 


— 
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that ie abſented himſelfe voluntarily, and he was peraduenture 
fravailed ſarie from that place. Pariſmus taking his ſatewe ll of 
the reſt, accompanied by Sycheus ( fir haning let Ius tepart, 


ardfo;giaing his offence fo; his part) he departed; leaving Mar- 
cellus very (ad fo; his abſence. After his departure, Marcellus 
ſent away the King of Tunis, vpon certaine conditions betwene 
them conclabed. Remulus ſogry foz bariſmenos and Angelicacs 
misteztune, de patted towards Thrace. And Camillus and Saata» 
delodoro to their owne Countries. 

And within few dayes after, Marcellus was with great ſslem⸗ 
nity wedded ts Dulcia: the Pzeparatizns being xc ding, but ret 
fo darkened by the abſence of Pariſmenos and Angelica, and the 
reſt of the States that had beuc aſſe led, that it emed like joꝝ 
and mourning intermingled. 

Irus being departed from the Gerulian Cet, glad of his own 
ſafetie, foz that befoze he feared his life: but much moze (ad, fo; 
that he was diſappointed of Angclica : By the way as he retur- 
ned to his Country, being (vnaccompanted) he entred the De- 
ſart, his minde being dzawne yet with defire to (@ the place 
where he loſt her, neare vnts which Pariſmenos remained: Who 
eſpping Irus pꝛeſentiy knew him, and ſuppoſing that he had eſca- 
ped from the Getulian Court by ſtealth, thought now to be ful- 
ly reuenged of him, foz that he alone, had by his cunning treache- 
ry, one ly croſt his contented happinefſe , rowſed himſelfe from 
bis Couext, and pacing towards Irus, who was likewiſe on fot, 
foz that he ceuld not enter the Mcd on Yozſe-backs, and dzaws 
ing his (wozd, withont ſpeaking a wozd, let dziue a fozcible blow 
at him: which lighted vpon the well-tempercd ſtale, get b2ui- 
ſed che fleſh vpon his arme: Irus being therewith enraged, wen 
his Swozd, befweene whom began x moft terce and cruell bat- 
tell, which continued a god ſpace, batill Iras had recetued ſome 
grieuous weunds, and maruatling at his enemies dalour,: 
ſpake to him.

Then he declared the truth, how he had ſtolne An- 
gelica cat of Hymens Temple, and how ſhe. was reſcucd frem him 
in that place. And wit hal. declared all that he kne i of the aTate of 
Getulia: and of his lateſt comming from thence : and how he met 
with a Knight in that Md, that had bzought him by bis valt⸗ 
ant behanioar n&re bis death, 

Iconius hearing the repozt ef the variety of his Adnentures, 
made him this anſwer. Pardon me noble [rus,fo; it was my ſclfe 
that toke the Lady Angelica from yon, not knowing what you. 
were, who is within this Cane, 

Icus hearing his ſpeches, caught him in his armes foz joy, (ay- 
ing. Pedeare friend: Iconius, was it yon that toke Angelica 
from me: Þ:w was it, that A knew ycu not, no; you me:? And how 
foztunate and ten thouſand times bleſt may J be by rout mianes, 
if yon continue my ttuſt friend as hcretofo;e you haue bene , 
by letting me haue a fight of Angelica? PyLozd (quoth he a- 
gaine) I haue not fozgotten noz pet once diminiſhed my fo:mer 
frtendhip, but will commit the cuſt odie of Angelica, to none but 
your (elfe : Foz nene but pour ſolfe are wozthy of her, oz none 
ſos wozthy : onely if pou pleaſe ts follow my ceunſell, dee not at 
the fir& motion your fozmer ſute vnto her, but die her kindly, 
and rather foz a time diſſemble the extremitie of your peCion : 
Co; I perceine the is moſt deepely enthzalled to the Bohemian 
Knight Pariſmenos, that to make any other lone to her at the 
firſt, will rather increaſe her affections: but when the is without 
hope of finding him againe, then time will ſone altet her mind, 
foz Womens affections are ſabject to varietie. 1:us then told 
dim, that he did like his counſell excæding well: and withall , 
z&lded him many thankes, ſoz that be had ſ@ found his moſt true 
and loyall friendſhip. 
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Iconius being departed from Itus, came pꝛeſentip vnto Angc- 
lica Whom hs vicd molt kindly, And taking eccaſton, fog that 
be found her wer ping he (aid:fatre Angelica, J mach marael! wyy 
yon tozment your ſeiſe with theſe grietes, when pou ſe four (cife 
in ſatetie and ont of danger: haue 4 pot deſerued no bettet opinton 
at your hands, that baue bane ſo care full fo your health and ſafe - 
tie. I beſ&ch pon abandon this your ſadneſſe, and entertaine ſome 
ref to your vnquiet bzeaſt : Which I ſe is ready to te oue:whel- 
med with griefe. 

Iconas(quoth ſhe) what heart oppzeft with ſa many cares and 
dexations as J haneeidared could refraine from griefe * What 
eyes that haue beheld ſach cruelty, can abſtaine from ſhedding 
tnfinite fiads of bziniſh ſalt tearss : Oꝛ what creature ſabjec to 
miſeris, ceuld containe her ſelfe within the bounds of reaſon : 
And when all theſe are happened, and ſo many occaſions of dif. 
content concurred together, pet in the middeſt, one milchicls 
greater then all the reT is befalne me. 

Is not [rus that cruell King of Tunis within this Cane, my 
great enemie , my lining foe, that hath bzooght me to this miſe- 
tie, whois your pzofefled Friend? To whoſe counſell pou will 
rather ld, then any way confirme pcur pzemiſe ts me paft to 
congey me fo the Gerulian Court, but if you remaine conffanc, 
then J haue the l:fe cauſe to feare Irus : bat if you condiſcent to 
be ruled by his wicked perſwa ſiens, then J know my lozrowes 
will be enerlaſtinglyleagthened. Iconius hearing her ſpeches, 
thought it beſt to gloze with her, and therefoze made her this 


God Lady, caſt aſide all ach feare, fo2 Irus ſhall not ia much 
due / rule me, as once to make me falſifie my WIcz2 : nepther 
doe I thinke he is of any ſuchdiſpoſitton, but if he be, J care not: 
Foz what J baue pzomiſed, J will tndoubtedly pecfozme : and 
would haue dc ne it he fue thts time, but rhat your health weuld 
not permit he ame. 

Pane other ſpetbee paſt betwæne them, till at laff Icenius 
left her, and gie tus, told him all the ſpe ches that had paſs 
ſed betwene him 2nd Angelica: : Who by conius counſell dillem⸗ 
bled his affection, and though he were often in Angelicaes com» 
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pan, ye made no ſhew of ſuch earneſt uc, pet carel:fly made re- 
citall of his fozmer deuotiens: Mhich ge fo cunningle dilembled 
that Angelica began ta reſt in aſſarance of icontus fldelitie: and 
in a pe :ſwaſion that li us had gien euer his Lot Lene, and by that 
ncanes the began ts gather moze couifca: to het abatedſpiiits ; 
TUhich by reaſon of tgoſe treudles Geo vadpatt, ans her late 
Sicknt ſle, were bzought into a wealie eperation, And many 
dares it wes, befoze (bee had recourred ber health, which Icomus 
till made his excuſe, to ihe fruftrating ot her Ddeftred depar⸗ 
ture. 

Pariſmenos like wiſe all this time, wandzcd vp and do bone the 
Deſart, liuing pv;cly epen hard and wild eruit, and lying vpon 
the earth in his Arimsar, that the hatce that then began to bud , 
bad with acareicfile growth ſhadewed ſome part of his face, which 
was growne to a great length, and his Com plexion ſo much altes 
red by care, that he could har dle be ns bone ot thoſe that were fa- 
milta ly acquainted with him vetoze. In which time ol his conti- 
mance in that place, he had at ſeuctall ſimes met with Iconius 
br3 conſozts, ard flaine them becauſe they refuſed to geld to him, 
and denꝑed to declare what ther were, hauing taken an cath, and 
made a firme vow wtth lconius befoze, nat to reucale, which they 

_ U-liozoufly kept, though in other matters they ebſerued no ciuili⸗ 
tie. Atlaft, Pariimenos met with another of their fellowes, 
Woich he let vbpon, andſcone bꝛought in hazard of his lite: but he 
being ofa moge cewardly diſpoũt:on then the test, led, and with 
much adoe eſcaptes from Pariinenos. 

And comming to Iconins, told him what he had ſ@ne, and how 
de was handled by a Trange Knight, o: ratber a Sauzge man 
that zunted the Deſart: then lconius wWelled him to declare what 
Arm dur he had en. That can J doe (qv. he) to; the ſame is ſo 9- 
ue t wozne, old, and tattered, that nepther the colour nog other de⸗ 
ulce therein can be diſcerned. Afſaredly (qu eth lconus it is this 
Katght that hath ſlaine ſd maur of our company as we hau: foand 
dead, which maketh me thinke, that he is fome diſtreſled Knigh!, 
92 bauiſhed as myſelfeis, which maketh me pitic his caſe, and 
could with that he were with vs: which peraducncure might 91s 
him ſors comfoze. 
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Manx other ſpeches ther had of dim: being pet of no mind te 
ſe be him ent, W Iconius determined to ds afterwards. And thus 
continued Iconius conſalting with lrus how to winne Angelicaes 
favour. Angelica likewiſe refed in hope, that Iconius would cons 
ue her lo the Ceutt: and Par!! menos continuing his ſolitarie and 
zuſtere life in the Delart 
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How treacherouily Ir vied Angelica, How he was murthered 
by Ant. And of Par:/menos .arruallat {cone Cave, How

Iconius afterwards, one dap being in talke with I-25 , eſpped 
one of his aſſoctates come ia grienouſly mound d, who 1--lared 
vnts them that he had met with a Grange Bnigt frem chem he 
dad harble eſcaped wich ue. Iconius hearing this gis ſpæches, 
: was 
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Was much troubled in his mind to know what he ſhoald be, that 
Within ſome thze dayes after, making Icus pztuie to bis intent, 
out of the Caue, accompanted by all the teſt of bis fellowes 
to him, leaning Icus alone in the Cane. Wibs after Iconius de- 
Parturs, ſeated himſelfe downe in a melancholy ſtudie, thinking 
biznſelfe t fooliſh, to lius \s long in the light of his beleued Ange- 
lice, without any hope of her fanour, and alſo began to petſwate 
bimſelfe that Iconius had ſome other intent tn he made ew of, 
which might diſappoint him of obtaining her cuffodic ; he then 
began torecall to his ſecret view her diuine perfedions, Which 
thought in amed his heart with ſach deſire, that the love and eat · 
neſt affection which he had by Iconius god counſeil refiratned , 
burſt on! tuto au exca ding inflamed luſt: that he pꝛeſenti went 
into the place where Angelica was, os expeded no other pzcffer 
of bchantear, but that which he hav befoze vſev, ſuffered him to fit 
Towne by her, and centred into communtcation with him as fozs 
me: ly he had done: but he haning his minde medifating bow to 
latisfie his deſire, beheld her exceding brautre with a gre@dy eps, 
and denoured the piercing power of her conquering beauty, with 
ſach deſire that it augmented his affections,and ſet on fire his new 
intended purpoſe, to attaine the conque ſt ot her lone, andthe poſ- 
feſion of her perſon, that he ſcized his hand vpon hers, graſping 
the lame ſometimes Cricly, and then againe playing with her 
dainty fingcrs, ſetling his eyes bpon hers, and making a ſad fig 
2 P:ologue to his ſpech, he ſaid. 
Polt dinine Lady, pardon me if I pzeſams beyond the bounds 
of your favourable licence, to touch your pzecious hand: 02 if J 
enter into (peches thatmay diſagre with your fancie, oz ſhew 
the integrity of my denotion : but foz that J'telye vpon your be⸗ 
nignity,and haue long time by feare to be offenſiae , rather indu⸗ 
red inward and ſecret tazment, then vpon pꝛeſumption pzocurs 
you any diſquiet, haue concealed my lone, daty, and affection, fo 
pour perfections. No finding you at leyſure,and fæ ling my «wn 
tozments increaſe, humbly beſ&ch you pitty my long continued 
griefes, and grant me ſome fanour, to reutue my heart with 
comfozt, fo ron know that I haue bene long time enthzalled to 
reur beauty, and bound to apply my fancy to merit pour _—_ 
| ic 
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which lone Hath ener ſince conttnusd conffant and im mone able, and 
will ill lo continue while my lite doth laſt. Which loue compels 
led me to that beldncCe, fo bꝛing you frem the Natolian Cint, with 
inten: to carrę pow inte my Tountrey, and there to make you the 
Ganernour-and ruler of me and mine. And now th̊ t yen hatie dad 
this tcyali of my Conſtancy, What ned von deny me pour fuutut, 
conſidering there is no Dnight liuing hath attended your liking with 
mos fetuencę. 

Angelica hearing his ſpaches, would haus ta ken ber hand from 
him. but he lift held the ſame, whileſt ths anſweted : J had thought 
you had fo}gotten your fozmer bebe, and mond not haue troubled 
me with theſame, but eſpecially now \whe-youſes J am nat to make

candall to my (elfe and you: and beſides by my difloyalty, bzeed e- 
uerlalting diſcozd and war betwirt you and the noble Pzince of Bo- 
kerma, who is of ſuch fuzce and inuincible Erength, that de would 
waſte pour Countrey, and neuet giue over dntili ge had wizeſteo-me 
aut of pour poſteſſlon: therefoze J pꝛay vou giue ower pont ſute, which 
may(if obtained) bing ſo many adhe rent miſeries and inconue ten 
ces, as you will ſone repent pon. J beſeech you (quoth he) let not 
daine (uppdſs of Pariſmus ſtrengthj, oz Pariſmus rehenge, pꝛoctraſfi- 
nate my deſires: fo J efteeme them as nothing in m Countiy be - 
ing of ſafficieat Trength to beate amightyer foe backe. Cherefoze 
ſweet Lady grant me your loue, without the which I cannot line: aud 
armed therewith, I ſhalt be of ſafffctent Frength to refell any fee : 
therefoze deny me not. Mhich ſaid, hauiug her hand till in bis. be 
pulled her to bim faddainty. and claſping de r in his armes he by hi 
freagth, to ke from ger a ſweet Wife = with which Uhe was ſs wut 
dered, that with a ſod7ine tart He (pzaing ſtom ſtoꝛth; his armes, 
and fearing to be againe ſo ſurpztzed, would has de pate d ont of 
the rome, which he perceinidg; baning armed bimſe le with em — 
dencie, ran after and taught her ini atmos, aud by tote dzovght

and was growing to a compeſiition with Parumenos, it faztuned that 
there was then in the placs where they arruacd a knight of Slavonia, 
named Arenus, who had ſecretly beheld Angelicaes beautte , and 
was (a (acp2ized therewith, that he began to deuiſe what meancs to 
vie to pedetle her, and hearing that thep were bound fo2 Germa- 
ne, and ſuppoſing Parilmenos had bene her husband, he vico the 
moze expedition, bis deſite being growne to that ertremity, inthe 
mall time of tgeit abode, that he thought it impeſſibie foz him ta 
une without the fluitton thereof, And oftentimes growing inta 
conference with Theorerus, he vnderſtod the truth of all by his 
re poʒt · And Arenus finding ſome hope to bing gim to, condiſcend 
to his pꝛadiſe, upon a itme began ta commune with him, and in 
the end, concluded with him fog a ſumme of money, ts convey them 
foz him into what place ye would; With whom Arcnus dealt (0 cun- 
nungly and ſo ſtriale, that ye bound bim by many oaths. to perfozme 
the lame: which hofozgredinefſe. of the Summe of moncp,was met 
rs{olutely determined to doe. 
Now the time of departure being come, Theoretus( with a diem» 
bling conntenance colouring his intended villanp) came to Pari me- 
nos, and tald him that his buſinefſe was now ended, and the Wind 
fitly ſerued fog their departure. 

Pariſmenos being glad bereof, and having befeze agrad with 
him fa2 the pute of dis Pallage, bought the Pzincefſe aboꝛd with 
Iconius andthe reſt, where thep found Arenus, whom Theoretus 
tald, ze tas one that was like wie trauailing vnto (ome part of Ge: - 
many. Pa iſmenos little ſulpeuing their dʒitt, actepted of his com pa⸗ 
np, and vſed him kindly, Arenus put ou ſuch an cutward chew of ver⸗ 
tue, and framed hiuiſe lte to ſuch a kinde of behauiour, that Pari me- 
nos grew inta great god liking et him, and ints ſuch lamiliatiiptgat 
he told him what he was. 

Acenus hearing that he was Sonne te Pari mus, then grew into 
Pꝛoteſtations of reucrence and duty that be bare to him, ant int 
many ſuch other like vowes of dutifull regard, that Pariſmenos re- 


lated to him the whole ſumme of bis —_— and what the Lady 
Angelica was.

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Aad ſame two daes they pat in this ſozt, Pariimenos and An- 
gelica with a joyſul: heart going towards their miſery, and nothing 
milſdcubvting Theorerus treachery, thought thomſelues ſapiing to- 
ward Germany, wren inder they were a quite contrary way. TW den 
ſnddat ly an cxceving tempeſt aroſe, and the Minos tegan to blow 
and rage excettingly, he rainedegan to tall in ſuch aboundarce, that 
the Sdip was ready to be dʒzenched with the (ame. 

ULhich crucll Tem peſt continued fo2 the ſpace of two dares, and 
two nights, in that moſt raging and extre ame fozf, that there was 
none but expected pzeſent beftraction { then began Part'menos to 
curſe himſelte fo; leaning the Country of Natolia, and committing 
himſolfe to the mercy of the Seas, of whoſe fury he had befuze taſted. 
Ang lica was in great feare cf her life : Theoretus canſcience be- 
gan to accu'e him of villante, and Arcnus to te pent his treacherie : 
and whileft they were in this exttemitie of feare , the chip wherein 
they were, was by violence dzinen vpsa a Nocke, and there ſylit in 


ſunder, that the were all dz auen to ſhift foz their lines. Pariimenos 


being am137d at this mtefoztune, yet had an eſpectall regard to the 
Pꝛiateſſe, whom he caught in his armes, t with her got on to a piece 
of the Sup, that with the biatence of the Sea, was parted from the 
reſt. which was not likely long to ſuppoꝛt them. And tbe reſt, ſome 
dzo wne?, and ſome by other admirable meanes pzeſerued. When 
pzeſently the ſtoʒme began to ceaſe, and the Sea\ſuddainly dis grow 
calme,it chanced that a Fiſherman was not farre off in harvoz,who 
beheto this hipwzacke : and with ail ſpad ſeing the feine ceaſed, 
batted with his boat thitherwarde, and fi; cas e to pariſmenos and 
Angclica,who euen then were ready ts periſh : f Angelica afftighs 
ted with the terroz of death, being with feare ard weakens net 
able to ſuppozt her ſelſe vpon the pisce of bzcken Sip. was fallen 
oft, whom Pariſmenos had held vp be her gatmen's, being with enzry 
little motion himſelfe teadp to duer:utne, and 5 te periſh togethet: 
to whom the Fiſherman appꝛoache d, and by be Diuine P2om erice 
came at that inſtant to pꝛeſetue tdett hatmi eiue, and ok them 
beth into his Boat, snd at Paci menos requeTt, hafted to ſane a ma⸗ 
ap as he could poſſible of the ttt. TW yon v2rientiy Pari“ menos eſ— 
pyed Anna fornbling vo from badet the Water, ber by gd Fo- 
kane he caught held ok, and dzew vp to him, go by that time d, bad 
auorded 
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anoyded aboundance of water ont of her mouth, began fo reuiue; b 
this time the Fiſherman hadgottenin Iconius and Theoretus, beth 
of them being in great danger of death, oz in a manner dead but all 
the relt were quite dzenched, and neyther they noz any part of the 
Ship, ts be ſæne: pzeſcniUy the Filherman conuered them to ſhoze, 
not farre from which place was his honſe, whether likewiſe, alter 
they had all recorered their ſences,he bzought them. 

Pariſmenos glad cf this fo unate eſcape, and ſs ing in what weak 
eſtate the Pꝛinceſſe was, deſired the old Fiſherman and his wits, 
to doe her dttermoſt to ſuccoʒ them in that diſtreſſe: and having a 
ſpeciall regard of Angelica, he with the old woman named Dorel- 
la, diſrobed her ofher wet Dznameats, and the old waman pat 
ber on dzy Linnen, the beit he had, and got her tata a warme bed, 
which greatly renined her abated ſences. Dor ella like Fiſe bad the 
liks care of Anna, being of ſuch a g@d and vertuous diſpoũdt ien. that 
of her sone pittifull inclination ſhe weuld hane ha3aided her life to 
ſuctoʒ them. Iconius by this time had fully retenered hits ſcnics, but 
Fheoretus ill continged in great danger cf death.

man ſpeeches, who was enely glad to fe him in ſafetie 
Earelythe nert mozning, Theoretus hauing with nuich ados got, 
ten into the rome where Pariſmenos and Angelica Were, and feeling 
bum'elfc paſt hope ef life,vttered theſe ſpaches. Poſt noble Kmgy! 
3 humble beſæch you ts pardon and fozgtte that griencus and hays 
nens offencc haue committed againf you, and that moſt vertueus 
Lady, by the inſtigation, t inticement of Arenus who was a knight 
2 Sl2yoma, with whom J had agræd fo; a ſumme of moner, to con- 
uey on to bis Coantrep, whoſe intent was to befray that Lady into 
his keping ; but both his wicked intent, and my treaſon is now by 
the ute pzatudence peuentad, and my ſelfs left to your mercy, ba; 
ſæ ching you to pardon my monftrens miſ2ad : which when he had 
fayd,and they but a ſmall time conſidered ot his treachergand their 
admirable pzcſernation, euen when Pariſmenes was ready to ſpeak 
ta him, he gane vp the Otoſt and dyed: which when they beheld, the 
old Fiſherman pzeſently conuaped hi ont of the rome, and after 
wards buried him. 2 
Pari menos then growing into a de p conſlde ration of his eſtate / 
and withall, what he had ouerpaſt, entre into theſs ſpaches., 
Aas cuer any man ſo bafoꝛtunate as 7 am, to be toſt with ſo mam 
miſeriee, dzuen from place to place, and pet can attaine no har- 
beur et quiet? Mere it my Deffinis to endure theſe toꝛments a- 
lone, then could J with moze patience enerpaſſe them, but all 
that cuer came in m company, aro with me ſabject to the like mii 
kdztune: Wonld we were now acaine in Nacolia, fo2 J am 
further frem the hops of attaining to Bohemia now, then J was 
then: We are now dzinen paſt our knowledge, into a rang: 
Co:ntrep, and farre from all meanes of redzefie. Ceuld I tit

Angelica ſœing his ſatneſſe, accompanied his complaints with her 
wer ping teares, which augmented his heanne ile and letowes to a 
greater and higher degræ, that he was ready with her to lyed ſemæ 
earcs, but that his manly heart weuld not luft x him 

Dorella lt kewtfe being by, and hearing his comptaints, whertin 
de named Pariſmus) whom ſhe had heard marcied the PaincelCe 
Liurana) ts be his Facher, could not be in quiet vntill her husband 
was come in, ta whom the declared the truth of what ſe had heart 
The old man heating that, pꝛeſentlę camo into the place where Pa 
riſmenos was, and ſaid vnto him. Py Todi wiſe telleth me, 98 
that you named pour ſelfe Sonne to Part{mus, Which maketh me beld 
to aske ron whetber ſhe ſaid true oz not, where A mictt carnclily 
deflre tobe reſolued.

farther you in that behaife. Foz keow, meſt Robe 3 2ince, the [ 
now pon ate come into the land of Tbeſſalie, where great Dion; fs 
ts King.

Pariimenos heart was ſo euiued with the dearing * khis 2 
that be embzaced the old man with erceding 1e and gane, b. 
ing ſcarce able to containe hunſelt within the compaſts c mc — C 
rejoxcing, then pzefently comming to Angelica, and tal. 
by the hand, he moſt earneſtix defired her to be of god comic2: „ fo? 
that their cſtate was farts better then thro befoze thought . 5.40 
bene: whoſe heart was likewiſe reniucd in a ſudge n 28d; — 
to à comfoztable affedion: fo: whereas beleza he was tet 48 
wth the feare of d20wning,peſſefied with a westifome cenceic ut = 
ter trauell, dʒꝛiuen into a ſtrauge and vnknotne place, facrs tro 
r lite, and contrary to her expedation: and ut ball, fawn Pe ar u- 
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menos, ſad and carefull heart oppꝛeſt with much grie e, which gries 
ucd her moe teu all the reſt, But now being in lafetp, and in Thet- 
Ay, where che ſhould (@n mert Parilmus and the Pʒince ſſe Laurana, 
the thing the mot deſtred, and alſo ſer ing all her ſadne ſſe turned to 
jop, and cuetp thing falne out maſt pꝛoſpetor ile, cuen accozding ts 
ber hearts content, cht ſamed like one newly reutned from death to 
life. And with Pariſmenos and the reſt ef that ſmall company, rejoy- 
ted ercetingly,caſting aſide all further ſhew of diſcontent, and (pen- 
ding the time they had to Tay there in great pleaſurs, the rather fo; 
that Angelica, Anna, and Iconius, were noly in per fed health. 

And en a time, Pariſmenos ſæing nothing to hinder his determina⸗ 
tien, demanded of the Fiſherman, dow karre it was to the Citie of 
Thebes. Þy Lozd (qd. he) it is ſome twenty miles. Which is our 
beſt war to trauaile thither(qd. Pariimenos? ) Loo, it were much 
te hat faire Lady to tranell thither on fœt, but if cu weuld be tu⸗ 
led by me, you ſhauld goe to a Hoblemans houſe within two miles, 
whoſe name is Oſiris, the only man that þ King laeth,who J know 
will bie peu welcome, and furniſh peu with all things neccCaris and 
egtœable to your eſtate, being inded the moſt kindeſt Noble man in 
the wozld. Angelica (gd. Pariſmenos )of this Noble perſonage haue 
3 h-atd my father Pariimus and the noble Pollipus giue many com⸗ 
mendations, therefoze ſo pleaſeth ycu we will go te his Hcuſe. Jam 
cxcadingly well contented(quoth Angelica. )ByLozd(quoth the i- 
German ſo pleaſeth you, J will gine him knowledge of your being 
bete. Doe ſo, ſaid Pariſmenos. The Fiſherman then pꝛeſentlę ha- 
fed towards Oſiris Caftle, and lone arriued there, and ba ing 
bzonght bet̃oꝛe him, declates all that had happened. 

O::c:5af the firſt gane no credit to his ſpeeches, but ſaid: Py friend 
thou bzingeſt me newes that J can bhatdly bel@nc : therefoze tell me 
bow thou knoweſt it is Pariſmenos? He bath told me that he is Son 
!9 Far: mus, and the Lady that is with him, is daughter to the King 
of Nato. Otis then pzeſently commanded his Gentlemen to 
mount themlelues, his Lady itkewiſe named Vdalla, and her Ladies 
and Sentiewomen were ſuddenlyp in a readineſle, and all things ne⸗ 
Tarp in detent manner, to conduc them enwards cn thcetr way, 
with the moll ſla te that might be.

Pari menos weuld by ns mreanes leaus the olo Silberman, and 
Dorella behind him, but to ke them atong with him. hauung a ſpe- 
ciall regard fs reward them kindly, that had pꝛeſetm d bis any 
Angelicacs life. Angelica and Parit menos (one arrived at Oliris 
Caſtle: Where they wers ſo ſam ptacu.fly and ſodainię entertats 
ned. as that they exc@dingly admired the Poblemans bounty : 
And being entced the Hall, they beheld many ately deſcriptions 
of the famous ats of the Pzigcos of Greece, and amongt the tei 
the whole in ogy of Pariimus Warres with the Perſians,ſo linss 
ly po;fraited, chat it wonld haue held them with great delight ts 
behold the ſame, and comming into the innet Rames, beheld dem 
ſa r16Hly furniſhed, that they grew tnts admtration thereof, hethet 
Oliris and Vdaila weltommed them with ſuch hearty kindnefle, 
that they could not chuſe bat grow into admitable conte it of their 
henaurable,ltberall, and vert::ons incicaation to true honour. 

There was & meſt coſtip Banq:et, ſurniſhes with all ſcats of 
pzecions Delicates made acady = whether they were within —

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ſpder imutib; Thers they heard the fc und of much wet Pnſick, 
and beheld the hearts of the whole company belonging to Oſiris,

And in this ſozt they ſpent the day, and at night were conducs 
ted te ſeue tall isa gings, Pari menos by Ofiris,and diuers Knights 
tyat ſoſ eurned in this Ca dlc, and ſome that attended him. Ange- 
lica bp Vdalla, and mam sthet gailant Ladyes and beautttull 
Damazels, with ercedang ſtatelineſſe ard conrtrefie. 

Aas veing alone by themſelses, ſauing at Anna was Angeli- 
cacs bedtello w, which toe Hs was act ta reſigne, til Paritme- 
nos ſheals take podle ten at the fame : Me on the one fide meti⸗ 
tated on his bapp? taz une to arrive in that place, and admired 
Oris ceutte lie, and was malt of à Hatfeged with joy, that Ange- 
{ici was {a k ndlp welcammed to that ktange place, being farre 
from her «wa? Friends and C 6antry,that he dtd not one ly re joycs 
at their xindnes fo; bis aune part,vat cſpetially fo hers: Whuſe 
content he wiſht and deſtred maze theu his owne; And withall, 
being naw in Theila!ie, dis heart was ſe fully paſſeſt with deftrea 
content, that hs [e@mcd not to lacke any thing de deffred, but

The next mazaing, Oſiris and Vdalla were vp, ready to ie 
tyetr beſt and vftermof indeaacars, to t xpꝛeſſe thetr libetall god 
will? but the Painces kept their Beds longer then vuall ; Foz 
that on the one five, they had ſpent much of the night in the Se; 
dttatians afozeſatd: and on the sther tide,haning bin (0 long tune 
oppzeſt with carefull cogita tions, tgeir ſences being nowat ret, 
ther lle pt with great quiet. And at ſuch time as they wers awakea, 
had all taiugs in ſuch ceremonions find, and Gately manner mi- 
gifregvncs them, that they could not chuſe but ad mite the ſame; 
being loath to mation their departure to the Court, leaſt 
Oris ſhauld thinke cher did not accept of his kind entertain- 


mont. 

Whiletft all remain'd in this great delight in Oſiris Cattle, 
repozt had blazed into the hearing of diners of the Nobles and 
knights sf the Kings Court; the jop and great (eaſfting was kept 
by Oſiris ; Wyich was made in uch feat, tyat they wereatiared 
ſome great perſonages were artiued there, but none knew who 
Gey were, that this newes was [2 open in the Court, that it canis 
to Dyoniſius heating: Who o ſt ef all marnailing thereat,and 
baning now fally reccueres vis health det irintzed ſoz his Recte⸗ 
ation aſter his long ũckneſſe ]nely with Pa iſmus, and ſome few 
of his Knights, to pꝛogteſſe ſecreciy to Oltcis Cattle, both to re- 
create hiraſelfe,and to Know what thoſe Would be he en(erteined, 
end eſpecially fa; that he loged Oſiris erceeotug well: Wihich d 
termination de made Partmus acquernied With, sud the nert 
dax accozdingly pet femed the ſame, (which was the third dar 
that Par iſmenos had dene with Oliris.) And being arrived at 
the Caſtle tuen about gone, de and Pariſmus entred, whom the 
Wo2ter well knew, and pasſentip > oniſius (nat ſuffering any of 
dis Seruants he met, to gine O.ir1s knowledge of his appzeach } 
mounted the ares info the great Chamber, where euen then 
pariimenos, Angelica, and all the ref, were ſeated at a mot 
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pariſmus ill ſtated with the roft of the Knights without the 
deo2e,Oftiris ſane eſpętcd Dioniſius, and ſodsinly Earting from his 
Seat, vpan his kae? did him reverence : Vdalla and the reſt that 
knew htm did the like,whilT Dioniſias ſaid: Ofiris,pon ſe a bold 
gueſt comes withaat bidding, but if pon 34d bene kind you would 
 haue made me partaker of pour mirth. Pariſmenos was ſo ama - 

36d, that a gad while he con{d not tell how to behaue Cimfelfe,bur 
porceining that it was the King, he with Angelica dzew towarys 
him, and humbly pzoTrated themſelaes befoze him vpen their 
knees, being vnable by the ſuddeaneTe of their joy to ſpeake. Dio- 
ni{ins not knewtng them and maryatiitng toſ& them knoles was 
halte aſtonicht, vacti!l Oliris to tid him frem that doabt,ſain* Þy 
L020, tis Knight is Sanne to tie noble Pzince paiſmus. Befoze 
he could ſay any moze, 02 Dioniſius once ſalute them, Paritmus 
IJ was entred, who at the fir knew Angelica, and by bet bis Don, 
wyam 8ther wiſe he ould not haue knowne, de was ſo much al⸗ 
torcd, whoſe favatne fight, ſo virrpected and ſo farrs fram his 
thovght,and (0 centrary io his erpreation, aud ſs impoſſible to his 
perſwaſion, made him tran»fozrzed into a kind of admtratien, 
whether it might be poſſible that it waFthep,v; that it was ſome 
elnfien : but Pariſmenos ltkcwiſe eſpying him in ſach a luvy, ims 
mediately reſc from the ground, and dgon bis küte did him reuc / 
rente, and Pariſmus imbzaced him, with a molt kind, louing and 
japfall vebantour, 

Angelica likewiſe knowing him, bent her denofions with all 
humble reaerence to he w her laue and duty, while he raiſed her 
from the ground, and imbzaced ber in its tender ar mes, being vn; 
able ts erp2clle his joy ta ſe them there. 

Dioniſius likewiſe imbꝛaced them with great kinzneNe, and | 
welcommed them With teares of jay. DCentimes falting baru- 
menos in his armes with a lening behauteur, and holdiag Ange- 
lica by the hand, being loa th to let the ſame goe, and bnable to ex | 
pꝛeſſe his in ward joy, that be, Pariſmus, and all the reT,were psſ- 
let with ſach content, as would as ke a gkilfull perne to deferive. 
| Their welcomes, Kind imbzacings, gentle ſpœches, and other | 
Agnes of contented joy, were ſuch as paſſe th my vttermoſt #kill to 
relats and decipher, ö 
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Dioniſius then deũired them to ſeat themſelues againe ts thelt 
banquet, and he and Paruimus Would beare them company : then 
ther againe ſeated themſelges, and himſe lie by Angelicacs Ge, 
vllag het le kinolꝑ, ſo loxinglꝑ, and ſo tamiliat l, and with ſuch ex 
cæding mirth, plea ca neſſe, and merry counteuante, that Ange- 
licaes heart was poſſe u with joy thertat: Part! mus admired ibe 
lame, Pari menos rejopced thereat : and Oſir is and Ydalla twke 
cxceding joprhereat,haning not a long time ſæne him ſo pleaſant. 

They would baue watted, but he commandes them ts fit downe 
and ve ert g. The Noble men that came with him, which was 
Led Kemis, and diuers athcrs, he commanded to ſit vowre, vt 
tertrg thyſe Apeches: Jp oule Childzen, the great joꝝ Z cun - 
ce tue fo2 pour p2cleace, is luch, that it fills mp (ences wiik excu - 
ding con ent, and were Olivia and Laurana bert, J wenld wake 
account this were the vos, moſt pleaũing, moſt centented, moſt 
royall, and deligb fall da that cuet befell ; but unte they ate ab⸗ 
ſent, let ds be merry: Oliris bid vs welcome, toʒ we ate all pour 
Gueſts.

Witz that the wwizole company roſe from the Cable, and Parii- 
menos knowing bis Pothst, reacrencsd/himlelte befoge ber bpon 
bis knee whilelt Ge (Ene wiag him) imbzaced dim mul? lcuinglx, 
net knowing how (addeniy ta tej ace ſuitiitenti p. Angeli not 
knowing, but {uppsfing that was Lausaua, ber beaxt betas cnidp 
bowed to Pariſmcnos, theught it ber outy ts reavrence pis Pa 
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rents ſo much as himſelfe : therefo2s with him the did reverence 
to the Auene and Laucana. And after manygretings, (alutatt- 
ons and welcomes paſt, Dioniſius agains vttered theſe ſpathes. 

J know that all here pꝛeſent are cxcedingly glad fo; the ſafety 
sf theſe two poung Painces, then laping art all ſalutations, 
which cannot ſuddenl: be cxpzeffer vs once agatins and this thiro 
time, ſeat arr ſcines to this Banquet, and leave all other Cers- 
wones till afterwards, foz we are defermined fo bid them wel- 
teme: and they Hall knew, that we leue them. Bat firff, let vs 
tetrech ant ſtemacks with Oſiris coflp chere, and atterwards we 
wiil deſtre to know the octaſton and manner of thetr arrivait tata 
this Cenntry, which was neuer avſolatsly happy befo;e this ttme. 
Lien they all ſeated them(elues againe in great content, Dioni- 
ſirs not ſuſlering Angelica to fit from him, but cloſe by his five, 
betwirthin and the Mane, eacry one expzeſſing exce ding j2y 
fo thcit vnexrected ſafete andartinall tn the Countter. After 
dinuer was well nigh ended, which was ongc-pal with pleaſara- 
ble content on all ſides, ard was perfozred by Oliris in great 
pomp?, Pariſmus deſited Pariſmenos to declare what miſadaen- 
tare had vefaine him, fince bis pꝛ uate departure from the Court 
at Epheſus : and by what oceafion they arrived in that place. 

Then Pariimenos declated the truth ef all, bow ho met with 
Angelica, of irus death, Arcnus and Theotetus Treaſon, and of 
their pꝛeſetu tion by the Fiſherman,. which greatly delighted 
then all to beate. Dioniſms then ſatd, Which is Iconius? Then 
Pariſmus called fe: Iconius, and he pꝛeſently came: Whom Dio- 
niſius, Pari mus, and the te ſt, vſed moſt kindly. And the Zzficher⸗ 
man and his wife, were by Dioniſius high!y rewarded, and alter ⸗ 
wards pzomotcd fogreat dignity. 

Some two dares thep Tayedaltogethsr in OHris Caftle, ſgen- 
ding ths time in exceding miith. And at laft, tn great Reraltie 
departed towards the Cost at the Cttie of Thebes. Where 
thers wert inflaite numbers of prople with hytult bearts gathe- 
rsd together fo welcome them: expʒeſſing fach joy as is not to be 
deſcribed. And afterwards Pariſinenos ard Angelica, in the pe- 
ſence and affembly of Marcellus, Remulus the Bing of Hung ria, 
the King of Sparta, and diners other Noble pericnages, were 
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with mo exceding Kopaltie afianced ed together. And after Dio- 
niſius was Dead, Parilmenos was Crowned Ring of Theſſalie, 
and liued all his life time after in great quiet and blefſed con- 
tent, with the faire Angelica bis Quern: Jacreaſing the ho- 
neurable fame an! iy ofthe Kings of Theſlalic : hantng 
one oncly Sonne and a Daughter. Whole foztunes 
and Avucntures, filled the whole wozly 
with their Fame, 
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
